As he examines them he wonders 
just how many types there are, and 
something of their background. Like 
all intelligent collectors, to question 
is to act, and he begins his research 
at the Public Library and here he is 
rewarded. 


He learns that in the very early 
days books were done by hand, illum- 
inated and decorated beautifully. 
Many were popularly supposed to 
have been done by Monks, who were 
proficient in the art of lettering and 
illuminating early manuscripts. In 
those days books were so precious 
they were often attached to the table 
or stand by a heavy chain. This pre- 
vented accident by dropping, and 
often saved the book from being car- 
ried away. 


The Library’s old print file, or a 
Museum’s print exhibit, will often 
prove a fruitful source of informa- 
tion. In the 1400’s when movable type 
came into use, these prints show books 
with tabs, or definite strips of leath- 
er, parchment or silk, suspended from 
between their pages, and while crude, 
they were in reality the forerunner 





SCHOOL DAYS AT HOME 
Pioneer settlers, finding no schools at the rugged frontier sections, sent home 
for Noah Webster’s famed elementary school text books to teach their young ones. 
Frequently, the oldest child helped to “learn” the others. 


—From an old book of early customs 


of the later product, for as Time 
passed, and books became the proud 
possession of more and more people, 
of necessity the separate bookmark 
was born. Pieces of paper torn from 
a package, pieces of string, even flow- 
ers and their leaves have been found 
in old books, marking favorite pas- 
sages, or simply proclaiming to the 
reader, that “Here is where I fell 
asleep,” a sentiment by the way found 
on many bookmarks. 


Once the need for these little page 
reminders was recognized, various 
types began to appear, and as time 
went on publishers took heed of this 
trend and many beautifully designed 
— bookmarks were the re- 
sult. 


A very early one is dated 1845, 
printed on silk and is a memorial for 
Andrew Jackson, another of this type 
reads NATIONAL DAY OF MOURNING, 
June 1st, 1865. ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
died April 15th, 1865. A campaign 
ribbon for Gen. F. M. Drake, for Gov. 
of Iowa, and the following slogan: 
“FROM THE RANKS OF A PRIVATE 
SotpieR HE Won His Star.” One 
for Rutherford B. Hayes of. Ohio, 
for President, and W. A. Wheeler 
of New York, for Vice  Presi- 
dent. A ribbon of BUNKER HILL, 
and another on the settlement of Bos- 
ton. There are many of this type to 
be found commemorating Political fa- 
vorites, Rallies of Old Companies of 
various wars, Old Settlers Re-unions 
and Chautauquas, all redolent of our 
colorful American History. They are 
found in bone, brass, celluloid, paper, 
parchment, leather, white birch bark, 
etc. These continued in popularity to 
the turn of the century. 


The hand painted or ,embroidered 
bookmarks were very popular, and in 
today’s vocabulary are considered ex- 
quisite flower miniatures. Painted on 
delicate or deep glowing satin  rib- 
bon, many bear bouquets that would 
do justice to professional artists, 
which of course, many of the early 
teachers were. These were generally 
stamped with a design for hand paint- 
ing or embroidering, and were left to 
the skill of the worker to enlarge 
on. They continued to hold the public 
fancy until the early nineties, then 
the vogue for beautifully hand writ- 
ten signatures swept the scene, and 
memory tickling names come to light, 
as: Chenault, Thomas, Brinker. 
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Another very beautiful type is 
the woven silk bookmark called Ste- 
vengraphs. Many of these were made 
by Stevens of ‘Coventry, England, who 
did much of this early work, includ- 
ing sporting pictures, racing, fire- 
engines, locomotives, portraits, etc. A 
collection of woven bookmarks would 
be a real challenge. In our own coun- 
try much of this type of work was 
done in Paterson, N. J., by the firm 
of B. B. Tilt and Sons. One large one 
by this firm bears the portrait of Geo. 
Washington, and commemorates the 
Centennial of American Independence, 
1776 to 1876. ... “The Star. Span- 
gled Banner” is another beauty, bear- 
ing the words and music, and our 
glorious American Flag unfurled in 
the breeze, surmounted by the words, 
“EK. Pluribus Unum.” B. B. Tilt trade- 
mark. “Home Sweet Home” is a splen- 
did example, showing the old cottage 
woven in thin black silk, much like 
a fine engraving, and the words of 
“Home Sweet Home” set to music. 
This one is copyrighted, no signature, 
but serves to prove how important 
these designs were to their publishers. 


In the sentimental series are six 
by Stevens of Coventry, and beauti- 
ful they are. Happy New Year... 
Remember Me... A Wish... Friend- 
ship... Unchanging Love... and 
Compliments of the Season. Another 
perfect beauty, “The Lord’s Prayer” 
is done on purple ribbon, the letters 
in shimmering white silk. This is also 
unsigned. There are many with card- 
board mounts on beautiful satin rib- 
bons, carrying printed quotes by fa- 
mous people.

The Piece de Resistance in Book- 
mark Land are the tiny treasures in 
sampler type. They are worked on 
stiff cardboard perforated, in silk, 
wool or beads, and the work is so 
minute that it appears gem-like in 
perfection. These are called petitpoint. 
The patterns are also stamped or 
hand drawn and portray, a cross file 
of our mid-nineteenth century senti- 
ment. There are floral wreaths, an- 
chors, crosses, Bibles, harps, names, 
as; Anna, Flora, Mary, “Gusta.” This 
last on beautiful white ribbon with 
a lacy edging, carries a wreath of 
real hair, titian, tied with a tiny 
bow of baby ribbon. It used to be 
quite the thing to snip locks of hair 
for memory’s sake.

Grace Moore 


By GEORG PLUCK 


Fabulous is a much abused word 
in our time. It is applied to people 
and attractions almost at random 
when in reality it suits them not at 
all. Among the great personalities of 
the music world, past and present, 
few deserve the glowing term... 
Patti, Caruso, Geraldine Farrar, Ma- 
ry Garden and in more recent times 
the rare and controversial Grace 
Moore. Perhaps the two who bear 
the most striking resemblance are 
Garden and Moore, for their talents 
and tempestuous natures are most 
closely matched. Both were extremely 


beautiful and magnetic women 
(granted that Farrar was one of the 
loveliest women of her time), and 
both often found the critics at odds 
about their vocal qualities, while Far- 
rar claimed almost universal ap- 
proval. 

Perhaps beauty is a detriment to 
art rather than an asset. Often one 
is tempted to rely too much on phys- 
ical allure to cloud vocal and tech- 
nical insecurity. If one is as ex- 
quisite as Lina Cavalieri is it really 
necessary to have a voice also? That 
the gorgeous Lina sang well is true; 


that she was a great artist has nev- 
er even been implied. Mary Garden 
was an artist, and a great one; great 
in her exhilaration, her infectious en- 
thusiasm, her instinctive dramatic 
sense; adequate in her vocal accom- 
plishments. This is no doubt why her 
records leave so much to be desired. 
You must SEE a personality, you can 
LISTEN to a singer. 

Grace Moore was born in Jellico, 
Tenn., December 1, 1901. It was dis- 
covered early that she had a voice. 
Not a thrilling one to be sure as it 
was rather small and at one time 
devoid of color. But she was a mas- 
ter of confidence. Had her endow- 
ments been those of Jenny Lind they 
would not have been held in a more 
sure and firm hand. Much has been 
said about her singing in the local 
church choir and while the chance of 
gaining real musical instruction in 
this manner is almost nil it did how- 
ever give Grace a feeling for the 
public eye and an overwhelming long- 
ing for bigger and more challenging 
things. Her family discouraged any 
thoughts of a professional career, 
thinking that it would be improper 
for her to think seriously of becom- 
ing part of a world that even at 
this time was considered wild and 
immoral, particularly by the stand- 
ards of a conservative and naive 
small town. It was like attempting to 
block the flow of a river with straws. 
Once her mind had been made up 
there was nothing to do but acquiesce, 
because Grace would do as she chose 
with or without the approval of any- 
one. Her temperament was volcanic, 
her utterances at times unprintable. 

She studied voice at Ward-Belmost 
in Nashville, and then went to Wash- 
ington for further study. It was 
while here that she had an oppor- 
tunity to appear in a concert with 
Giovanni Martinelli and with this the 
goal of an operatic career became 
firmly implanted in her mind. 

Through friends she was given a 
chance to try-out for a Broadway 
show, and her good-looks and fine 
voice obtained her a place in sev- 
eral of the most popular hits of the 
day including at last the Ziegfield 
Follies. She was well on her way to 
becoming one of the most toasted mu- 
sical comedy stars; offers she received 
for new productions were most tempt- 
ing, certainly so for one to whom 
the adulation of the public had been 
a life-long dream. But even in the 
midst of this success she was dis- 
satisfied. She determined to give up 
everything and go to Italy for seri- 
ous operatic study. Even those who 
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admired her the most sought to dis- 
suade her but it was useless. At the 
very height of her popularity she left 
the stage and disappeared for eigh- 
teen months of extensive work. She 
emerged from retirement in 1928 and 
her operatic career was launched. 
She had previously auditioned twice 
for the Metropolitan and had been 
refused. At last the long awaited op- 
portunity came and she returned with 
delight and high expectations. 

Grace Moore’s Metropolitan Opera 
debut as Mimi in “La Boheme” on 
February 7, 1928, aroused consider- 
able interest among the public and 
press alike. The rash publicity that 
at this period accompanied the first 
appearance of all American singers 
was remarkably restrained in com- 
parison with that which greeted such 
singers as Marion Talley and Mary 
Lewis. Though she came better pre- 
pared than her predecessors and with 
an infinitely greater pctential the 
country was becoming satiated with 
over praise and in spite of the demon- 
stration by the Tennessee delegation 
it should be called a success rather 
than a triumph, 

In her first season her only other 
role was that of Lauretta in “Gianni 
Schicchi” with De Luca and Howard. 
This brief lyric part requires a so- 
prano of the most ravishing sort to 
whom high “Cs” are a joy and who 
can delight in the difficult placement 
of the repeated “A’s” of “O mio bab- 
bino caro.” Needless to say this was 
not Miss Moore’s forte and _ she 
pleased rather than delighted. 

In the seasons that followed she 
sang Micaela in “Carmen,” Juliet in 
“Romeo et Juliet,” Manon in the Mas- 
senet opera, Marguerite in “Faust,” 
and Giulietta in “Contes d’ Hoff- 
mann.” None of these can truly be 
said to have been advantageous in 
showing off the soprano’s, particular 
gifts. All were charming to see but 
often lacked the breath of life that 
is needed to make them live. Mimi, 
the role of her debut, though she 
sang it more often than any other, 
was:not one of her notable character- 
izations. The utter simplicity and 
naiveté escaped her in many ways 
and the impression was one of arti- 
fice rather than art. Her costumes 
were chic rather than picturesque and 
at times the voice lacked the fluent 
production to capture an ideal sound 
for the all too familiar little seam- 
stress.

Miss Moore avoided the Sunday 
Evening Concerts whenever possible 
as she did not like the atmosphere 
and the acute vocal competition of 
these events. Only a Ponselle, a Reth- 
berg, or a Flagstad could triumph, 
and less than a triumph for Moore 
was a failure. 

It seems strange that though 
Europe had welcomed her with open 
arms, she remained an enigma here 
until her great success in the motion 
picture “One Night of Love” (1934). 
Overnight she became a naticnal rage 
and she was in demand everywhere. 
Frankly the acclaim left her rather 
cold, for though she delighted in the 
spotlight this was not the artistic 
conquest which she sought. True, she 
had created a sensation at the Opera- 
Comique in Paris, and Covent Gar- 
den had acclaimed her above any 
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native singer we had sent. She had 
in fact to her credit more command 
performances before royalty than any 
singer in memory and her name was 
inscribed on the plaque at the doors 
of the Paris theatre, an almost un- 
heard of honor. Still the burning de- 
sire to conquer an Amerivan operatic 
audience continued to elude her. 


At last, eleven years after her dé- 
but she began the new phaSe of her 
eareer, On January 28, 1939, she did 
conquer with her interpretation of 
“Louise.” She had been coached in 
the role by both Charpentier and Ma- 
ry Garden and the effects of each 
made themselves felt. For the first 
time she gave herself more free dram- 
atic rein and the role fit her vocally 
as no other up until this time. While 
the lovely outpouring of Depuis le 
jour was to have more expanse and 
freedom at later performances it was 
nonetheless on this first occasion a 
reason for real rejoicing. Moore had 
reached the heart of her public. 

After the great popularity that 
Grace Moore enjoyed in France per- 
haps it is to be expected that from 
that source should come her greatest 
artistic achievement in the field of 
motion pictures. The complete “Lou- 
ise,’ released February 2, 1940, 
which Gustave Charpentier himself 
supervised, became a _ remarkable 
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event. The photography was indeed 
first class, and the entire project car- 
ried out on the highest possible plane. 
Moore, too, was equal to the occasion, 
giving a performance at once touch- 
ing and exhilirating. Her beauty was 
at its very height and her voice used 
as a vehicle of dramatic expression 
was unforgettable. 

Fate was against the project ever 
receiving its just due here, for while 
most foreign movies of this genre are 
consigned almost exclusively to what 
we call “art theatres” the period of 
history was also to be considered. The 
war that engulfed Europe made ex- 
port of such material well nigh im- 
possible and the mood of the time also 
was indifferent to entertainment on 
this level. This is much to be regret- 
ted for certainly it was her finest 
contribution to the cinamatic form. 
Perhaps some day an enterprising 
record company will see fit to release 
the sound track on discs, for though 
we were deprived of the image the 
voice alone would create an impres- 
sion on the mind, intangible but also 
indelible. 

Her assumption of the character of 
Fiora in “L’Amore Dei Tre Re” un- 
der the baton of the composer (Feb- 
ruary 7, 1941) revealed new and ad- 
mirable facets of ther art, for vocally 
it was extremely telling and only 
those who had seen Garden and Muzio 
in the role found it slightly less pow- 
erful emotionally. The passionate na- 
ture of the faithless princess appealed 
to her and she hurled herself into 
it with something close to frantic 
abandon. At its best it revealed a 
personality of inflammatory intensity. 

Her first “Tosca”? on December 18, 
1941, was the proof of her metal. 
In a role which all felt distinctly 
suited to her she emerged in glory, 
having worked out a telling histrionic 
study and coupling it with more voice, 
under finer control and more subtlely 
colored than any could have anticipa- 
ted. In fact as time passed she be- 
came one of the GREAT Toscas of her 
time, One has only to listen to her 
off-the-air recortlings of the part to 
sense this was kindled by an emo- 
tional spark out of the ordinary. The 
scene between Scarpia and Tosca in 
Act 2 is built to a tremendous climax 
of alternating triumph and despair, 
while the sound of the thrice re- 
peated Morte as she bends above the 
dying body of her tormentor is blood 
curdling indeed. Again, in Act 83, 
Moore achieves a success of the high- 
est order by sheer singing. The beau- 
ty, the controlled musicianship, the 
meaningful coloration, the attention 
to word values show us that we are 
dealing with an artist of the first 
water. Grace Moore had emerged as 
one of the most telling singing ac- 
tresses of her time. 

As the years passed her hold on 
the public intensified. At the height 
of her glory the world was shocked 
by her sudden and tragic death in 
an airplane crash in Denmark, Jan- 
uary 26, 1947. Overnight people who 
had hitherto scoffed and remained un- 
convinced in the face of her greatest 
successes came to her in death with 


their praises and their honor. She 
became almost at once the most la- 
mented diva of the century. It was 
as though the flames that carried her 
to earth were sprung from an eternal 
fire, and with her beauty and vivid 
personality only a memory, death 
gave her the final and everlasting 
triumph. 

Why Grace Moore was not given 
certain roles that would have sup- 
plied her with some of her most un- 
forgettable achievements is not 
known. The Puccini “Manon Lescaut” 
would have suited her better dram- 
atically and vocally than the French 
version of the same story. The long 
discussed “Madame Butterfly” was 
not forthcoming here, and the pos- 
sibility of a notable “Rosenkavalier” 
Marschallin, a role she longed to do, 
remained only an unfulfilled dream. 
She could have sung Elsa and Elisa- 
beth in the ‘Wagnerian operas beau- 
tifully, in fact, she prepared the lat- 
ter, and “Salome” would have been a 
natural thought, for she could have 
mastered the vocal line as easily as 
Garden. Some even heard her sing 
the complete final scene from the 
Strauss work with piano and say they 
were amazed by the breadth of her 
conception. Her terror of the Ger- 
man language helped hold many of 
these outside her repertoire. Had she 
lived a few years longer the last 
judgment might have been consider- 
ably broader than it is. 

Those who saw her in concert know 
that she could triumph in the difficult 
solo medium, and many retain the 
picture of her beauty in their mind’s 
eye, sweeping like a queen onto the 
platform, her gown shimmering and 
diamonds and emeralds glistening at 
her throat and on her arms. 

I doubt if any other present day 
singer has been so poorly served by 

the recording process and the record- 
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ing companies as Grace Moore. Her 
association with Victor, Brunswick, 
Decca and their affiliates all were dis- 
appointing. The choice of material 
was to put it mildly, unimaginative, 
and the reproduction in almost every 
ease hard and brittle. Though it was 
claimed even in France that she ren- 
dered their language like a native, 
her recordings do not mirror this. 
The vocal] quality sounds often dis- 
torted on the vowels and there is 
harshness in difficult consonant com- 
binations. That this was not true in 
person any who heard her can well 
testify. Her rather erratic and im- 
pulsive phrasing that in the opera 
house could be extremely stimulating 
and exciting, on record appears mere- 
ly careless and willful. Also the sound 
of the voice is miniature compared 
with the living thing. She was really 
capable of thrilling volume but in 
the dullness of the recording studio 
the effect is compressed and unrealis- 
tic. The choice of repertoire was in- 
different and at times inane. Perpe- 
tuation of her stage and screen roles 
was a logical if unmusica} hazard. 
In the classical selection, aside from 
a few maudlin songs in English we 
have only inadequate fragments of 
her operatic roles and a handful of 
French art songs. The best is not 
fine, the worst is intolerable. Not one 
of her records can be said to radiate 
the excitement that one would wish. 

The “Boheme”-Mi chimano Mimi, 
is good but not exceptional; the Mu- 
setta’s Valse certainly no better than 
that. The “Louise’-Depuis le jour 
mirrors nothing of her magnetism in 
the role. The “Butterfly’-Un bel di 
is poorly accompanied and recorded 
and sung without urgency or drama. 
The “Tosca”-Vissi d’ arte, a shallow 
picture of the powerful conception 
she showed us in the opera house. 
Of the two “Manon” excerpts the 
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Gavotte, though better than some of 
the others, is inferior to the Adieu 
notre petite table, perhaps on the 
whole her most satisfying record. 
Here is a glint of something for 
which we seek, a spark, not quite 
a flame but strong enough to be 
seen in the dark. Jl est doux, from 
Massenet’s “Herodiade” has its mo- 
ments as do “Psyche,” “Si Mes Vers 
Avaient des Ailes,” and ‘“Phidyle” 
among the art songs, but the general 
effect is cold, studied and unpersua- 
sive. Where now I wonder is her sing- 
ing of Tu ne sais pas pourquoi from 
“Pelleas et Melisande” which she re- 
corded privately and which reflected 
the nuances and spirit of Mary Gar- 
den almost to the letter. 

Those who collect off-the-air ma- 
terial can still rouse to the excite- 
ment she could create. Even as I 
type, her Act 1 of “Tosca” is playing 
in the background and there is a 
sudden and heartfelt burst of ap- 
plause as she leaves the stage and 
Searpia alone to his evil brooding. 
I wish I might applaud her also for 
the vibrance of her spirit and the un- 
conquerable strength of her will. Cer- 
tainly her creed was all expressed in 
the famous words she sang so often: 
“Vissi d’arte, vissi d’Amore.” What 
greater gift could she have left us 
than the dedication of her art and 
the memory of her love.

I. Len Spencer’s Last Days 


This installment concludes Mrs. 
Ethel Yarbray’s recollections of her 
father, Len Spencer, as related to me 
in letters and in a personal meeting 
in September, 1954. 

After the comedian suffered a 
slight stroke a few years before his 
death he became less active in mak- 
ing records and devoted himself 
largely to the affairs of his Lyceum 
or booking agency. He did not give 
up recording altogether, but his re- 
cords became fewer and the vastly 
popular Ada Jones - Len Spencer 
“vaudeville specialties” gradually 
gave way to popular song duets by 
Miss Jones and Billy Murray. How- 
ever, Spencer’s voice was unimpaired 
and he continued to entertain his 
family by singing their favorite old 
songs and playing his own piano ac- 
companiment. Like many popular 
singers of both the past and present, 
he could not read music, but he play- 
ed the piano well and could trans- 
pose in any key. He also played 
the banjo and the ocarina. 

Concerning the New York offices 
which her father maintained, Mrs. 
Yarbray says: “I have a heavy horn 
or bone cane with a silver band just 
across the handle that papa used 
after he lost the sight of his right 
eye. It is inscribed in script, ‘Len 
G. Spencer, 16 West 27th Street.’ 

“After the 27th street address, 
Papa moved to 44 West 28th street, 
from there to a 14th street loft, and 
the address on 42nd street was ac- 


quired less than a year prior to his 
death. I know nothing about the 
West 27th street address. The 44 
West 28th was in a building occu- 
pied by music publishers, and I be- 
lieve it was in 1909 that he moved 
into the huge loft over the Crystal 
Theatre (the theatre had water run- 
ning under glass stairs in the center 
entrance, which was 46 East 14th, 
and where he had the stage and au- 
ditorium built for auditions of mu- 
sicians, vocalists and entertainers.). 
It was here also that he had his 
largest collection of song slides, 
which he shipped all over the coun- 
try in specially constructed boxes to 
prevent breakage. Song slides were 
on the decline when we moved to the 
42nd street office, less than a year 
before we lost Papa.” 


A few years ago I (Jim Walsh - 
that is) obtained a letter written by 
Spencer himself during the years his 
Lyceum, “The Quick-Action Service,” 
was at the 14th street address. Writ- 
ten April 24, 1912, it reflects Len’s 
characteristic good heartedness and 
willingness to help others. It is 
addressed to William C. O’Hare, of 
the Witmark Music Publishing Com- 
pany, and reads: 


Friend Will: This will introduce to 
you Mr. Mat McNally, the young 
man of whom I spoke to you over 
the phone. Mr. McNally is anxious 
to master the theory and fundamen- 
tals of music and harmony. I could 
think of no one better qualified to 
advise him than yourself. It is need- 
less to state that I take a personal 
interest in Mr. McNally myself and 
that anything you can do to place 
him on the right road would be 
greately appreciated by 


Yours sincerely, 
LEN SPENCER 


The letter, sent to me by Mr. 
McNally himself, is signed in Len’s 
beautifully flowing, distinctive Spen- 
cerian penmanship. 


The letterhead reveals that the Ly- 
ceum also had a Scranton, Pa., office 
at 186 Washington Avenue, with P. 
J. Dempsey as manager. On the left 
of the sheet is a column printed in 
red listing the Lyceum’s services. Be- 
cause of its historical interest, I shall 
copy its contents:

Mrs. Yarbray recalls that she help- 
ed with the song slide part of the 
business and had gone to the Lyceum 
to work a few hours when her father 
had the seizure that caused his death. 
During her teens she and her sister 
Myrtle also sang in the choir of the 
Metropolitan Temple Methodist 
Church, although, as was mentioned 
in an earlier installment, the Spencer 
family was of the Swedenborgian 
faith. 

As might be expected, “Cousin 
Ethel” retains a vivid recollection of 
her father’s death, especially since 
she was an eyewitness when Len 
Spencer’s life was prematurely ended 
December 15, 1914, at the age of 
47. She was standing beside him 
while he talked with a woman who 
was seeking an engagement. Almost 
without warning he fell over, was 
laid on the floor, and was dead. He 
had suffered a cerebral hemorrhage. 

Mrs. Yarbray recalls that her mo- 
ther was not surprised when told her 
husband had died. Quietly, she said: 
“T rather expected it. He came back 
twice this morning to kiss me good- 
bye and seemed to hate to leave me 
so badly. I had a feeling that some- 
thing was wrong.” 

Len Spencer’s body was cremated 
and the ashes were placed some six 
months later, in Glenwood Cemetery, 
Washington, where his wife is now 
buried beside him. 

His death was a tragedy to the 
Spencer family. Lacking sons or 
other male relatives to take charge 
of the Lyceum. Len left his affairs 
in the hands of his brother Henry. 
Because of inexperience the business 
folded within half a year. The in- 
surance money Len had left went to 
pay debts contracted by the younger 
Spencer in his mismanagement of 
the Lyceum. 


Shortly afterward, Myrtle married 
and Ethel got a job with the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, while 12- 
year-old Clara was still in elemen- 
tary school. In 1919, after her hus- 
band was buried in Chicago, Myrtle 
returned to Texas. In September 
that year, Mrs. Spencer, Ethel and 
Clara also moved there. Says Mrs. 
Yarbray: “Clara had had flu and 
measles combined at 17, the year of 
her high school graduation, and I 
had constant sieges of acute bron- 
chitis. The doctor thought a change 
of climate would benefit us, so we 
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followed Myrtle here to San Antonio. 
I married James Arthur Yarbray 
July 25, 1921.” 

As for Harry Spencer, the remain- 
der of his life had a wierd approp- 
riateness for the man whose most 
popular record had been “The Mad 
Ravings of John McCullough,” a 
bloodcurdling impersonation of the 
insane sounds made by the once fa- 
mous tragedian before he died in 
Bloomingdale Asylum, New York. At 
one time Henry tried to operate a 
detective agency. He had a motor- 
cycle concession at Coney Island. He 
also worked for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, and in 1947 Joe Belmont, 
the now deceased “Human Bird,” re- 
called having run into Harry some 
years previously in Lancaster, Pa., 
where he was a train caller. 

Finally Henry Spencer lost his 
mind and died in St. Elizabeth’s Hos- 
pital, Washington. While in the 
hospital he wrote a raving letter to 
Mrs. Yarbray, accusing her and his 
other relatives of ill-treatment and 
conspiring against him. It is good 
to know that Masons and other 
friends kept the unhappy victim of 
mental illness supplied with comforts 
until he died. He, too, is buried in 
Washington. 

Henry Spencer was married to a 
woman of Italian descent much older 
than he. Her given name was Ga- 
zelle, but Mrs. Yarbray doesn’t re- 
call the last name. She does remem- 
ber her family owned a restaurant 
in Pennsylvania. 


II. A Visit From “Cousin Ethel” 


The diary entry I quoted last 
month mentioned that, after our 
meeting at the Big Oak motel, Mrs. 
Yarbray and her family joined me 
for a meal in the Cavalier Restaur- 
ant. They then accompanied me to 
the house into which I had moved 
only a few days before and we had 
a pleasant evening, listening to some 
of the disc records by Len Spencer, 
which I had luckily been able to 
find, and seeing a bit of my collec- 
tion. The only unpleasant feature, 
aside from my embarrassment at the 
place being unavoidably in such a 
mess, was the peevish behavior of my 
kitten, Roger, who, as already men- 
tioned, had been querulous all day, 
and who became almost desperately 
complaining as the evening wore on. 
I couldn’t determine what was wrong 
with him, but his almost ceaseless 
meowing upset me. 

I remember playing a Zon-o-phone 
record of “The Jokesmiths,” by Len 
Spencer and Steve Porter, but it was 
in poor condition and Mrs. Yarbray 
found it hard to understand. She 
mentioned her admiration of her fa- 
ther’s interpretation of the Transfor- 
mation Scene from “Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde” and I gave her my Zon-o- 
phone version. When I played Spen- 
cer’s last record, the Edison Diamond 
Dise of “Uncle Fritz and the Chil- 
dren’s Orchestra,” Cousin Ethel’s 
eyes brightened and she asked: “Do 
you have a record as clear as that in 
which my daddy sings?” 

I did have some equally clear sing- 
ing records, but they were on Blue 
Amberol cylinders, which I hadn’t 
been able to find. I hope Mrs. Yar- 
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LEN SPENCER was one of the performers saiatinad ina large, handsomely colored

bray will come to see me again and 
I shall be able to put on “Peaches 
and Cream” and “Little Arrow and 
Big Chief Greasepaint.” 

In both these records, as well as 
in many others I have, the comedian 
displays his fine singing voice. 

After my guests had gone, Roger 
resumed his clamoring and I, being 
almost worn out from my recent 
plane trip and the still well-nigh 
unbearable heat, was disposed to be 
cross with him as I made ready to 
bathe before going to bed. Then I 
suddenly discovered why poor Roger 
had been so unlike his usual radiant 


self. I had left a lavatory faucet 
dripping, and Roger suddenly climb- 
ed up the side, entered the wash 
basin and began with feverish eager- 
ness drinking the trickle. After he 
had swallowed a few drops he started 
to purr. Then I knew what I had 
done. That morning I had taken care 
to feed him, but, not feeling mentally 
alert, I had overlooked his need for 
water. So, throughout that blister- 
ing hot day and night, the poor little 
fellow had been suffering acutely for 
water, and his insistent meowing was 
to let me know he was parched with 
thirst. I at once gave him a pan full 
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HENRY SPENCER, Len’s younger broth- 
er, who also made records. 





and after he had drunk his fill I 
hugged him and, on the point of 
tears assured him that never again 
should he suffer for water while he 
lived with me. Roger nuzzled me, 
purred and stroked my face with his 
paw to assure me that he understood 
my failing was of the head not the 
heart and that he forgave his tem- 
porarily thoughtless “Papa.” 

I have often thought since of some- 
thing “Cousin Ethel” said when we 
had a brief reunion next morning. 
Speaking of her husband, she said: 
“Arthur and I consider we’ve had 
everything we want out of life. We 
don’t know how much longer we’ll be 
together, but we have had each other 
for years, loved each other and had 
a daughter who has been a great 
pleasure to us. Now she is married 
to a fine young man and they have 
a lovely little daughter. What more 


could we have asked of life?” 
What more, indeed! 


III. Len Spencer’s Early Cylinders 


Mrs. Yarbray not only gave me 
many old family photographs (most 
of which I have submitted with this 
manuscript in order that the articles 
may be well illustrated), but also 
two booklets which I prize highly. 
One is a small notebook, with her 
father’s name stamped on the cover 
—- misspelled as Len Spenser — in 
which, in his own handwriting, are 
written the names of hundreds of 
songs. Each title is followed by a 
number, such as 7210, which seems 
to indicate a record number, and by 
letters and figures - C19 is an ex- 
ample - which apparently denotes a 
filing system of some sort. Refer- 
ence to an 1899 Columbia record 
catalog indicates the notebook must 
have been an index of Len’s private 
collection. For instance, “The New 
Bully” is followed by 7216, and that 
is the number of his Columbia cylin- 
der of the same song. 

Valuable as this booklet is from 
the standpoint of possessing some- 
thing which Len Spencer formerly 
owned, even more interesting, from 
the record collector’s point of view, 
is the 1892 catalog which “Cousin 
Ethel” gave me of records obviously 
made by the U. S. Phonograph Com- 
pany, although the firm name does 
not appear in it. The cover says 
only “Catalog and Records for Use 
on the Phonograph,” followed by the 
date, 1892, and the name of the 
printer, The Holbrook Printing Com- 
pany of Newark. At the bottom, in 
what I take to be Spencer’s hand- 
writing, is the note, “Sent as mark- 
ed, Oct. 7, 1892.”

Cylinders by Len Spencer monopo- 
lize the early part of the book. They 
are numbered consecutively from 1 
to 140, and after the last one ap- 
pears the notation: “Mr. Spencer is 
constantly adding to his already ex- 
tensive musical repertoire. Special 
records can be furnished to order.” 

I doubt that even one of these 1892 
cylinders still survives, but for his- 
torical interest I shall list them here, 
under the classifications in which 
they appear in the catalog and fol- 
lowing its spelling and punctuation. 
Besides using his own name, Spencer 
was also making records under the 
pseudonym of Garry Allen (Garry, 
I suppose, from his middle name, 
Garfield, and Allen from the family 
name of his wife’s relatives), and 
Larry Leonard - an assumed name 
of which I had never heard before 
I obtained the booklet and one which 
he reserved for comic Irish numbers. 
“Leonard” of course came from his 
first name, and Larry I take to be 
a variant of Garry. “Till the Snow- 
flakes Come Again” was No. 1, and 
the numbers of the others follow in 
chronological order:

choice of piano or orchestra — and 
it probably was SOME orchestra. .A 
few of the titles later became asso- 
ciated with other artists. For in- 
stance, “Turkey in de Straw” and 
“Bye, Bye, My Honey” today are 
identified almost entirely with Billy 
Golden. 

Other performers listed in this an- 
cient record catalog are “the popular 
baritone J. W. Myers”; “the eminent 
basso, Mr. Thomas Bott”; “the Ger- 
man Dialect Comedian and Yodeler, 
Mr. L. W. Lipp”; “the Renowned 
George W. Johnson”; “the Popular 
Colored Banjoist and Comedian, Chas. 
A. Asbury”; and there are also “Vo- 
cal Solos, with Piano Accompaniment, 
by Various Artists of Recognized 
Ability.” There are six records by the 
Original Bison City Quartet — Chas. 
C. Miller, Ben. R. Cook, Harry C. 
West and Lester L. Pike. 

Under the heading of “Instrumen- 
tal Records,” there is a long list of 
“narlor orchestra” numbers by Is- 
sler’s Popular Orchestra. These are 
followed by band selections, “as play- 
ed by Gilmore’s Band of New York”; 
cornet duets, “by Messrs. Clark and 
Dana, with accompaniment by Hold- 
ing’s Military Band of New York”; 
cornet solos, “By the well-known 
Cornetist, Mr. Thomas Clark, and 
accompaniment by Holding’s Military 
Band”; band numbers by Holding’s 
Military Band and Voss’ First Regi- 
ment Band of Newark; piccolo solos, 
“by Mr. Geo. Schwenfest, with ac- 
companiment by Voss First Regiment 
Band; piccolo solos, with piano ac- 
companiment, by Schweinfest; Clari- 
net. solos with piano accompaniment, 
“by the Popular Soloist and Compo- 
ser, Mr. William M. Tuson’; cornet 
solos, with orchestra accompaniment, 
“As played by the well-known Solo- 
ist, Mr. David B. Dana.” 

Then follow several vocal solos by 
George J. Gaskin, and 12 numbers 
by the Manhassett Quartet — Gas- 
kin, Girard, Riley and Evans. Once 
more there are cornet duets by Clark 
and Dana. Then come piccolo duets 
by “Messrs. Atz and Schweinfest’; 
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flute solos by Schweinfest; violin 
solos by “Signor Spazzati”; chimes 
records, “from the famous chimes of 
St. John’s Church, Newark, N. J. Ex- 
tremely loud and brilliant. Un- 
equalled for exhibition purposes.” 


I thought I had listed all Len Spen- 
cer’s records, but now I come to 
“the O’Grady Records, By Mr. Larry 
Leonard, with choruses of shouts, 
cheers, etc.” They are: 579, O’Grady’s 
Address to the Montgomery Guards; 
580, O’Grady’s Speech on Love (with 
chorus); 581, O’Grady’s Speech on 
Temperance (with chorus); 582, O’ 
Grady on the Labor Question (with 
chorus, drum and fife corps, ap- 
plause, ete.); 583, O’Grady’s Speech 
on Free Trade (with chorus); 584, 
O’Grady at the Guttenburg Race 
Track (the arrival - the book-maker - 
“they’re off” - the finish - O’Grady 
“broke.’’) 

Next we have “Vocal Solos by the 
popular baritone, Allen P. May, of 
the Howard Burlesque Co.”; vocal 
duets “by the Popular Artists, Allen 
P. May and Lillian Cleaver’; vocal 
solos “by Miss Lillian Cleaver, the 
phenomenal contralto of the Howard 
Burlesque Co.”; and, bless my soul, 
if here aren’t three duets by “Messrs. 
Spencer and May”: 610, The Upper 
Ten and the Lower Five; 611, The 
Broadway Swell and the Bowery 
Bum, and 611%, The Larboard 
Watch. (Was any other record ever 
given a one-half number?) 


Next are 15 offerings “by the 
English Minstrel Vocalist, Mr. Will 
White.” Opposite the White records 
the dealer who apparently sent this 
catalog to the U. S. Company to have 
his order filled has written in pencil: 
“Give us these by Spencer and piano, 
just as well.” This may be what the 
note on the cover, “Sent as marked, 
Oct. 7, 1892,” refers to. 


Charles P. Lowe (spelled in the 
booklet as Low), who must have been 
the first xylophonist to make records, 
is represented by 15. The back cover 
is devoted to “Army Bugle Calls,” 
by Mr. D. B. Dana (“Announcement 
Preceding Each’), and to vocal solos 
“by the well-known Irish Comedian 
and Vocalist, Mr. Johnnie Carroll.” 


There is one thing in this old cata- 
log that I regret. My dear friend, 
the late John Bieling, firmly believed 
that as a member of the Manhasset 
Quartet he took part in the first com- 
mercial recordings ever made by a 
male quartet. However, the booklet 
shows that before John’s career be- 
gan, an earlier version of the Man- 
hasset already was singing for New 
Jersey cylinders. Two of the mem- 
bers — George Gaskin and John Ri- 
ley — were in the group with which 
Bieling was associated. “Girard” is 
probably Gilbert Girard, the baritone 
and animal imitator. I can’t identify 
the fourth member, Evans. You may 
also have noticed that another quar- 
tet — the Original Bison City Quar- 
tet - was recording concurrently. 
None of its members’ names mean 
anything to me, except that Harry 
R. West probably is the Harry West 
who did a little work for Edison in 
the early 1900’s. 

Two other items having to do with 
the earlier days of Len Spencer’s 


career occur to me. Mrs. Yarbray 
recalled that her father occasionally 
gave public demonstrations of how 
records were made. One of these 
was presented on Monday, November 
28, 1904, for the Capitol Phonograph 
Company, of 825 Seventh street, 
Washington.  lLen’s demonstrations 
of the tricks of a professional re- 
corder’s trade must have been help- 
ful to those in his audience who 
made, or tried to make, cylinder re- 
cords at home. On a larger scale, 
that same year he was in charge of 
the Columbia Company’s display at 
the St. Louis Fair, showing how re- 
cords were made, and every visitor 
was given an opportunity to hear his 
own voice reproduced and permitted 
to take the cylinder home. 

One of the intriguing items which 
Mrs. Yarbray gave me was a letter- 
head advertising Len  Spencer’s 
Greater New York Minstrels. The 
illustration at the top shows Len 
seated as interlocutor and towering 
over the other performers on each 
side. 

On the left side of the page “Our 
Comedians” are listed. Those named 
are Spencer himself, Russell Hunt- 
ing, Billy Golden, Cal Stewart, John 
P. Hogan and Frank Somers. “Our 
Vocalists” are Roger Harding, Steve 
Porter. Fred Rose (presumably the 
same Fred Rose who later made Edi- 
son cylinders) and William C. Jones. 
“Our Specialists” are Vess L. Oss- 
man, Wizard Goldin, Spencer Trio, 


Gilmore Brass Quartet, Diamond 
Comedy Four. the Three Murray 
Brothers and Tom Clarke’s Brass 


Band and Orchestra. At the bottom 
avpears: Address all communications, 
“LEN SPENCER, 36 West 27th St., 
New York.” 

Just when Spencer had this min- 
strel show is a poser. The letter 
that originally avpeared on the sheet 
has been removed, so there is nothing 
to indicate the date. The New York 
address would seem to indicate the 
show was in operation after 1900, 
following Len’s moving to New York, 
but the address suggests it was be- 
fore he set up his first Lyceum on 
14th Street. On the other hand, Rus- 
sell Hunting is included as a over- 
former — but Hunting went to Eng- 
land in 1899, when Len was still in 
Washington. and didn’t return to 
live in the States for 15 years! This, 
in turn. suggests the possibility that 
the show was one using records with 
Len as the “live” interlocutor — a 
forerunner of the Columbia Min- 
strels at Coney Island. If the show 
used living performers instead of 
their recorded voices, it must have 
been restricted to occasional appear- 
ances in and near New York, because 
the exvense of giving a traveling 
vroduction with such famous and 
high-salaried performers would have 
been excessive. We probably never 
shall know the solution now. I ima- 
gine the large poster Mrs. Yarbray 
sent me after she returned to San 
Antonio belonged to this same phase 
of Spencer’s presumably brief min- 
strel activities. 

But now something else occurs to 
me. Roger Harding died in 1901. so 
the show must have been organized 
at some time prior to his death. I’m 
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afraid I’ll have to give up except to 
hazard the guess that Len may have 
continued to live in Washington but 
commuted to New York and main- 
tained a booking agency there. An- 
other thought: The Columbia record- 
ing laboratory was at 27th street 
and Broadway, so the West 27th 
Street address may have been the 
Columbia headquarters, which could 
have served Len as a New York mail 
address. That seems the most logi- 
cal solution. The artists mentioned 
appear to be almost entirely those 
who, with Spencer, signed exclusive 
Columbia contracts in 1898. 


Concerning Spencer’s minstrel ac- 
tivities, Mrs. Yarbray comments: 
“The 1890 Minstrel Show I know 
nothing about. I really believe the 
Len Spencer Minstrels on that let- 
terhead were the dummies at Coney 
Island. Papa had it at Luna Park 
and used a huge breathing dragon 
through which one walked to get to 
the show. I remember it very dis- 
tinctly, and I also know there were 
more than nine dummies. It was a 
full stage setting. I believe the 
dummies were named for the famous 
artists they were supposed to repre- 
sent. I would have been nine years 
old at the time they burned.” 


IV. The Past Four Years 


Four years have now passed since 
my memorable meeting with Mrs. 
Yarbray, and it has brought to her, 
as to most of us, her share of both 
trouble and joy. On June 15, 1955, 
she wrote to tell me of the serious 
illness of the husband, whom I call- 
ed “Cousin James Arthur”: 


Arthur has been in Brooke Army 
Hospital for the past five weeks and 
was in for six weeks from March to 
Easter. It seems he has a stiff fight 
still ahead of him, as it was a malig- 
nant tumor. Now they are giving him 
deep X-ray therapy. . . His reaction 
will decide whether or not surgery will 
be necessary. . . Another “cousin’’ is 
due in August, and of course we are 
all thrilled over the prospect of an- 
other grandchild. Clara is doing fine 
and little Karen is as sweet and ador- 
able as ever. 


On October 1, Mrs. Yarbray wrote 
me the sad news of her husband’s 


death: 


Dear Cousin Jim: Arthur passed away 
yesterday at Brooke Army Hospital, 
having re-entered on the 2nd of Sep- 
tember. God was merciful and spared 
him much suffering. 

... It's been a hard row to hoe and 
a losing battle all the way, but he 
passed away peacefully and knew us all 
on the morning he left. 


After her husband’s death, Mrs. 
Yarbray was convinced - as she wrote 
on April 16, 1956 - that she must 
“keep my mind and body active to 
crowd out the awful feeling of loss.” 
so, since she had always enjoyed of- 
fice work, she obtained a secretarial 
appointment with the National Guard 
Branch of the Reserve Components 
Division at Fort Sam Houston. She 
commented: “Arthur served his 
country 45 years and now I am doing 
my bit to carry on.” 

There is a bright and cheerful tone 
te the latest letter I have received 
from her - the one dated January 
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20, 1958, from which I have already 
quoted: 

My little family is all well. .. Karen 
is now past five, Helen is past two, 
and they are certainly two precious 
little girls and the pride and joy of 
my life—though of course my heart be- 
longs to my own gal Clara. Karen is 
still a little red-head, but Helen is 
platinum blonde. Eddie is still with 
‘Westinghouse and works hard and long. 
. . - He has a level head on his shoul- 
ders, so I feel at ease about my kids. 
As for me, I’m still with Civil Service, 
having completed my second year with 
a superior rating of which I am very 
proud. . . My work is interesting and 
being with my ‘‘Darlin’s’’ Army is a 
great deal of satisfaction. I feel at 
home, as you must realize. 


I am happy to have had the privi- 
lege of setting down for present and 
future readers of HOBBIES the for- 
mer Ethel Spencer’s recollections of 
her distinguished father, and I hope 
that what I have done will not only 
be informative and entertaining to 
thousands of collectors of old “popu- 
lar” records, but will also give plea- 
sure to my cherished “Cousin Ethel” 


herself.

BOOKMARKS

Aunty . . .Maggie’s Love. This is a 
beautiful marker, finest perforations, 
scalloped card—minute stitching in 
sky blue. For Aunt Mary—mounted 
on gold perforated card, worked in 
variegated shades of rose and red 
wool, and edge of frame worked in 
one line green cross stitch. A beau- 
tiful bookmark, ten inches long, two 
and one half inches wide. Another 
large and beautiful one. The Light 
of Home is Love—lettering in live 
red, floral center green. yellow, brown 
and outline of red. Mounted on beau- 
tiful wide red ribbon. ‘Fhis type was 
often used as wall decoration. 

Bible quotes or pious sentiments: 
In God We Trust ... Holy Bible. .. 
Search the Scriptures .. . Thou Art 
My Hope... Thou God Seest Me... 
The Lord Will Provide . .. Hope On, 
Hope Ever... The Fear of the Lord 
is the Beginning of Wisdom. Many 
of these are breathtakingly beauti- 
ful, They are mostly Berlin work. 

One unusual specimen depicts a 
large parent house done in glowing 
colors, including shade trees, and on 
either side a smaller home, more than 
likely the dwelling of married off- 
spring. A custom in olden days. A 
rare specimen is done in colored beads. 
A large colonial house in yellow 
beads, white bead trim, trees and 
flowers in shades of green, red, blue, 
etc. It is like a tiny primitive. 

Among the sampler type in the col- 
lection, is a box filled with small fin- 
ished pieces depicting squirrels, sail- 
ing ships, high smoke stack engines, 
kerosene lamp and chimney, and top- 
ping the group a handsome rooster, 
flaunting lively feather tints, pro- 
claiming to all and sundry . . .ARISE 
—’TIs MorN! These may have been 
the stint set out for the children of 
the family, and must have furnished 


many happy moments to the little nee- 
dlewomen of that day. 

About the turn of the century many 
bookmarks appeared in the Holiday 
Greeting card trend. Beautifully print- 
ed in soft colors, attached to ribbons 
in colored embossed satin, they em- 
braced Scenic .. . Religious . . . Sen- 
timental and Children’s series. They 
were the last mass effort in the nine- 
teenth century commercial produc- 
tion, and were published by Louis 
Prang, of Boston, Raphael Tuck, of 
England, later by Rust Craft, and 
several other well known publishers. 

The earliest of the pierced card 
type are those with embossing. They 
were made by early publishers as 
Windsor and Wood, both of whose 
names are well known to Valentine 
collectors, and these could have passed 
as Valentine tokens were the senti- 
ments and groups just a little differ- 
ent. The one marked Windsor is 
pierced through its entire length. the 
edge a highly embossed flower bor- 
der. In a circular cartouche at one 
end is a family group (Biblical feel- 
ing) in high relief, background cut 
out. They are waving farewell to 
some unseen person. The words “Aus 
Leibe” are worked in white silk on the 
length of the marker, 1840 to 1845. 

The second is of a familv group, 
on pleasure bent. A father fishing, a 
daughter reading a book, seated at 
the edge of the stream. A mother 
walking beside a mule on which a 
small daughter is taking a timid les- 
son in riding. The mother carries a 
very tiny sunshade. These figures are 
in sentimental feeling, in high relief. 
The word “PATIENCE” worked in a 
beautiful shade of pink silk thread. 
To date I have found only two of this 
type, 1840 to 1850. 

Another form of the pierced card- 
board marker is intricate indeed. The 
pattern is pressed out between the 
stamped whole. Usually the design is 
a eross. which stands alone in the 
center of the card, and the remainder 
is pressed out in a lacy pattern. They 
are extremely beautiful but so deli- 
cate that few have survived. I have 
several perfect ones and_ several 
damaged ones, and across the years 
I hand the palm to the patient design- 
er and the skilled result of her hand 
and brain. These seem to have been 
conceived as Easter gifts, for crosses 
abound, and several have printed lith- 
ographed subjects set into a frame- 
like enclosure. About 1860. 

However, Americans are omniverous 
readers, and today’s trend toward 
condensed editions, rapid reading 
courses, etc., has again brought to the 
fore an awareness of that delightful, 
delectable time saver . .. The Book-

The Clocks 
of the 


Black Forest

Among the clocks most frequently 
encountered in the home and in the 
shops are cuckoo clocks and so-called 
“Dutch wag-on-the-wall” clocks, In- 
expensively constructed in one of sev- 
eral forms, these are favorites equal- 
ly among the collectors and the non- 
collectors alike. They have a long 
and interesting history, parts of 
which have never before been pre- 
sented in this country. 

Following the end of the Thirty 
Years War in Europe, many German 
crafts and industries were disrupted 
in the period that followed. Partic- 
ularly affected was the clock making 
industry of Augsburg and of Nurem- 
berg, which were famous throughout 
Europe for the timepieces produced 
in those centers. Gradually, however, 
the making of clocks sprung up anew, 
but in another section of Germany. 
The industry came to life again in 
the Black Forest, in that corner 
formed by the natural boundary of 
the Rhine River where it flowed south- 
ward from Strassbourg to Basle in 
Switzerland and then eastward to 
Lake Constance. It was in this re- 
gion of the Schwarzwald or “Black 
Forest,” that vlock making began as 
a country craft at the turn of the 
18th century. It remained no more 
than a craft of the countryside for 
more than a century and a half. 


The clocks produced were of prim- 
itive workmanship and appearance, 
made by the farmers during the long 
winters working with simple tools in 
their own homes. The materials at 
hand were employed in the construc- 
tion of the timepieces. The greater 
part of the clocks were constructed 
of wood, which could be worked eas- 
ily and was relatively inexpensive. 
Oak was used extensively. Different 
individuals specialized in specific as- 
pects of the craft. One man might be 
skilled at cutting wheels and he de- 
voted himself to that alone. Another 
would be skilled at painting the dial 
plates, etc. 

The farmer-clock makers were not 
progressive, and the style and me- 
chanical features of their clocks did 
not change over a long period. Con- 
sequently, the Black Forest clocks re- 
mained as much as fifty years be- 
hind the times, while innovations in 
timepieces and improvements were 
being made elsewhere in Europe. 

The earliest of the Black Forest 
clocks were of the simplest construc- 
tion. The clocks were all weight driv- 
en with a foliot in the form of a wheel 


with a heavy rim. The weight drum 
carried a wheel of 108 teeth which 
drove another wheel for the hour 
hand by means of a pinion of four 
leaves on a wheel of 48 teeth. The 
drum’s wheel also drove the escape 
wheel of 45 teeth by means of a 
pinion of 6 leaves. These early escape 
wheels were carved from wood with 
a ring of pins on one face close to 
the axle, serving as teeth for the 
verge pallets, 

The pinions were made of iron pins 
wrought by hand. The weights at 
first were smooth stones collected 
from the river beds, suspended by 
cords. The dial and front plate was 
a thin sheet of wood, shaped only to 
a degree. The front was painted with 
the chapter ring and hour numerals 
in water colors and the corners were 
decorated with floral motifs popular 
among the peasants. As the industry 
developed, the painting of the dials 
became a craft apart. Although the 
artists were generally untrained, 
many of their products had definite 
merit. 

Tradition relates that the first Black 

Forest clock was produced by a man 
named Kreuz who lived near Furt- 
wangen. There is record of a clock 
made locally that was owned by a 
parish priest in Neukirchen in 1667. 
Still another legend states that a 
wood carver of St. Maergen copied 
a clock that had been brought into 
the region by a glass peddler in 1685. 
The facts are lost in the mists of 
time, and all that remains in the way 
of documentary evidence indicates 
that clock making began as an in- 
dustry in about 1700. 

The first two known clock makers 
of the Black Forest were Simon Dil- 
zer (or Dilger), and Frank Ketterer. 
Both were born in about the year 
1675. 

Friedrich Dilzer, the son of Simon, 
continued in the craft and went to 
Paris to learn the craft at first hand 
in the French center. He returned 
to Germany and established himself 
with a shop in St. Georges, a little 
village in the northeastern corner of 
the Black Forest. 


The names of several other clock 
makers who worked after 1720 are 
also known. There was Christian 
Wehrle, for instance, of Simonswald, 
who first introduced the pendulum in 
Black Forest clocks in about 1735. 
In the earliest examples the pendulum 
was attached directly to the verge 
without a crutch, and arranged to 
swing in front of the dial. It con- 
sisted of a thin iron rod with a small 
bob and was called a “kuhschwanz- 
pendel” or “cow tail” pendulum. The 
use of the pendulum with crutch came 
later and was adopted gradually. 

The clocks of the earlier period 
marked the hours only, with a. single 
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hand. The minute hand was added 
for the first time very late in the 
18th century. However, after the 
introduction of the pendulum i in about 
1740 a small quarter hour dial with 
minute hand was added to the front 
plate and placed below the dial. 

Some of the earlier clocks were 
fitted with an alarm, but it was of 
the crudest form of construction. The 
central part of the dial was carved 
out leaving only an hour ring and ex- 
posing the wheel to which the hour 
hand was attached. To this was add- 
ed a ring having twelve holes drilled 
into it. The alarm was set by plac- 
ing a little wooden pin into the ap- 
propriate hole. To provide a half hour 
setting, the number of holes would 
be doubled to 24 occasionally. The 
alarm was indicated at first by a sin- 
gle stroke, or it continued striking 
until the detent slipped off the pin. 
Often it was arranged that the alarm 
struck until the weight ran down com- 
pletely. 

Striking work was introduced at a 
fairly early date in Black Forest 
clocks. The bells of the earliest exam- 
ple were made of blown glass, and 
produced locally. These glass bells 
were used particularly in musical 
clocks until about 1770. Cast bronze 
bells first came into usage in about 
the middle of the 18th century, and 
were introduced by Friedrich Dilzer. 

The striking of quarters is found 
in Black Forest clocks of the second 
half of the 18th century, not before. 
Quarter striking was ordinarily ac- 
complished with three trains having 
three weights. Another form which 
came into use in what were known 
locally as “surrer” clocks utilized only 
two trains and weights. These, how- 
ever, were limited to 12-hour clocks 
only.

In these days of large-scale scien- 
tific farming, the lowly cow-bell is 
fast becoming a memory throughout 
our land. Time was, however, when 
farmers relied on the hollow tinkle 
of cow-bells to help them locate herds 
lost in the woods or cows gone astray 
over hills blanketed in fog. 

Now that cow-bells are becoming 
just a memory, it is interesting to 
review their history. Back in fifth 
century Ireland, Roman missionaries 
crafted bells from iron and steel by 
hammering out squares of metal, cut- 
ting off the corners, then bending the 
sides together and riveting them. The 
results of their efforts resembled our 
American cow-bells. The Roman mis- 
sionaries found a two-fold need for 
their bells. using them not only as 
animal bells but as protective hand- 
bells to sound as they pathed their 
way through pagan territory. St. Pat- 
rick’s famous bell, it will be recalled, 
was of this type.

As the art of metal working prog- 
ressed through the centuries, cow- 
bells came to be crafted by one of 
three methods. The hand hammered 
ones continued in the making; but 
somewhat more substantial ones were 
stamped out with a press, and the 
finest of all were cast in a sand mold. 

With a long heritage in both dairy 
farming and skilled craftsmanship 
it is only natural that Switzerland 
soon excelled in making quality cow- 
bells. Swiss herders are justifiably 
proud of the bells belonging to their 
herds. In many cow-sheds the herders’ 
collection of bells, when not in use, 
may be seen hanging along the wall. 
Many of these, especially the larger 
ones, are handed down in the fam- 
ily and are two or three hundred 
years old. The leather collars on 
which the bells are worn are often 
in themselves works of art. being dec- 
orated with fur and embroidery or 
else ornamented with tooled designs. 

Made in sizes ranging from a frac- 
tion of a pound to five pounds or 
more, the largest of the bells are ush-

ally hung on the queens, or herd lead- 
ers, who appear to take great pride 
in wearing them. 

The queens and their bells play im- 
ortant roles in traditional Swiss life. 
Pavenshout Alpine villages, Inalpe 
Day is a real event each spring. Ear- 
ly in the morning, at a pre-arranged 
signal, costumed owners open their 
barn doors and the bovine queens 
head for mountain pastures. All day 
there is a continual parade of small 
groups of cows. The noise from their 
enormous bells echoes and re-echoes. 

It is an unforgettable sight to see 
the queens sedately leading the herds 
up the winding slope of the moun- 
tains, followed by the herdsmen and 
their wagon load of utensils. The ef- 
fect of such a scene is even more 
impressive if many cows in the herd 
are outfitted with cast rather than 
stamped bells. In their graduated 
sizes these can be had in tuned ar- 
rangements. Occasionally a herdsman 
will use such a tuned set on his cows. 
Doubtless the music is solace during 
his lonely summer high in the iso- 
lated mountains. 

Nearing the pasture, a curious 
brief struggle often ensues. Each

Dog Tray Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


A very simple but hard to find mechanica] bank is 
our choice as No. 68 in the numerical classification of 
the mechanical banks. This bank, the Dog ‘Tray, has the 
desirable feature of depending upon the weight of the 
coin to cause its operation. Banks using this principle 
were in the main designed and patented by John Hall of 
Watertown, Mass., and manufactured by the J. & E. 
Stevens Company of Cromwell, Conn. John Hall was ap- 
parently obsessed with the idea of the coin itself taking 
part in the action and causing the action to take place. 
He was noted for Hall’s Excelsior (earliest known dated 
mechanical bank, 1869), Tammany, Lilliput, and the 
Horse Race Bank. The Dog Tray, however, has an en- 
tirely different background and history. 








The Dog Tray Bank was patented September 21, 1880, 
by Louis Kyser and Alfred C. Rex of Philadelphia, Pa., 
and manufactured by them. A quote from the patent 
papers is of interest: “Our invention relates to that class 
of toy money boxes in which the weight of the money 
to be deposited causes the figure to move; and our in- 
vention consists in so balancing a figure of a dog or 
other animal, sitting upon its haunches, that when a 
piece of money is placed upon a plate, held in its mouth, 
the center of gravity is changed and the animal tips over 
slightly to one side until the money slides off into an 
opening in the box, and the figure once more regains 
its original position.” So, of course, the main purpose 
and idea in back of the bank was the principle of the 
operaticn caused by the weight of the coin. 


The bank shown was obtained some years ago from A. 
L. Cooper of Dayton, Ohio. It is in extra fine original 
condition and the paint is also unusually good. The base 
or building part of the bank is blue and the bottom edge 
and top of the building are yellow with gold high-light- 
ing. The entrance way, name and date are also in gold. 
The dog is white and he holds a gold tray in his mouth. 


The operation of the bank, as previously mentioned, 
is quite simple. A coin is placed on the tray held in the 
dog’s meuth, this causes the figure to tilt forward and 
the coin slides from the tray into the provided slot. The 
dog then returns to the position shown in the picture. 


The bank is made in four main parts, the top, bot- 
tom, and two curved sections to form the front and back 
of the building. The bank is held together by one bolt 
tizat clamps the top and bottom onto the two curved sec- 
tions. This bolt has a round head and two lugs on the 
bottom. These lugs simply tighten into a slot when the 
bolt is turned. It is necessary to take the bank apart to 
rem-ve the coins. The method of fastening this bank to- 
geilzer is brought out since it has some bearing on the 
searcity of the bank itself. It is not a very secure method 
of holding the bank together and it is reasonable to 
assume that with any degree of usage by a child a part 
could be easily lost or misplaced and subsequently the 
rest of the bank discarded. The collector of today is for- 
tunate if he can find the Dog Tray Bank in complete 
original condition.

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CONFEDERATE 
BLOCKADE RUNNER IN 
SCALE MODEL 


A contemporary scale model of the 
Confederate blockade runner Banshee, 
lent by the City of Liverpool, Eng- 
land, Public Museums, has_ been 
placed on exhibit by the Smithsonian: 
Institution in the marine transporta- 
tion hall of the National Museum’s 
Arts and Industries Building in Wash- 
ington. 

The Banshee, some of whose ad- 
ventures are described in Thomas E. 
Taylor’s book Running the Blockade, 
was one of the first steamers de- 
signed particularly for blockade-run- 
ning. 

Built of steel, she was probably 
the first vessel constructed of this 
material to cross the Atlantic. The 
Banshee was launched early in 1863, 
and began operations out of Nassau, 
Bahamas, early in the summer of 
that year. She carried manufactures, 
including munitions and drugs, into 
Wilmington. N. C., and cotton out- 
ward bound. The blockade runners 
timed their departures so as to run 
the blockade on dark nights or in 
thick or stormy weather. 

Capable of 15 knots in smooth wa- 
ter and 12 knots in a seaway, the 
Banshee, like most of the type she 
pioneered, was a two-stack side pad- 
dlewheel steamer, long, narrow, and 
sharp-ended, and of shallow draft. 
She was built for Edward Lawrence 
& Co. of Liverpool by Jones, Quiggan 
& Co. of that port. The builders fol- 
lowed the Banshee with others of this

type, becoming specialists in the con- 
struction of blockade-runners during 
the remaining years of the Civil War. 

The Banshee had a short life in 
her trade, as was rather typical of 
blockade-runners. She was cornered 
by Federal cruisers after a long chase 
off Cape Hatteras on November 21, 
1863, and taken into the U.S. Navy 
as a blockading cruiser. She was then 
pretty well worn out, having been per- 
haps too lightly built and having had 
very hard usage. She was sold in 
1865 to private owners. 

During her blockade-running career 
she had been very profitable. She had 
cleared nearly 700 percent of her cost 
for her owners, who replaced her in 
1864 by a larger steamer of the same 
name, built on the Clyde. 

The model, made in the builder’s 
yard on a scale of 3/16 inch to the 
foot and in much detail, gives an ex- 
cellent idea of the general appear- 
ance and proportions of these vessels. 
Some had telescoping stacks and all 
burned only the best coal, so as to 
show little smoke. Speeds up to 18 
knots are claimed for some of the 
last blockade-runners. but 12 to 15 
was usually ample, for few Federal 
ships could reach such speed. In fact, 
few could reach 12 knots. The block- 
ade runners were sometimes com- 
manded by adventurous British naval 
officers on leave and attracted reck- 
less seamen. Although the danger was 
great, the pav was high. 

The City of Liverpool Public Mu- 
seums has graciously permitted the 
Smithsonian Institution to make plans 
from this historic model. These, when 
complete, will be available to Amer- 
ican ship-model builders.

A new museum, displaying old dolls 
and toys has recently been opened in 
New Hampshire. It is but four miles 
from the heart of Brattleboro, Vt. As 
it is on the much-traveled Route 9, 
between Brattleboro and Keene, N.

It was opened to the public July 2, 
and the visitor register exhibits the 
names of people from many places.

fourth corner—way up there in the 
Northwest—a woman doll collector. A 
man and his wife from Caracas, Ven- 
ezuela, paid a visit the fifth day after 
opening. 

An interview with Marie R. McCol- 
lom, the director, gives some interest- 
ing information about the museum 
and its exhibits. 

The museum is a large reconstruc- 
ted barn on a hundred-acre farm. The 
house, sheds and barn (now the mu- 
seum) are all connected in the typ- 
ical old New England fashion. 

The barn, however, shows a remark-

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able change—inside. All floors are 
new—double and insulated for 
strength and comfort. The walls have 
been covered with wall board, just as 
in’ an up-to-date house, Then, to add 
attractiveness and give the proper 
background, unusual wall paper has 
been applied. 

The two floors of the museum are 
filled with dolls and toys of every 
description. There are exhibits here 
that apparently have no counterpart. 

Lady Banks, all-wood Queen Anne 
doll, because of her age, perhaps 
—has been given a post of honor. The 
card of description states her date 
as 1690. She is permanently housed 
in a large, old lantern. This lantern 
occupies a prominent spot on the sec- 
ond floor. It towers more than five 
feet and its glass sides enclose a 
space of about 20 inches square. No 
sharp, square corners. These have 
been replaced by slim lights of etched, 
orange colored glass that give a rich, 
warm glow when the light shines 
through them. Its iron work is ex- 
tremely ornate. For illumination, it 
was fitted with a candle of about 1% 
inches in diameter. 


This once adorned the gate-post 
of a big estate, but its exact history 
does not seem to be available at the 
present time. 

The rear wall of the second fioor is 
completely occupied by a mahogany 
display case with giant plate-glass 
doors. It is loaded with magnificent 
specimens of dolls of various kinds. 
One very interesting exhibit is the old 
English Peddler Doll. There she 
stands—with her goods displayed and 
her glasses tilted atthe proper angle 
to see if sufficient farthings or pence 
are dropped in eager, waiting hands. 

Another, very interesting exhibit 
in this case are the 12 Creche fig- 
ures. The card of description gives 
their origin as 1700. They are all re- 
markably expressive in face and pos- 
ture. Some are made of wood, some 
of terra cotta. 

Look at that group of Bisque Ju- 
meau dolls—with those big, wonder- 
ing, paper-weight glass eyes. Their 
near neighbor is a Bru Bisque of 
1870. Her long, auburn curls, flouncy 
skirt and cute little face is undoubt- 
edly the envy of many a little visitor 
—assuming that this is the meaning 
of the OHS! and AHs! heard as they 
-—" in admiration in front of the 
oll. 

That mechanical talking doll is the 
product of Steiner of France. The 
ecard gives the year 1889. 

There are quite a few “Frozen Char- 
lottes.” All sizes of dolls ranging

from the little one-inch to the largest 
that towers above them all. He is a 
chubby pink lustre with blond hair, 
hazel eyes and rosy cheeks. He is 14% 
inches from the sole of his feet to 
the top of his head. 

More than 120 years ago, some- 
‘body sat down with his carving knife 
and block of wood and produced four 
dolls. These were then elaborately 
dressed as the characters in the ballet 
Kennilworth. They are dressed just 
like the dolls Queen Victoria played 
with. 

Under a glass dome—giving it the 
protection it rightly deserves—is a 
woman with a baby strapped to her 
back. The stick she carries in her 
right hand has nothing to do with 
the discipline of the child. 

Her calico skirt is of many folds 
and between the folds are secreted 
small pieces of paper with a “for- 
tune” written on them. She whisks 
the stick through the folds and where 
it lands—that is handed you as your 
fortune. She is known as a Fortune 
Telling Doll. 

The blue ribbon accompanying her

To coincide with the annual con- 
vention of the United Federation of 
Dolls’ Clubs in New York City, Au- 
gust 14, 15, and 16, the dolls in the 
extensive collection of the Museum 
of the City of New York were ar- 
ranged for an exhibition called “A 
Doll’s Convention.” A varied group 
of antique and modern dolls, dating 
from the 18th century to the present 
day, all dressed in their original 
costumes, and many having com- 
plete wardrobes were on display. 


the United Federation of Doll Clubs 
at their exhibition in San Francisco 
in 1957. 

One exhibit that gets a great 
amount of attention and exclamations 
of delight is the little separate room 
furnished with miniature — doll-size 
furnishings. Here, seated on a ladder- 
back chair is Mary Todd Lincoln. She 
seems quite contented in the company 
of Dolly Madison. 

On the cutest little old fashioned 
sofa with grape carving across the 
back, sits Josephine with a little girl 
friend snuggling close to her. She is 
made of papier mache’ and if she can 
be induced to move her head from 
side to side, her eyes will do likewise. 
Hence she is known as a Flirting-Eye 
Doll. 

Opposite her and quite content, sits 
“Young Napoleon.” He too, is made 
of papier mache’. 

On the second floor, just about over 
Mary Todd Lincoln’s head stands 
Abraham Lincoln. A remarkable like- 
ness of our martyred president. It is 
hand-carved of wood and clothed in 
typical] Lincoln apparel. Each hand 
is articulated—the finger sections be- 
ing carved separately and strung to- 
gether with silver wires. 

The ten French Fashion Dolls make 
an exhibit that is really worth see- 
ing. One is transported way back in 
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time and given the impression of see- 
ing real people—reduced in size only. 
Every detail is as perfect as real 
live folks clothes. Two of these are 
wearing clothes known to be made by 
professionals in Paris. The others? 
—maybe! 

Paper dolls have not been neglected. 
Framed exhibits and loose specimens 
show the vast contrast between these 
of years ago and today’s product. 

Displayed prominently is a horse- 
hide covered hobby horse that has 
runners or rockers that adorned the 
hobby horses of the early 19th cen- 
tury. As one gazes at this rampant 
steed—though now motionless—he is 
easily persuaded that this particular 
horse was ridden by some small child 
much more than a century ago. 

Under a clear glass dome, resides 
a beautiful doll. The card of descrip- 
tion calls it a Stockinet Doll. The card 
likewise states that it is “Very Rare,’ 
and that the arms and legs have 
metal hinges. From the remarkably 
perfect condition of this doll, one can 
expect the hinges to work perfectly 
if given a chance. 

Weddings have not been neglected. 
In one glass case, you will see a 
long group of miniatures marching 
in a Chinese Wedding Procession. It 
requires the full 68 inches of shelf to 
accommodate the paraders.

adorned with a wedding dress that 
probably was worn almost a century 
ago. While age has changed the tone 
of the fabric, the shoes give the im- 
pression of having been just taken 
from the store. 

A toy display without a Noah’s Ark 
is hardly conceivable. Here, several 
can be seen. One is of English make 
and with its big stock of hand-carved 
animals survived about 150 years of 
world strife. From its condition, one 
would say a remarkable survival. 

Those fast disappearing cast-iron 
toys are well represented here. There, 
ready to serve, stands fire engines, 
hose carts, hook-and-ladder. Bring on 
your fire! ; 

On an old table—itself an antique— 
cavorts the Humpty Dumpty Circus 
members, animals and people. Just 
to add the right touch, it is flanked 
by four circus wagons—each different 
and with a different function. Among 
them the steam caliope—who remem- 
bers that? These are cast iron toys 
of years gone by. 

This article mentions but a few of 
the dolls as there are more than 500 
in the collection. ; 

And as for toys—it can be well said 
that there are “Too many to mention.”

that would sustain life... for a short 
time, at least! What next?! 


At a Spring Meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts State Button Society, But- 
tons and Costumes were featured. 
Among the exhibits were “Buttons on 
Costumes,” “Costumes on Buttons,” 
“Buttons on Original Fabrics’** and 
“Covered Buttons.” After seeing my 
“Buttons on Original Fabrics,’ Mrs. 
Nelson J. Daniels, of New Hamp- 
shire, sent me a beautiful example; 
an eighteenth century Covered but- 
ton on a pocket flap of the coat it 
originally adorned. Both fabric and 
button are exquisitely hand-embroid- 
ered in multicolored silks. It is only 
when one sees such an example that 
one appreciates the marvellous 
needlework and the great amount of 
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labor that went into the making of 
gentlemen’s costumes in the seven- 
teenth and _ eighteenth centuries. 
When I saw this button and material, 
I remembered Beatrix Potter’s de- 
lightful story, THE TAILOR OF 
GLOUCESTER, which describes a 
coat made for the Mayor of that 
town, and concludes with the follow- 
ing words: “Never were seen such 
ruffles, or such embroidered cuffs 
and lappets! But his buttonholes 
were the greatest triumph of it all. 
The stitches of those buttonholes 
were so neat - so neat - I wonder 
how they could be stitched by an old 
man in spectacles, with crooked old 
fingers, and a tailor’s thimble. The 
stitches of those button holes were 
so small - so small - they looked as 
if they had been made by little mice!” 


* * * 


While on the subject of Covered 
buttons, I am reminded of a picture 
by Renoir: “La Parisienne.” The 
lady is attired in a blue bustled cos- 
tume, and on her tight basque are 
two rows of large blue buttons, ob- 
viously made from the same material 
as her gown. The picture was exhi- 
bited in 1874, and the costume ap- 
pears to be of the same period. 


Portraits are still a good source 
of button information. Unfortunately, 
few (if any!) artists were Button 
Collectors, so the button designs, in 
many instances, are less clear than 
present-day collectors could wish. 


* * * 


During the seven-month Siege of 
Mafeking (1900), the city’s Com- 
mandant, Colonel (later Sir) Robert 
Baden-Powell organized the boys of 
the city into a messenger corps, with 
such success that later, on his return 
to England, he founded the Boy 
Scouts. In 1957, the world organiza- 
tion celebrated its fiftieth anniver- 
sary, and received well deserved 
recognition. 


Less well-known in the United 
States is a similar organization, the 
Boys’ Brigade, which was founded in 
1883 by Sir William Smith. The 
Boys’ Brigade has never reached the 
international proportions of the Boy 
Seouts, but it still flourishes in 
Great Britain and affiliated coun- 
tries. In 1954, more than 2000 boys 
attended ceremonies held in England 
in honor of the founder’s birth.

AND OTHER METALS

The Man on. 
a Horse 


By GRACE KALER 


Any small section of the gallery of 
Indian metal sculpture is illustrative 
of various phases of the complicated 
culture that dominates Southern Asia. 
India, with the development of its 


religions and philosophies, had a 
strong influence on the religious art 
of Eastern Asia as well as a great 
ethical relation with the whole Far 
East—particularly China. 

Certain remaining influences from 
ancient superstitious beliefs and con- 
fidences were wisely tolerated by Hin- 
duism. These superstitions were incor- 
porated in its expanding pantheon. 
Thus Ayanar, the Wild Horseman, be- 
came the son of Siva — the favorite 
Hindu deity of the South. Ayanar 
nightly rode through the fields and 
around the boundaries of the village, 
chasing away evil spirits. 
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This legendary protector has been 
venerated by symbolic memorials of 
vigorous form. At Sirunathur, tower- 
ing ceramic steeds stand by a six- 
teenth-seventeenth century village 
shrine of Ayanar, “a local godling.” 
This is in South India, near Tiruvan- 
namalai, where on the flat roof of a 
modern temple, a shrine was erected 
to Ayanar in the twentieth century. 
At Kolanelli, in the District of Ka- 
rur, pottery horses, “mounts of the 
rural god Ayanar,” rise above a stone 
wall to venerate this man on a horse. 

The equestrian statuette shown 
here has considerable monumental 
quality. Compared with the virile and 
animated horse, the rider, Ayanar, 
evinces his protective attitude by firm- 
ly grasping a sword in his right hand 
and holding a child in his left arm. 
This excellent example of casting 
combines refined form and plastic 
beauty. 

Sculpture, the dominant art of In- 
dia, was the native language of the 
Indian artist—a language in which 
he expressed himself with the great- 
est ease and most fully. In creating 
meta] sculpture, the artist employed 
certain significant attributes to sym- 
bolize his ideas. As our own alphabet 
is a set of symbols for the expres- 
sion of certain sounds, as our words 
express facts and impressions, so the 
symbols of India art—expressing the 
activity of cosmic forces—are quite 
clear to the Hindu, 

Deep diversity distinguishes the 
technique, workmanship and material 
of these metal images which, for lack 
of a more accurate term, have been 
generally described as bronze. Not 
many have been chemically analyzed. 
By ordinary handling and visual ex- 
amination it is extremely difficult to 
distinguish between brass and bronze 
or between corroded copper and 
bronze or brass. Copper is the basis 
of so many alloys of which metallic 
curios are formed that in its combina- 
tion with other metals it gives the 
collector an almost inexhaustible field 
for research. 

From the very early periods vari- 
ous metals were considered to symbo- 
lize different stars, and in the mak- 
ing of images particular metals were 
selected for the amalgam to signify 
the cosmic relation to the figure. 

Articles of Asian metal sculpture 
are designated as South Indian or 
Nepal-Tibetan. Those described as 
South Indian form the largest and 
best-known group. The figures of 
South India are always solid. Some 
of the authoritative texts of handi- 
crafts forbid expressly the casting of 
hollow forms. Images that were not 
solid were looked upon as incomplete 
—as cheating the god to whom they 
were dedicated. 
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In contrast to the South, North In- 
dia is well known for its hollow metal 
sculpture. The numerous gilt-bronze 
Buddhist figures from Tibet that we 
see so frequently in museums and in 

rivate collections are always hollow. 
Fine is a good reason for this hol- 
lowness. The Northern images are 
meant to contain something—a di- 
minutive document, a tiny scroll or 
perhaps some sacred stones of coral 
and turquoise. 

Objects are datable over many cen- 
turies and the precise dating of a fig- 
ure presents many problems. We are 
far from the position of being able to 
say exactly when, where and how a 
certain piece of metal sculpture was 
produced. Only in a very limited num- 
ber of instances should we let our- 
selves specify the age—with a prob- 
able error of two or three centuries. 
Many sculptured bronzes and brasses 
have been given a very early date 
simply because of their ancient ap- 
pearance; further scientific and de- 
tailed examination may possibly prove 
that they belong to later periods. 
Rarely, an image attributed to a later 
period may merit an earlier date. 

In spite of their apparent differ- 
ences, the metal figures exhibit a sim- 
ilarity of thought that compels us to 
recognize them as products of a sin- 
gle culture—the culture of Greater 
India. Though Indian art is funda- 
mentally naturalistic, the mind of the 
Hindu is constantly preoccupied with

Sculpture 


Private Collection 
Exhibited at Met 


Some of the greatest art of New 
York City collectors was placed on 
exhibition for summer display at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York City. 


Several of the paintings have ex- 
ceptional public appeal. The Hal- 
berdier, from the collection of 
Chauncy Stillman, is of rare qual- 
ity, a handsome portrait by Jacopo 
Pontormo, one of the most import- 
ant of the early Florentine Manner- 
ist painters, stemming from Michael- 
angelo and the High Renaissance. 


There was exhibited, from the col- 
lection of Mr. and Mrs. Basil P. 
Goulandris, a magnificent Gauguin, 
“Still Life with Apples,” which sold 
at auction last year at what was re- 
portedly the highest price ever paid 
for a modern work. A monumental 
Monet, “Water Lilies,” from the col- 
lection of Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., 
created much interest. 


The Impressionists, especially fav- 
ored by contemporary collectors, 
were well represented in the exhibi- 
tion. The selection of Van Goghs 
spans the whole history of his paint- 
ing and an entire gallery was de- 
voted to the work of Cezanne, in- 
cluding a striking canvas, La Lutte 
d’Amour, from the collection of Gov- 
ernor and Mrs. W. Averill Harriman. 
This painting reflects the artist’s 
memory of Rubens and the classic 
Venetians translated into the Im- 
pressionist technique. 


This was the first time that the 
Metropolitan Museum has been for- 
tunate in having the loan of so large 
a group of paintings from the splen- 
did collection of Stephen C. Clark, 
one of the trustees of the museum. 
The Clark representation is extra- 
ordinary in its catholicity, embrac- 
ing Hals, Degas, Seurat, Rembrandt, 
Ei Greco, Braque, Copley, Picasso, 
Augustus John, and Corot whose 
Harbor at La Rochelle (1851) is one 
of his rare and luminous records of 
a particular place. A few of the 
Clark paintings — Cezanne’s Card 
Players, Van Gogh’s Cafe de Nuit, 
Renoir’s Tilla Durieux—have already 
been seen in gallery showings in 
New York and have become justly 
famous. One gallery in the exhibition 
was devoted to American paintings 
from the Clark collection, primarily 
of the 19th century, including Eakins, 
Homer, Ryder, and Bellows’ cele- 
brated portrait, Lady Jean. 


The collection of Mr. and Mrs. 
Siegfried Kramarsky is rich in both 
quality and contrast. In the exhibi- 
tion there were a number of out- 
standing Impressionist paintings, in- 
cluding four Van Goghs, with the 
well-known portrait of Dr. Gachet. 
Balancing these were works of clas- 
sic northern European art, includ- 
ing an oil sketch by Rubens, por- 
traits by Lucas Cranach the Elder 
and the Master of Lubeck, a Ruys- 
dael landscape, and a superb pair of 
portraits by Bartholomaeus Bruyn. 


The representation from the col- 
lection of Dr. and Mrs. David M. 
Levy included Impressionist and 
modern work, with one or more great 
paintings by virtually every Impres- 
sionist master to be seen in the ex- 
hibition. 

Notable among the paintings from 
the collection of Walter P. Chrysler, 
Jr., were the dignified and pene- 
trating Portrait of a Venetian Pro- 
curator by Tintoretto and two large 
Roman landscapes by Gericault, im- 
pressive examples of the French Ro- 
mantic school. Works shown from 
the collection of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Ittleson, Jr. were entirely of the Im- 
pressionist and _ post -Impressionist 


periods, and include Modigliani’s 
Madame Hebuterne. The collection 
of Mr. and Mrs. Wiiliam Coxe 


Wright was represented with ex- 
amples equally divided between work 
of the Impressionists themselves and 
non-Impressionist French painting of 
the period — Fantin-Latour, Boudin, 
Corot — showing the soil in which 
Impressionism grew.

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HISTORY 
IN LITHOGRAPHS 
AND PHOTOS 


Lithographs and rare photos com- 
memorating the first World Fair to 
be held in the United States—a gala 
event which opened in New York’s 
Crystal Palace on July 14, 1853— 
went on display July 15th at The 
New-York Historical Society, Central 
Park West and 77th Street. The fab- 
ulous Crystal Palace was built in 
1853 and stood for five years where 
Bryant Park is today. Lithographs of 
its companion marvel, the 350-foot 
high Latting Observatory Tower then 
New York’s tallest structure, which 
stood just across 42nd Street at Sixth 
Avenue, will also be on display. Ex- 
terior and interior views will unfold 
the marvels of the glass and iron cre- 
ation which covered five acres and 
held 25,000 persons without difficulty. 
The work of New York architects 
George Carstensen and Charles Gil- 
dermeister, the Palace was built in 
the shape of a Greek Cross and cost 
$634,880—a staggering sum in days 
when steak dinners cost a quarter. 
William Naugle was the architect for 
Waring Latting’s tower from which 
those energetic enough to climb to 
the top could view a city where church

spires instead of skyscrapers soared. 
Latting’s observatory also held New 
York’s pioneer steam elevator, which 
took visitors 225 feet up the Eiffel- 
like structure. 

Photos from wax negatives by Vic 
tor Prevost, pioneer outdoor photog- 
rapher in the United States, will il- 
lustrate the statuary and machinery 
in the Exposition of Industry of All 
Nations. Both the negatives and the 
lithographs are from the Society’s 
permanent collections. 

Jubilation and general rejoicing 
were the order of the day when the 
Crystal Palace was finally completed 
and exhibits from many lands were 
ready for the grand opening. Presi- 
dent Franklin Pierce was received 
with great ceremony at Castle Gar- 
den, located at Manhattan’s southern 
tip in present Battery Park. Not 
even rain could dampen the spirits 
of those on hand to see the parade 
up Broadway to 42nd Street, or of 
those who stood outside the huge hall, 
for only a lucky 8,000 persons held 
tickets for the opening ceremonies in 
the Crystal Palace. All of New York 
had taken a holiday, refreshment 
stands were doing a tremendous busi- 
ness, while, “. . . Thickly studded 
drinking shops were flaunting their 
intemperate seductions,” as Horace 
Greeley wrote indignantly in his New 
York Tribune of July 15, 1853. 

All kinds of exhibits from Europe 
and from North America were ar- 
rayed in the Palace to compete for 
prizes. Among the exhibitor nations 
were: Great Britain, France, Germa- 
ny, Northern Germany, Holland, Aus- 
tria, Italy, Prussia, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Mexico, Cuba, Haiti, and 
the British Provinces of Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and the Canadas. The 
latest machinery, both industrial and 
agricultural, as well as sewing ma-

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FIRST POSTAGE STAMP to carry the picture of an automobile was a United States 
stamp in the Pan-American Exposition Issue of 1901. The illustration on the 4-cent 
stamp was of an electric vehicle used by the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to meet trains 
in Washington, Philadelphia and Chicago. 

The photo that the artist used was on a B.&O. poster, and a part of the U. S. 
Capitol can be seen in the background. (The Exposition was held in Buffalo, N. Y., 
from May 1 to November 1, 1901.) 


NOT UNTIL 1952 did a passenger car again appear on an American stamp. This 
was a 3-cent stamp commemorating the 50th anniversary of the American Automobile 
Association. It showed a 1902 model and a 1952 sedan. The artist could have used 
a Pontiac as his model for the modern car, but it doesn’t look like much of anything. 
Only Floyd Clymer can tell what the 1902 machine is. 


A WORLD WAR II Jeep got its boxy profile on stamps in 1945, not U.S. stamps, 
but those of the little African country of Liberia. After Franklin D. Roosevelt’s death, 
Liberia issued three stamps, a 3-cent one, a 5-cent one, and a 70-cent air mail stamp, 
all with the same picture—FDR reviewing troops in 1943 from a Jeep. No attempt 
was made to disguise the fact that it was a Jeep. 


BERLIN’S AUTOMOBILE and Motorcycle Exhibition of 1939 was honored on a Ger- 
man series of stamps that year. A surtax on each of the three stamps was to be used 
for Hitler's National Culture Fund. The 6=pfennig stamp (with a 4-pfennig surtax) 
shows two of the earliest German motor cars, a three-wheeler and a four-wheel vehicle, 
Diamler and Benz. (Both are steered by tillers.) The 12-pfennig (plus 8 pfennigs) stamp 
shows two pre-World War II Auto-Union (right) and Mercedes-Benz (left) race cars 
on a German circuit. 
































The 25-pfennig (plus 10 pfennigs) stamp shows a Volkswagen, which was developed 
before the War as a “people’s car” but never got into production (until after the War) 
—itler used the money he got from subscribers for other purposes. 


A PRE-WAR MERCEDES-BENZ roadster is shown in German mountain road race in 
the 1939-41 German stamp for 12 pfennigs (plus 6 pfennigs surtax). The surtax was 
used for Hitler’s National Culture Fund and the Postal Employees’ Fund. The automobile 
race was one of many German activities pictured in the series—others were described 
as professional competition, professional camp, Gold flag competitions, awarding prizes, 
sports, glider workshops, and the like. The motor race scene was shown again on a 
1944 16-pfennig plus 24-pfennig German stamp, with the surtax again for the Postal 
Employees’ Fund. 


AUTOS ON ITALIAN stamps are hardly drawn by the famous body designers of 
Italy. If the German stamps have recognizable makes, the Italian stamps don’t have. 
The 1950 20-lira stamp was issued to publicize the 22nd International Automobile 
€xhibition in Turin, May 4-14, 1950. It looks like a 1950 car, it’s streamlined to a certain 
extent, and might be mistaken on a dark night for an Alpha-Romeo—but it would 
have to be a yery dark night. 
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Motor Cars 
and Postage 
Stamps 


By WILLIAM WHITE 


Ask a mechanic about motor cars 
and stamps and he’s as likely as not 
to think you’re talking about stamps 
and dies used in body work. But 
there’s another kind of stamp—pos- 
tage stamps you put on envelopes— 
that has a connection with automo- 
biles. It’s a very small connection, 
yet an old one. 

The first automobile to appear on 
a postage stamp was an electric car, 
which was used on a 4-cent Amer- 
ican stamp in 1901. Except for mail 
trucks in 1912, special delivery trucks 
in 1925, U.S. stamps pictured auto- 
mobiles only once more. This was in 
1952, when the American Automo- 
bile Association celebrated its 50th 
anniversary. (Even Detroit’s 250th 
anniversary stamp, 1951, had no auto 
on it). 

An American auto was used on a 
stamp in 1945, but it wasn’t on an 
American stamp. Liberia issued a se- 
ries showing President Roosevelt in 
a Jeep reviewing troops. 

The three countries having the best 
“record” for the use of motor tars 
on postage stamps are Jugoslavia, 
Italy, and Germany. (Russia and 
Iron Curtain lands have used trucks, 
tractors, buses, and even an assem- 
bly plant in Czechoslovakia, and mo- 
toreycles have been widely pictured 
on special delivery stamps. However, 
of the hundreds of stamp issues, very 
few have shown automobiles in any 
country). Kings, queens, rulers, peo- 
ple of all sorts—and just about 17 
times in the past 100 years, auto- 
mobiles—have been on stamps. 

It’s easy to understand Germany’s 
and Italy’s interest in motor cars 
on stamps. Jugoslavia is the supris- 
ing country, and its stamps are the 
most interesting ones of all. Great 
Britain has never put its Rolls, Ben- 
tley, Jaguar or Damlier on a stamp; 
nor has Spain used its Hispano-Sui- 
za; nor France its cars or even cele- 
brated its international shows or the 
Le Mans race. Perhaps when the 50th 
running of the Indianapolis 500-miler 
comes up in a few years, the United 
States will issue a special stamp— 
far lesser events have been commem- 
orated. 
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TURIN’S 1951 International Automobile Exhibition was also publicized on an Italian 
stamp that year. The design on this 20-lira postage stamp was better but is still diffi- 
cult to recognize. It comes as close to a Fiat as anything else—well, closer than the 
1950 Alpha-Romeo. 


THE FAMED MILLE MIGLIA, which many felt should be called off after the tragic 
events which struck the 1957 running, was publicized on a 1953 Italian stamp. On the 
25-lira stamp, honoring the 20th 1000-mile race up and down the boot of Italy, are 
three cars coming down a straightaway. No one would ever mistake the car in the 
foreground for a Ferrari or a Masserati. Its large grille makes it look something like 
a Dodge of a few years back, which it isn’t. Nor are the other cars recognizable—they 
don’t even look much like sports cars or racing cars. 


THE ITALIAN TOURING Club celebrated its 60th anniversary in 1954, and an 
italian 25-lira stamp commemorated the event. On a mountain road, with the sea and 
hills in the background, a cyclist (presumably of 1894) is shown looking at a map. 
Behind him is an automobile (presumably of 1954), which looks something like a small 
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Fiat.

BEST-LOOKING stamps with the best designed automobiles on them are, strangely 
enough, from Jugoslavia. In 1939, to commemorate the Automobile and Motorcycle 
Races held on September 3, 1939 in Belgrade, a series of four stamps were issued. 
The surtax on the stamps was for the Race Organization and the State Treasury. Two 
of the stamps showed motorcycles, and two others—one for 1 dinar (with a 1-dinar 
surtax), the other for 2 dinars (with a 2-dinar surtax)—showed racing cars. Both race 
cars are front-drive machines and look like Tatras. 


ANOTHER SERIES of Jugoslavian stamps illustrated with motor cars were issued in 
1953. These showed motorcycles, sports cars and passenger cars to publicize the 
International Automobile and Motorcycle Races held that year. 


The 15-dinar stamp shows an automobile of English design climbing Mt. Lovcen. 


The 30-dinar stamp shows a motorcycle and an auto (which looks like a Jaguar 
fixed-head coupe) at Opatja. 


The 50-dinar stamp shows a racer (which looks like the Chrysler dream car designed 
by Ghia in 1953) leaving Belgrade.

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ANTIQUES 
The Dolphin 


The dolphin has been a favorite 
form of decoration since the days of 
the Middle Ages. Even earlier, is its 
pictorial use in a miniature taken 
from a “Virgil” from the third or 
fourth century, in the Library of the 
Vatican, Rome. This shows a group 
of male figures, one of which holds 
a large dolphin. 

Apparently, the dolphin has ap- 
pealed to the artistic sense of many 
types of people. In heraldry, fish gen- 
erally represented voyages and naval 
victories and the fish most often used 
in the shield is the dolphin. The shield 
of no less a person than Pope Paul III 
(1534-49) displayed a chameleon car- 
rying a dolphin on its back with the 
motto “Mature.” Paul has often been 
called the last pope of the Renais- 
sance, partly because of his artistic 
enthusiasm. 

Writing of heraldry, Lacroix* says, 
“The close of the thirteenth and the 
whole of the fourteenth century were 
the most brilliant in the history of 
heraldry. It was a metaphorical lan- 
guage which at that time every one 
spoke and understood, from the high- 
est to the lowest. Armorial bearings 
were placed everywhere, with the dead 
as with the living, for they were used 
to decorate tombs and epitaphs. They 
were to be seen sculptured, engraved 
or in relief, designed or painted, in 
the great castles and in the modest 
manors, upon the lintels of doors, 
upon the locks, upon the weather- 
cocks, upon the brick pavements, upon 
the window-glass, upon the chimneys, 
upon the tapestry, and upon all the 
pieces of furniture. They were even 
illustrated in many different ways, 
upon the dress of the nobles and of 
their wives and families, as well as 
upon liveries of their servants, upon 
the trappings of their horses, upon 
their dog collars, and upon the hoods 
of their falcons and hawks.” 

The use of the dolphin as an or- 
nament on glass doubtless originated 
in Venice at Murano, the center of 
the Venetian glass industry, as ear- 
ly as the thirteenth century. A sin- 
gle dolphin in opal glass, bearing on 
his tail a shallow flaring dish, shaped 
like a shell, is a not uncommon Ita- 
lian model even today. 

When the dolphin became a dec- 
oration for furniture in Italy is not 
known but doubtless this occurred as 
early as its use on glass. Illustration 
No. 1, shows a beautifully sculptured 
and inlaid walnut table with dolphin 
supports made in Florence, Italy, dur-

ing the sixteenth century. It is be- 
lieved this table was made for a mem- 
ber of the Pazzi family of Florence 
since the dolphin occurs in their coat 
of arms. 

The dolphin became a favorite mo- 
tif of the French artists and arti- 
sans. Illustration No. 2, shows a 
carved and gilded wall mirror of the 
eighteenth century with a high pierced 
and carved cresting depicting a dol- 
phin, eel and two conch shells in a 
clump of bulrushes. 

Lacroix* shows a picture of a 
large dining-room fountain in lead 
gilt from the hotel of Le Normand 
d’Etoiles, farmer-general, Rue de Sen- 
tier, Paris, with two large recumbent 
dolphins as the base, surmounted by 
the fountain bowl at the back of 
which stands a maiden in front of 
shrubbery, accompanied by a couple 
of dogs. Lacroix also shows several 
pieces of a silver table service on 
which dolphins are used as decor- 
ative accents. These pieces all belong 
to the eighteenth century. 

Twisted dolphins were used in Eng- 
land in many ways and single ones 
sometimes were used on silver or por- 
eelain covers. 

As early as 1815 Deming Jarves 
was importing “pressed glass” from 
England and Holland, and although 
he does not say so in his book on 
American Glass, it could well be that 
some of these imported pieces used 
the dolphin which was popular in 
both England and Holland. At any 
rate this decorative figure became a 
favorite with the Sandwich glass- 
makers as well as with those of oth- 
er American glass factories. Without 
doubt, also by this time, examples 
of the work of the glassmakers of 
Murano were being brought into this 
country, some of which showed the 
dolphin in various poses. 

Probably the mest important dol- 
phin article to come from the Sand- 
wich and other glassworks of Amer- 
ica was the candlestick, sometimes ac- 
companied by a matching bonbon. com- 
pote, or as it was often called, a 
card-receiver. A few whale oil lamps 
were also made at Sandwich with dol- 
phin stems. Plate 14A, RWL Early 
American Pressed Glass, shows a 
beautiful Sandwich Star compote with 
triple dolphin standard similar to that 
usually found on the Sandwich glass 
lamps. Mrs. Lee believed this compote 
unique and that it is the only one 
of its kind in existence and thus spe- 
cially made by some workman. Lamps 


with this triple dolphin base were 
made in opaque-blue, opaque jade- 
green, opaque-lavender and possibly 
in other colors. Plate 70, RWL Early 
American Pressed Glass, shows a com- 
pote in the clear Ribbon pattern with 
a dolphin standard, while Plate 148 
shows the more usual Petticoat dol- 
phin candlesticks and compote. (See 
also Illustration 4 herewith). 

Another maker of the dolphin can- 
dlesticks and small compotes, or card- 
receivers, was the McKee Glass Co. 
of Pittsburgh. In their catalog of 1868 
the price of the dolphin candlesticks 
was $6.75 a dozen wholesale, while 
the little “pony dolphin” card-receiv- 
er, or bonbon dish, in clear glass, opa- 
lescent, and in various shades of blue, 
citron, yellow and light green was 
priced to retail in the small-town 
stores which handle a genera] line 
of glassware, crockery and china, at 
fifty cents each. 

In the same year, 1868, Bakewell, 
Pears &'Co. of Pittsburgh also showed 
these dolphin articles. 

About 1870 a dolphin pattern ap- 
peared in clear glass. Available were 
creamers, sugars, spoonholders, but- 
ter dishes, covered compote on a high 
foot, goblets and water pitchers. It 
is probable that additional items 
were also made. In this pattern, the 
glass is heavy and the base with its 
two dolphins is sometimes clear, some- 
times stippled to give a frosted ap- 
pearance. Two dolphins back to back 
form the pedestal and unlike the can- 
dlesticks and compotes described 
above, the dolphins used on these 
pieces have their tails cut squarely 
off at an upper bulge in the stem. 
Although this pattern was exceeding- 
ly popular at the time of the Phila- 
delphia Centennial Exhibition in 
1876 and into the 1880s (Mrs. Lee) 
it is not common today. 

Occasionally, other pieces of pressed 
glass with the dolphin as part of the 
design have come to light. Millard in 
“Ovaque Glass,” Plate 238, shows a 
delightful example of caramel glass 
—‘A dolphin dish with cover showing 
a small fish on cover. It was made 
by The Indiana Tumbler & Goblet 
Co. of Greentown, Indiana.” He also 
shows Plate 288, a 7144” opaque glass 
gravy or syrup with dolphin on cov- 
er. This piece has been attributed to 
the Westmoreland Co.

Inlaid walnut octagonal table with dolphin 
supports, Florentine, 16th century. A re- 
markable specimen of the mature furniture 
style of the Florentine cinquecento, notable 
for the graceful and delicate execution of 
the sculptural detail. The dolphin was a 
favorite motive in French art and the work 
shows the influence of the contemporary 
schools of Lyons and Dijon in its emphasis 
on purely sculptural quality. The dolphin 
motive here suggests that the table may 
have been executed for a member of the 
Pazzi family of Florence, since the device 
occurs in their coat-of-arms. 


No. 2 
Louis XVI carved and gilded wall mirror, 
French 18th century. 


No. 3 

Richly carved ivory horn, German renais- 
sance style. Carved and tapering horn finely 
carved with a spirited boar hunt, a Pluto 
mounted on a dolphin, Cupid with bow, and 
a group of Diana and Hippolytus surrounded 
by nymphs and hounds; the horn terminates 
in a winged eagle head, and is supported 
by Venus astride a dolphin on a rocky base. 


No. 4 
Top row: Vaseline dolphin card dishes and 
a petticoat candlestick of the later type 
made at the Sandwich factory.

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COW-BELLS 

(Continued from page 38) 
herd has its queen of the previous 
year; but should another cow de- 
cide to be queen-of-the-year, a battle 
commences and the cows lock horns. 
It is then decided which one will be 
queen. Onlookers marvel that the 
cows can fight at all, hindered as they 
are with their giant bells swaying 
and bonging at every move. If the 
lead cow who formerly bore the larg- 
est bell be deprived of it, she mani- 
fests her sense of disgrace by lowing 
incessantly, even abstaining from food 
for a time. 

Again in August the sound of cow- 
bells fills the air all day long during 
the descent of the cattle from their 
summer grazing grounds. Some vil- 
lages at this season hold a beauty 
contest for the queen cows and the 
bells that ornament them. 


THE SWISS 1878 BELL 

It is the Swiss cast cow-bells, which 
though worthy of the cows who wear 
them, have become something of a 
joker among collectors. These, accord- 
ing to our informant, have for years 
been made in three different sections 
of Switzerland. By way of decora- 
tions they usually bear the name of 
the maker, the date his company was 
founded, and perhaps the name and 
insignia of the Swiss canton where 
his foundry is located. An example is 
the cow-bell known to almost every 
dealer and collector by its inscrip- 
tion: CHIANTEL FONDEUR, 1878, SAIG- 
NELEGIER. 

Made by the hundreds in all sizes, 
these bells have long been exported 
to the United States. Furthermore, 
in the early years of this century two 
American founders acquired the mold 
for this particular Swiss cow-bell. 
They too cast them by the hundreds. 
Statistics show that over 55,000 of 
the 1878 bells were made for Sears 
& Roebuck alone. From 1911 until 
World War II, Sears stocked these in 
all sizes. 

Inexpensive and easily available as 
these bells are, small wonder that col- 
lectors are amused to find them some- 
times being passed off at exhorbitant 
prices as rare monastery bells or even 
precious carillon bells! 

There is much more than this, how- 
ever, to the story of cow-bells in 
America. Our frugal yet ingenious 
pioneers were adept at handcrafting 
crude bells for their cows. Innumer- 
able blacksmith shops and foundries 
also did a flourishing business stamp- 
ing out cow-bells. Few records of 
these many makers exist. One excep- 
tion is the delightful bit of 19th cen- 
tury Americana in the story of Mich- 
igan’s Starr Bell Works, (HOBBIES, 
July, 1956). Another equallv fasci- 
nating story, brought to light, only 
five years ago, lies in the story of 
Chicago’s Crane Bell Foundry, found- 
ed in 1855 and predecessor to the 
present-day Crane Company of world 
renown. In contrast to the crude 
sheet iron bells coming from the Starr 
Bell Works, The Crane Foundry was 
producing heavy cast cow-bells of 
brass. 
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About the same time, great num- 
bers of cow-bells in many sizes and 
materials were being produced by sev- 
eral makers in East Hampton, bell- 
town to the nation for well over a 
century. Two types originating here 
were the Kentucky cow-bell from a 
piece of stamped metal folded in half, 
then welded on each side, and the 
Long Distance type made of strip 
steel. 

Lowly? Common? Inexpensive ? 
Yes, the cow-bell is admittedly all 
of these. But its heritage is worthy 
of note . . as this brief sketch 
suggests.

chines and other domestic devices, 
filled the gigantic hall. The fine arts 
were not neglected. Over 400 paint- 
ings representing exhibitor nations 
were on display. Heroic sized statues 
were everywhere. An equestrian sta- 
tue of George Washington, 25 feet 
high, held the place of honor direct- 
ly under the dome. It aroused a storm 
of criticism from some quarters, while 
other writers rose to the defense of 
Baron Marochetti’s masterpiece. 
Another popular work was Baron 
Kiss’s Amazon on Horseback, At- 
tacked by a Tiger. Gleason’s Picto- 
rial Drawing-Room Companion, a 
Boston publication, commented favor- 
ably on the exhibition as a whole, 
“(it) is cultivating, by its exposure 
of these gems of beauty, a love of 
art, the chastening influence of which 
upon civilization and the community 
generally is unquestioned.” 


The U.S. World Fair of 1853-1854 
was modeled on a successful fair held 
in London in 1850-1851 in a larger 
Crystal Palace than the New York 
model. That first international expo- 
sition had been a government under- 
taking, under the sponsorship of 
Queen Victoria, while the American 
fair was essentially the result of pri- 
vate enterprise. The Association for 
the Exhibition of Industry of All Na- 
tions had been chartered by the New 
York State Legislature in 1853 to con- 
duct a fair, appoint judges and to 
award prizes. Stock was subscribed by 
over 150 individuals and firms. City 
land was leased to the Association for 
five years, provided that no admission 
greater than 50 cents be charged. 
Prominent citizens, Alexander Ham- 
ilton, Jr., J. J. Roosevelt, Mortimer 
Livingston, Horace Greeley and later, 
P, T. Barnum were members of the 
Fair Association’s Board of Direc- 
tors. Several successful exhibits were 
held in the Crystal Palace until it 
was destroyed by fire on October 5, 
1858. 


The lithographs and photos will re- 
main on view through December.

Paperweights 


Watch Your Language 


By J. P. BOORE 


Part II 
COVERING MorE GROUNDS AND SHAPES 


When a solid color is used under 
the design, it is known as a “color 
ground.” Sometimes, and this is par- 
ticularly true with the color grounds, 
the ground is ¢alled the “cushion.” 
Color ground may be opaque white or 
it may be colors like turquoise, blue, 
green, red, etc. Apple green is rare 
and yellow very rare and when en- 
countered are highly valued. Clichy 
used color a lot, mostly in conjunc- 
tion with millefiori weights, but also 
with flowers. Clichy’s color grounds 
usually were opaque and sometimes 
were in two layers, opaque white be- 
low and another color on top. Fig. 4 
illustrates a Clichy patterned mille- 
fiori with a deep opaque turquoise 
ground over opaque milk white. 

Clichy frequently made depressions 


in the ground where they placed their 
set-ups. I suppose it was this treat- 
ment which led to the use of the 
word “cushion.” St. Louis and Bac- 
carat also used color grounds but ap- 
pear to have made more frequent use 
of translucent rather than opaque 
colors. So far, I’ve personally seen no 
American weights using color 
grounds. I believe some exist, though, 
as I understand Pairpoint made some. 

Jasper is really a form of color 
ground but sufficiently distinctive to 
merit a separate classification. Jasper 
is a name given, in this instance, to 
finely divided particles of opaque 
white and a color, such as red, green 
or blue. If real small particles they’re 
called “fine jasper,” and if somewhat 
large they’re called “coarse jasper.” 
In reality, “jasper” is a colored crys- 
talline form of quartz, closely related 
to agate. The reason I know this is 
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that I belong to that fraternity known 
as “rock hounds.” I like to go into 
the desert, dig up rocks, and then pol- 
ish them into gem stones. The re- 
lationship between a jasper ground 
in paperweights, and indeed, between 
the jasper ware of Wedgwood and 
others, and true jasper is, in my opin- 
ion, rather far fetched. But in this 
column I’m talking only about things 
as they are—not as they ought to be. 

St. Louis used the jasper ground, 
also Sandwich. Some weights attrib- 
uted to Clichy also have this type of 
ground, Fig. 5 illustrates a Sandwich 
salmon colored poinsettia flower on 
a coarse blue and white jasper ground. 

Pebble ground is somewhat related 
to jasper only it is coarser and rough- 
er in appearance. St- Louis made use 
of the pebble ground, frequently in 
panelled weights. Fig. 6 illustrates 
such a weight. The alternate panels 
are in contrasting colors, green and 
white alternating with red and white, 
the panels being separated by radiat- 
ing strips of opaque white, like the 
spokes of a wheel. The center cane in 
the weight illustrated is the silhou- 
ette of the well-known St. Louis dane- 
ing’ girl. 

A carpet ground is one in which 
the entire area of the weight is taken 
up with closely compacted canes, all 
of one shape and color, on top of 
which the design rests. So far as my 
own observation is concerned, they 
were made principally by Baccarat 
and St. Louis. They are rare and 
therefore command high prices. They 
are not, in my opinion, as attractive 
as some other grounds. For sheer 
beauty I prefer the muslin or color 
grounds. (Continued on page 88)

National Glass Club Marks 
25th Anniversary 


The National Early American Glass 
Club will mark its 25th anniversary 
year with an exhibition of choice old 
American glass from the private col- 
lections of members, at the Boston, 
Mass. Public Library through Octo- 
ber and November. 

Contributed by a club membership 
of 1,300, examples of many types of 
early U.S. glass sought by collectors 
will be included, starting with the 
earliest glass blown in America and 
continuing up through 19th century 
art glass. 

The library will provide a classic 
setting for the show. The glass will 
be housed in 25 illuminated, perma- 
nent cases on the first and second 
floors and up the main staircase of 
the library, a magnificent Italian Re- 
naissance-style building which is open 
Monday through Friday, 9 A.M. to 
9 P.M.; Saturday, 9 A.M. to 6 P.M.; 
Sunday, 2 P.M. to 6 P.M. 

Burmese, Amberina, Pomona, Ear- 
ly Blown, Pattern, and Lacy Sanid- 
wich, including miniatures—to name 
a few—will highlight the comprehen- 
sive exhibition of fine pieces made in 
the first factories and collected over 
the years by the enthusiasts who con- 
stitute the club. 

Organized in 1933 in Boston, The 
National Early American Glass Club 
has some 700 members in the parent 
Boston chapter and another 600 mem- 
bers in regional groups countrywide. 
Joseph Limric of Medfield, Mass., re- 
tired Boston insurance broker, who in 
a 10-year period has assembled one 
of the large collections in the coun- 
try, is president. The Boston chapter 
holds eight meetings annually, com- 
pleting the year with a pilgrimage 
out of Boston to a historic spot with 
particular significance to collectors of 
glass. 


The National Early American Glass 
Club had its beginnings in Boston on 
a winter afternoon in January, 1933, 
in the Marlborough Street home of 
Mrs. Harry Freeman, one of a hand- 
ful of glass lovers who decided to 
form a club. In response to their in- 
vitations and a notice in the old Bos- 
ton Transcript, more than 150 per- 
sons turned up, instead of the 75 ex- 
pected, and the mid-city traffic was 
snarled sufficiently to bring out the 
police. They added a comedy touch by 
deciding that everybody throwing dol- 
lar bills on the table at Mrs. Free- 
man’s doorway must really have come 
to gamble. 

But with the eventual blessings of 
the law, the club came into existence 
that day for the purpose of giving 
information pertaining to early Amer- 
ican glass to members and the public 
in general, and this ideal has become 
a tradition.

A star dust ground, while rating 
the distinction of a separate name 
among collectors, really is a carpet 
ground where the canes are tiny white 
stars. 

A rock ground, sometimes called 
“gravel” or “sand,” is a combination 
of light brown and moss green which 
looks for all the world like some min- 
eral formation—say, like some kind 
of metallic ore. It was used by Bac- 
garat as a ground for some of their 
snake weights. It also was used to 
make many small weights with no 
other motif whatever. 

So much for the grounds. There 
are a few others but so infrequently 
encountered that we won’t attempt 
to deal with them now. They are of 
interest principally to the very ad- 
vanced collector while this column is 
aimed primarily at those who, like 
myself, are either beginners or in 
just the early stages of advanced col- 
lecting. 

Now let’s turn to something else— 
the shape of weights. There really 
aren’t so many shapes. Most weights 
are roughly hemi-spherical in shape 
and smooth. Fig 1, (September Hob- 
bies) illustrated one such weight. 
They come in a wide range of sizes. 
A degree of classification has been 
assigned to size: under 2” diameter— 
miniature; 2” to 342”—standard; and 
over 3%”—magnum. Usually, type

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for type, the larger the weight the 
more collectors will pay for it. I’ve 
not been able to figure out why be- 
cause the workmanship in a magnum 
weight is not any better. Perhaps it’s 
because there weren’t many magnum 
weights made and the rarity factor 
enters. Please do not let this refer- 
ence to value for a large weight mis- 
lead you into buying a large door- 
stop as a rarity. Some chunks of 
glass with plumes of color and bub- 
bles were made in this country ‘and 
elsewhere for this purpose. General- 
ly, they have little value except as 
a doorstop. 

Then there are the footed weights. 
Fig. 7 illustrates a Millville mush- 
room, of lily, or umbrella, (they’re 
called all three), a Larsen rose and 
in the middle a Kaziun chrysanthe- 
mum. All are footed. The Pairpoint 
factory also made a footed weight. 
Note the wide, relatively thin flange 
on the foot of the weights illustrated. 
You may encounter a footed weight 
sometime, Jhaving a rose, and think 
you have a “find.” If the flange is 
relatively small in diameter, relative- 
ly thick and the glass of poor qual- 
ity, shy away. It probably is Ori- 
ental. They’re here and they fool lots 
of people. Clichy also made footed 
weights and good ones. Their flanges 
are somewhat thicker, relative to size 
of the weight, but relatively wide. 

The people who worked at Millville 
made some pretty exquisite footed 
weights. Their subjects varied but 
the more desirable were roses in vari- 
ous colors, tulips and water lilies. 
They all are in the hands of muse- 
ums or private collectors and do not 
appear on the market very often. Ex- 
cept for the Clichy mentioned above, 
the footed weights appear to be an 
American innovation. 

Another variation in shape which 
is almost exclusively American is the 
pedestal weight as pictured in Berg- 
strom, Plate XVIII. Fig- 8, herewith, 


illustrates a modern Kaziun pedestal

Both St. Louis and Clichy made 
weights which are sometimes referred 
to as pedestal weights. They are quite 
squat and should have some * other 
term to describe them. Such a weight 
is illustrated in Fig. 9. You w U note 
that, while it has a separately formed 
foot or stand, it is quite diferent 
from the pedestal weights. Jokelson 
uses the term “Piedouche” to identify 
this shape so I guess this would be 
a good term to use. Modern weights 
of this shape are being made by St. 
Louis and Murano. Both are rather 
well done and worth buying if at 
prices commensurate with their value 
and not under the assumption that 
they are antiques.

INTERESTING 
POST OFFICE NAMES 


Tea, Coffee, Creamery, Temperance, 
Whiskeytown and Prosit are a few 
of the interesting names that have 
been given to Uncle Sam’s 36,605 post 
offices, Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield recently noted. 

While pointing out the uniqueness 
of many of the names, Mr. Summer- 
field emphasizes the need for care- 
fully and legibly written addresses, 
no matter how rare the name of the 
post office may appear to be. 

Many post offices have been named 
for animals, birds and fish. Georgia 
and Washington each have a Tiger 
and there is a Lionville, Pa. There is 
both a Horse Shoe Run and a Horse 
Springs in West Virginia. New York 
has a Horseheads and Florida, a 
Horse Shoe Beach, while Virginia has 
post offices named Horsepen and Hor- 
sey. 

Deer is in Arkansas, while 6 states 
have an Eagle and 4 a Turkey. Otter, 
Montana, and Ottertail, Minn., are 
also in this category. Eighteen states 
have post offices named Buffalo, 4 
have Fox and Wyoming and Kentucky 
has a Wolf each. Lamb is in Ken- 
tucky, Chicken in Alaska, and Quail 
in Texas. There is a Duck in West 
Virginia, a Racoon in Kentucky, Sal- 
mon in Idaho and King Salmon is 
located in Alaska. 

Washington has a Nighthawk, and 
Mississippi has the only Alligator, 
while Louisiana and West Virginia 
share a Trout apiece and only Iowa 
has a Swan. There is an Elk in 4 
states, while Wyoming has the only 
Moose. Pigeon is in Michigan as well 
as West Virginia, and 5 states have 
post offices named Falcon. 

There is a Deepwater in 4 states, 
2 have Shallowater, 6 Coldwater, 2 
Goodwater and Wisconsin has Fair- 
water. There is a Warm Lake in Ida- 
ho, Warm Springs in 6 states, and 
Wyoming has a Chugwater. 

Texas has Silver and 7 states have 
post offices named Golden. There are 
3 offices named Coal City, 2 Iron City 
and 2 Oil City. Michigan has a Cop- 
per City, and Texas the only Ore City. 

Three post offices are Black, 3 
White, 7 Orange, 2 Blue, 2 Green ard 
there is one Brown. 

Old Joe is in Arkansas, Truth or 
Consequences in New Mexico, Fate in 
Texas, Protection in Kansas, Fame 
in Oklahoma, and Relief in Kentucky 
and North Carolina. 

There is a Warrior in Alabama and 
a Soldier in 3 states. Peace Valley is 
in Missouri, and there is Faith in 
North Carolina and South Dakota. 

Kentucky has a Democrat and Neb- 
raska a Republican City. Cloudy and 
Snow are individual offices in Okla- 
homa, Winter is in Wisconsin, Spring 
and Rainbow are in Texas. Sun is in 
Louisiana, Fine in New York, and 
Nice is in California. 

Goodnews Bay is a post office in 
‘Alaska and there is a Goodnight, Tex., 
Goodview, Va., Goodyear, Ariz., and 
a Goody in Kentucky.

Much of the present turmoil in the 
world, we confess, we see and un- 
derstand only “as through a glass, 
darkly.” However, we can not sup- 
press our optimism that 1958 may 
prove to be the turning point toward 
a better and safer world. On the 
surface there are storms and squalls. 
Underneath we think we see a world- 
wide ground swell of better under- 
standing by the peoples of the world. 
There may be little wars. There may 
be big wars. But we think we see 
the people of the world marching 
forward to better understanding. 

We think we see the world settling 
down to clearer thinking after a diz- 
zy dozen years of postwar confu- 
sion. During that dizzy dozen years 
Uncle Sam with great fanfare went 
about the world as a sort of Yankee 
Doodle Dandy who would make over 
the whole world in a hurry, plant 
a factory at every crossroads and a 
traffic congestion on every desert 
trail. Ivan the Muscovite was busy 
trying to swallow and digest the 
whole world at one gulp, by fanning 
little troubles into big ones, and de- 
claring themselves the friend of 
everybody who did not like anything. 
Small squirts akout the world were 
trying to carve private empires out 
of neighboring land or special re- 
sources developments. 

Maybe the world is getting tired 
of this stuff. Maybe the people 
of the world have had time to think 
it through. Dime a dozen dictators 
have been falling in “revolutions” 
that proved to be far from radical. 
Propaganda from any part of the 
world is being received more and 
more for what it is. As they all 
think it over, we feel that all of 
the people of the world are beginning 
to understand each other better than 
ever before. * * * 

Simon Bolivar finished his great 
ten years of liberation in South Am- 
erica and died in 1830, the year 
young Abe Lincoln’s family moved 
to Illinois. There have been endless 
ups and downs of dictatorship and 
democracy since that time. But the 


Bolivar theory of independent nation- 
alism, and concern for the underdog, 
has survived deep seated in Latin 
America. 

Nasser of Egypt and the Near 
East seems to have much of the 
Bolivar flair for leading uneducated 


mobs and masses into some hope of 
independent nationalism, and a fair 
deal for the underdog. We await 
many years and many events to show 
what present trends and events in 
the Near East portend. Changes 
and events come much more rapidly 
today than they did in Bolivar’s 
time, but the Arab movement is just 
starting, and will require many years 
for completion. 

Opportunity comes back to this an- 
cient cradle of civilization after 
many centuries between, of bare sub- 
sistence of people happening to live 
along a barren stretch along the 
highway of world commerce. 

For many centuries the conquering 
Ottoman Turks squeezed the helpless 
Arabs down near the animal level. 
They left for centuries no chance 
for education, and no incentive for 
education among the Arabs. The 
native talent may still be in these 
people. It will take some genera- 
eg to demonstrate its full poten- 
tial. 

Nasser will be the great problem 
for Nasser to solve. Personal suc- 
cess so very frequently begets self 
worship, and self worship gives the 
world a failure. With our fingers 
ready to cross at any time, we still 
hope that Nasser may survive and 
surmount Nasserism, and for the 
next 130 years prove to be another 
Bolivar for another world.

How many like to prowl the water- 
front of old Saint Louis and watch 
the steamboats that edge into view? 
In spite of all the changes that mod- 
ern city development have made, there 
is a smell of history on that river 
bank that no improvement can re- 
move. Omit the coastal cities and the 
one great port of Americana was the 
St. Louis river front. 

For the past 140 years most of 
the river traffic has been in steam- 
boats. But before the days of steam 
St. Louis was one of the most signi- 
ficant points in the new world. St. 
Louis was the key to the West. It 
dominated water transportation to 
the entire West in the days when no 
other form of transportation was de- 
pendable. 

Most of our great American cities 
have been boom towns that grew 


rapidly during certain periods. Among 
them St. Louis has been the one 
that gradually grew and grew with 
no booms and no fuss and feathers. 
There it stands today, the same old 
solid rock in finance and trade over 
a very wide area. 
* * * 

Surprise and deception have been 
the chief weapons of military men 
since the days of the Trojan Horse. 
Perhaps the Trojan Horse should be 
the hallmark of all military units. 
Speed in the air and invisibility or 
submarines below the sea now rank 
high in the field of surprise. Inven- 
tions and possible new weapons have 
high priority in surprise. In spite of 
these things and all “top secret” mat- 
ters we have a feeling that surprise is 
gradually losing ground to detection 
and information methods, and that 
war may not be as much fun in the 
future as it has been in the past. 

Perhaps Marconi should have been 
awarded a Noble peace prize forty 
odd years ago instead of the prize 
for physics. Certainly wireless infor- 
mation in many forms has been tak- 
ing much of the fun out of military 
surprise. We are not at all sure that 
even an iron curtain can stop the 
leak of future secrets. 

* * * 

Of all the articles in common use 
today, pottery and glass are the most 
direct links with antiquity. Primi- 
tive man probably found many use- 
ful items in dried clay before he 
fully discovered fire or invented 
primitive controls for fire. Silicon 
is so abundant in most parts of the 
world that glass and glazing was 
sure to develop about the fires of 
antiquity. The hardening of pottery 
by fire was also sure to happen. 
Pottery and glass or glazing have 
come down from antiquity in con- 
stantly increasing volume and con- 
stant variations in improvement. 

It is not surprising that in the 
total volume, pottery and glass dom- 
inate the field of antiques. Constant 
changes in processing mark the per- 
iod changes in history. 

If we had to select the one inven- 
tion or discovery that has been the 
greatest service to the greatest num- 
ber of people, we think we would 
select the invention of glazing.

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Numismatics 
Hard Times Token 


President Andrew Jackson disap- 
proved a fiscal system under which 
all public funds were to be deposited 
in one single private bank, namely 
the Bank of the United States. 

In 1832, in opposition to the finan- 
cial interests, he vetoed a bill conti- 
nuing the existence of the bank whose 
charter expired in 1836. This action 
created a terrific political furore and 
for many years the “financial foot- 
ball” was kicked back and forth be- 
tween one faction and another. The 
ultimate outcome was the establish- 
ment of an independent sub-treasury 
system, and the change of the ratio 
between gold and silver which ulti- 
mately brought gold coins into circu- 
lation for the first time. 

The most powerful influence which 
caused the coining of the 183 hard 
times tokens (attributed and identi- 
fied by Lyman H. Low) was the eco- 
nomic depression that ran in conjunc- 
tion with the foregoing troubles. 
From 1833 until 1842 times were 
“bad” reaching ‘a peak during the 12 
months after May 10, 1837, when all 
banks in the country failed to meet 
their obligations. Credit was badly 
over-extended. Jackson’s reforms 
were dractic. Paper money became 
greatly discredited, and the natural 
outcome was the hoarding of gold 
coin, then silver coin and the crying 
need for small change became crit- 
ical. “Shinplasters” for small amounts 
were issued by private individuals, 
and municipalities. 

At the same time, a great many 
new articles appeared for sale that 
would sell for less than five cents, 
such as newspapers, etc., increasing 
the demand for copper coins. The 
mint could not keep up with the de- 
mand. And as there were no laws 
prohibiting the issuance of private to- 
kens, merchants and private interests 
came to the aid by coining the many 
tokens now known as hard times to- 
kens. While many of these were is- 
sued as political propaganda, a great 
many were issued by private mer- 
chants advertising their various 
wares. The majority were the same 
size as large cents then current, but 
there were some that were smaller. 

‘While merchants’ tokens had been 
coined and circulated as early as 
1789, it is generally accepted that the 
end of this series came in 1850. The 
series is a varied and interesting one 
due to the many unusual legends and 
designs appearing on the tokens, par- 
ticularly those of political origin. In 
fact, we can see the current events 
of the times depicted mostly in oppo- 
sition to forces in power. Many were 
struck as campaign “tokens,” and 
among them we find “ William H. Se-

ward, our next governor, faithful 
friend of our country,” and Gulian 
Verplanck, our next governor, faith- 
ful friend of our country,” indicating 
that the coiner used the same dies 
for both campaigners. The satirical 
token (Low 17 to 20) showing a 
running jackass with the legend, “TIl- 
lustrious, I follow in the foosteps of 
my predecessors,” indicates dissatis- 
faction with the government’s repeat- 
ed policies; the other side with the 
tortoise carrying the chest marked 
“Sub Treasury” with legend, “Exec- 
utive fiscal agent experiment, or fin- 
anciering,” indicates the slowness with 
which things moved. : 

A popular motto on many of these 
hard times tokens was the “Millions 
for defense, not one cent for tribute,” 
reverse, that appeared on many varie- 
ties. One obverse is marked “Substi- 
tute for shinplasters,” with the 
American eagle design burning up, 
which was designed to replace the 
small fractional paper money circu- 
lating. Van Buren metallic curency 
shows a shipwreck and marked “the 
Constitution.” We have another with 
Andrew Jackson shown sitting in a 
money chest holding a bag of coins 
in one hand, and in the other a sword, 
with the legend, “I take the respon- 
sibility.” The reverse, depicts a stub- 
born jackass with the legend, ‘“Roman 
Firmness, the constitution as I under- 
stand it.” We have the ugly, Benton 
experiment “Mint Drop,” with ugly 
Liberty head with legend Loco Poco, 
instead of “Liberty,” also slave to- 
kens with a man or woman in chains 
kneeling in prayer. One of the most 
interesting shows the good ship, “‘Con- 
stitution,” in full sail with the leg- 
ends “Webster credit currency,” in- 
dicating the supposed success of Web- 
ster’s plans, and on the reverse, the 
ship, “Constitution,” is smashed on 
the rocks with the legend, “Van Bu- 
ren Metallic Currency,” indicating 
the supposed failure of his systems. 
This token has the dates of each sys- 
tem, 1837 for Van Buren, 1841 for 
Webster. 

Tokens struck or issued by mer- 
chants are, for the most part, not 
nearly as interesting for a great 
many just contain advertising. “Sash’s 
blinds and doors of every description 
to order;” “Gilt buttons of every de- 
scription, sheet brass plated metal, 
gold plate;” “All kinds medical elec- 
trical apparatus,” ete. Some depict 
wares, a clock, umbrella, chair, boot, 
barrels planing machines. combs, 
squares, and_ dividers, buildings, 
steers, anvils. and of course, “Eagles 
and Liberty Heads.” 

Between 1861 and 1864 the short- 
age of small change caused by the 


Civil War prompted the coining of 
a new series of patriotic and. mer- 
chant tokens known as the Civil ‘War 
token series. These were struck in 22 
states, and 396 towns. 1324 tckens 
are of patriotic designs, 7637 are mer- 
chants’ store “cards,” 114 had Wash- 
ington’s head, and 47 Lincoln’s. They 
were coined in practically every metal 
known at the time—copper, brass, 
nickel, white metal, lead, zinc, tin, 
silver and German silver. The major- 
ity were struck in copper. Most of 
these are the size of our small cents 
as compared with the earlier Jackson 
cents or hard times tokens. The polit- 
ical legends are not as violent as the 
earlier tokens. “Our Flag, if anyone 
tear it down, shoot him on the spot,” 
was about the most violent. The rest 
usually depicted guns, equestrians, 
heads of generals, Indian heads, 
eagles and banners, and such designs. 

While some of these tokens are rare 
and difficult to come by, one can make 
up a very interesting collection for a 
reasonable investment.

An important collection of Greek 
Bronzes and Renaissance medals and 
plaquettes were shown recently at 
the M. H. De Young Museum, San 
Francisco, California. These medals 
are from the unusual collection of 
Sigmund Morgenroth of Santa Bar- 
bara, California. Petrarch is consid- 
ered to have been one of the first 
coin collectors and showed his collec- 
tion to the Emperor in 1855. Since 
that time coin and medal collecting 
has been popular with scholars and 
art lovers. Dr, Ulrich Middeldorf, 
Director of the Kunsthistorisches In- 
stitut in Florence says that the Mor- 
genroth collectien is one of the finest 
of its kind ever formed. Mr. Morgen- 
roth gathered most of his medals and 
plaquettes (numbering about 500) be- 
tween 1927 and 1939, after discover- 
ing a number of these items in a 
shop in Florence. 


During the Renaissance this an- 
cient custom of commemorating events 
and personalities by the casting of 
small reliefs in bronze and the pre- 
cious metals was revived. On one side 
appeared a likeness of the person to 
be commemorated and on the other 
side it gave their achievements or 
philosophies. Dr. Middeldorf, an emi- 
nent scholar in the field of Renais- 
sance art and honorary curator of 
sculpture at the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago when the Morgenroth Collection 
was exhibited there in 1944, described 
the medals as perhaps ‘The most elo- 
quent expression of the taste and in- 
tellectual life of the Renaissance.” 
He further says of them—“The best 
of them are masterpieces of sculpture 
excelled only by the famous works of 
Donatello and Michelangelo.” 


Plaquettes 


From 
Morgenroth Collection 


The Plaquettes represented not por- 
traits but sacred and especially clas- 
sical themes which reflected the vast 
classic learning of the Humanists and 
their intricate philosophical symbo- 
lism with which even the average 
cultured person of 15th century Flor- 
ence seems to have been familiar. 


Medals are either cast or stamped. 
The Italian medals are mostly cast 
from wax or stucco mold. The finest 
of these are executed by deep cut 
on a stucco or stone surface. This 
deep cut is comparable to an engrav- 
ing procedure which permits the ar- 
tist to work from the plain surface 
gradually toward the depth, always 
maintaining the linear style of an 
engraved or cut line. Stamped medals 
more frequent in the north, are pro- 
duced in the official mints and there- 
fore only connected with princely or 
ecclesiastical courts. From the first 
great value was attributed to a per- 
fect patina. A variety of means were 
used to bring about by ways of art, 
what otherwise only time can pro- 
duce. 


The medal art is an outgrowth of 
the cult of the personality which 
originated in Italy at the beginning 
of the 15th century, The material usu- 
ally is silver or bronze, in Germany 
also boxwood. Designs are either cre- 
ated by the medal maker himself or 
based on drawings or prints of other 
artists. The form is influenced by the 
coins of classical antiquity. Artistic 
qualities which raise the Renaissance 
medal on the highest level of crea- 
tive achievement are: Clarity of the 
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Forzore 


Niccolo Florentino (Niccolo Di 
Spinelli) 1430-1510. Active in Florence and 
in Flanders. 


Lorenzo Il Magnifico — bronze. (Small 
Greek bronzes and Renaissance medals and 
plaquettes from the collection of Sigmund 
Morgenroth, Santa Barbara). 





image, poses suggestive of the third 
dimension, harmonious relationship to 
the “negative space” background, well 
designed and well proportioned let- 
tering. Italian medals portray the 
profile view, following the example 
of the Roman Imperial coins. On the 
other hand, the medals from Germany 
show also frontal views. This has a 
tendency toward a high relief where 
the Italian medal subordinates the 
design to the flat surface. The Ger- 
man medal was often worn on a chain 
like a piece of jewelry. The Italian 
medal, usually larger in size was 
placed on a table or in a cabinet. It 
is very difficult to ascertain the cor- 
rect age of a medal or plaquette since 
new ones may be modeled over the 
old ones, although a connoisseur can 
determine the age. 


Several museums in this country 
have collections of medals and pla- 
quettes such as the National Gallery 
in Washington, D. C., the Metropoli- 
tan Museum and the Numismatic So- 
ciety in New York, and the Walters 
Art Gallery in Baltimore. However, 
none of these collections can match 
in variety and quality the collection 
of Mr. Morgenroth. It is surpassed 
by one other collection in the U.S. 
that of the late Gustave Dreyfus of 
Paris, now owned by Messrs. Duveen 
in New York and which is perhaps 
the finest of its kind anywhere. 


Dr. Alfred Neumeyer, Director of 
the Art Galleries at Mills College, 
selected the medals and plaquettes 
from the Morgenroth collection to be 
exhibited at Mills College and the 
De Young Museum. The exhibition 
was at the De Young Museum through 
June 8. 
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Early Wampum Factory 


Wampum making was a “mass pro- 
duction” industry in New Jersey at 
about the time of the Revolution and 
for at least two generations after- 
ward. Sometime prior to 1775 there 
was a wampum factory at Pascack 
(now Park Ridge), N. J., about 25 
miles from New York, which sup- 
plied Indian money to fur traders 
over a wide area. The manufacturers

were not counterfeiters, however, and 
there was nothing crooked about their 
business.

At that time wampum still was a 
medium of exchange among some 
white frontier settlers. Its value rest- 
ed, as does probably the ultimate 
value of all basic money, on the scar- 
city of materials and the labor in- 
volved in obtaining and “minting” 
them. 


The business apparently was estab- 
lished by a farmer of Scotch-Irish 
descent, John W. Campbell, an in- 
ventor of sorts, who made better 
money than the red men themselves 
were able to produce with their crude 
techniques. Campbell even is credited 
with inventing a particular form of 
wampum, the “shell pipe,” which was 
not actually used for currency but 
was highly prized by Indians through- 
out the fur-trading area for decora- 
tive purposes and became an accept- 
able medium of exchange. 


The Indians were not easily hood- 
winked with counterfeit coin. The 
story is told by John C. Evwers, 
Smithsonian Institution ethnologist in 
a report on an exhaustive study of 
“hair pipes,’ long, hollow, tubular 
pieces of shell or bone—sometimes of 
silver—which were worn as hair or- 
naments, in necklaces, or in the form 
of elaborate breastplates. The Indian 
who possessed many hair pipes was 
a rich man. They were bought by 
traders by the thousands. An espe- 
cially good one, costing a few cents, 
was worth a beaver pelt in the In- 
dian trade of the Northern Great 
Plains a century and a half ago. 


Trade in hair pipes purchased from 
the Campbell family, by the way. con- 
tributed to the foundation of the for- 
tune accumulated by John Jacob As- 
tor. 


At first hair pipes appear to have 
been a sideline of the New Jersey 
wampum makers, but eventually they 
became their chief stock in trade. The 
manufacture was apparently started 
between the years 1776 and 1798.

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REPORTS ON THE 
GREEK WAR OF 
INDEPENDENCE 


By DORIS H. HAMILTON 


Missolonghi—the death of Lord By- 
ron—the independence of Greece. It 
was at Missolonghi that Byron spent 
his thirty-sixth birthday and com- 
memorated it with a poem, January 
22, 1824. One stanza reads: 


“If thou regrets’st thy youth, 
why live? 
The land of honorable death 
Is here —up to the field, and give 
Away thy breath!”

Byron had told Lady Blessington 
that he did not expect to return alive 
from Greece. His fateful premonition 
was correct for he died at Missolong- 
hi on April 19, 1824. 

Byron’s name and prestige were of 
inestimable value in uniting the 
Greeks against their common enemy, 
the Turks, and in bringing about the 
armed intervention of England, 
France, and Russia. Byron arrived in 
Greece in August, 1823, after the war 
had been going on over two years, 
and the war was not officially con- 
cluded until 18383, about nine years 
after his death, but Byron and Greek 
independence are almost synonomous 
terms. 

I recently acquired five letters con- 
cerning the Greek War. They are re-

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ports from the British consul, Fran- 
ces Wing, at Smirna. The first is dated 
1828, the next three jump to 1827, 
and the final letter is dated 1828. The 
main characters of the drama are 
mentioned and some extremely inter- 
esting details are given. By filling in 
the historical background, we can 
take a closer look at the Greek War 
of Independence. 

Greece and the Balkan countries 
had been under Turkish domination 
for four hundred and fifty years. The 
center of Turkish rule was in Con- 
stantinople under Sultan Mahmud II. 
Turkish generals and their commands 
were stationed strategically through- 
out the Morea (southern section of 
the Greek peninsula), central Greece, 
and into the Balkans. The Turkish 
navy controlled the seas—the Adria- 
tic, the Aegean, and bordering Medi- 
terranean. The Greek population was 
mainly Christian — Greek Orthodox; 
whereas the Turks were of the Mos- 
lem faith. 

The war really started out as a 
religious war with the raising of 
the standard of the cross by Archbi- 
shop Germanos on April 2, 1821, in 
the Morea. The initial uprisings were 
astonishingly successful throughout 
most of Greece. Both sides were equal- 
ly ruthless and barbarous in waging 
this war which has been called a 
“war of mutual extermination.” 
Whole cities were “put to the sword” 
and unbelievable atrocities were com- 
mitted. 

Historians divide the war into three 
phases. In the time from 1821-24 the 
Greeks, aided by various volunteers 
from Europe, were successfully pitted 
against the Sultan’s forces alone. 
From 1824-27 the disciplined troops 
of Mehemet Ali, Pasha of Egypt, 
turned the tide against the insur- 
gents. In the final phase, 1827-33 
European powers intervened to stop 
the war and to establish Greece as 
an independent monarchy. While 
these three phases give generally the 
progress of the war, the details of 
the fighting form a complex pattern 
and Fortune alternately favored the 
brave of both sides. 

In the first of the consular reports, 
February 11, 1823, Wing’s sympa- 
thies for the Turks reflect Engiland’s 
official position: support of the exist- 
ing government. Wing is referring in 
his report to the fall of an important 
Turkish fort, Napli di Romania. 

“. . . The firmness which the Turks 
displayed in holding the place in their 
possession in defiance of the suffering 
from famine which reduced them to feed 
on their deceased comrades merits the 
admiration of everyone. No doubt they 
were stimulated to it by the knowledge 
of the treachery of the Greeks in all the 
capitulations made in this war—the hor- 
rid acts of studied cruelty practiced by 
them must have had great influence on 
the Musselman to prefer death in any 
shape in preference to the tortures the 
Greeks subjected their prisoners to. . .”’ 

The Consul writes further that the 
intervention of Capt. G. W. Hamilton 
of H.M.S. Cambria prevented the 
Greeks from murdering and plunder- 
ing the Turks. Then he discusses the 
activities in Alexandria of the Sul- 
tan’s Egyptian ally, Mehemet Ali. 
The new Captain Pasha “... is a 
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crafty, subtle, active man and as such 
he may do much with the Greeks— 
his naval knowledge I doubt is not 
great—he has determined wisely not 
to employ the line of battle ships — 
frigates and smaller craft are pre- 
paring—the Egyptian squadron is at 
Alexandria . . . Mehemet Ali’s black 
troops, of which he has 9 or 10,000 
in Upper Egypt, disciplined and 
dressed uniformly, officered by Ma- 
MmuUluHE, ... .” 

That this was a war of mutual ex- 
termination is brought out by Wing’s 
concluding comment in this letter. 
Many Greek refugees are in Smirna 
“. . . preferring the humanity of 
their enemy to the brotherly affec- 
tion of their countryman Greeks who 
left them to starve or die miserably 
in the Islands.” 

Having met with success in their 
fight against their common enemy, the 
Greeks took to quarreling among 
themselves. There were many fac- 
tions, but the main ones were headed 
by Mavrocordato, Odysseus, and Ko- 
lokotrones. When the strife was most 
bitter, Lord Byron arrived at Argo- 
stoli, on the island of Cephalonia, Au- 
gust, 1823. An important part of the 
story of the Greek War is told by 
Byron and his companion, Edward J. 
Trelawny, author of Recollections of 
the Days of Shelley and Byron. By- 
ron was the symbol of the civilized 
world reviving ancient Hellas and the 
classic ideal of freedom. 

In September, 1823, Trelawny, fret- 
ting for action, left Byron to make 
a trip into the Morea to see at first- 
hand how the Revolution was prog- 
ressing. Byron is reported to have 
told Trelawny: “If things are farci- 
eal, they will go for Don Juan; if 
heroical, you shall have another canto 
of Childe Harold.” 

Trelawny, with Hamilton Browne, 
traveled through the Morea and then 
pressed on to Athens and Odysseus 
instead of rejoining Byron. When he 
did return, he was stunned by the 
news that Byron had died a few days 
before, on April 19, 1824. 

After Byron’s death, civil war 
again broke out among the rival 
Greeks. They united briefly, but un- 
successfully, to fight against the Sul- 
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tan’s ally, Mehemet Ali of Egypt. 
With the forces of Egypt and Turkey 
combined against Greece, England 
and Russia felt that the time had 
come to intervene officially. Wing 
writes on May 5, 1827, “. . . to com- 
municate what has occurred since 
Lord Cochrane and the Neapolitan 
General Sir Richard Church has 
joined the Greeks. L C is elected Com- 
mander in Chief of the Greek Naval 
Forces . . . Sir R Church is elected 
C in Chief of all the Greek forces 
. . . (they) influenced both chiefs to 
lay aside their pretentions and join 
the provisional government .. . to 
cooperate for the general good, which 
they ‘have done and Colocotroni’s 
troops have joined those of the Gov- 
ernment all under the command of 
Church to drive the Turks from 
Athens ... There are some English 
serving with the Greeks . . . These 
should recollect what Biron said, 
‘They must not expect to rough it 
on a beefstake and a bottle of port.’” 

On May 28, 1827, Wing writes of 
the difficulties with, and among the 
Greek chieftains: 

“. . . The insurgent affairs are in 
a bad way. The chiefs, Colocotroni 

. . and others it is said the Consti- 
tutional Government at Napli have 
released at the repeated clamours of 
their adherents. Odyssius who was 
surrounded by the insurgents . 
(was) made to surrender his person 
to Gouras. He is now a prisoner at 
Napli. The loan which has been trans- 
mitted from England is misapplied. 
They divide the greater part among 
themselves—none of them have any 
Patriotism. The subscribers will be 
minus Capital and interest. Piracy 
which is common in all the adjoining 
seas requires prompt measures to pro- 
tect the commerce of all nations navi- 
gating on these seas. The Greeks re- 
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turn in great numbers for protec- 
tien from their tyrant Greek Govern- 
ment—the poor wretches are in a 
wretched state.” 

On June 12, 1827, Wing reports on 
the unsuccessful attempt of the Greeks 
to take Athens. This setback left con- 
tinental Greece once more in the 
hands of the Turks. However, when 
their fortunes seemed at the lowest 
ebb, they were assisted by even 
stronger intervention by England, 
France, and Russia. On July 6, 1827, 
they signed a treaty pledging them- 
selves to an immediate and effective 
interference for the purpose of end- 
ing the war in Greece. They tried to 
enforce an armistice and to compel 
Ibrahim Pasha to leave Greece. An 
extremely complex situation was re- 
solved when the allied fleet under Sir 
Edward Codrington defeated the Tur- 
kish and Egyptian navies at the Bat- 
tle of Navarino on October 20, 1827. 
After this decisive battle, Count John 
Capo d’Istria was elected president 
of the Greek republic for seven years 
beginning January 18, 1828. 

In the meantime the Russo-Turkish 
War broke out. Wing comments on 
one of the engagements in his letter 
of September 10, 1828: 

“, . . The delay of the Russians in 
not pushing on the war with vigor is 
accounted for by the great loss they 
have sustained in men and greater by 
the sickness which at this season 
about Shumla where the air is pesti- 
lential with malaria: As to the pub- 
blic opinion that the Russians this 
campaign will march to Constantino- 
ple, it is ridiculous. The minarets of 
that city will not be seen this year. 
The Russians have felt the Turk’s 
sabres, . . .” 

By the Treaty of Adrianople, Sep- 
tember 14, 1829, Greece was consti- 
tuted an independent monarchy un- 
der the guarantee of England, France, 
and Russia. In 1838, Greece was or- 
ganized as a kingdom with the Bava- 
rian Prince Otto becoming “King of 
the Hellenes,” and this date marks 
the end of the War of Independence. 
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Bi-centenary of a Man of 
Letters—and Many Words, 
Noah Webster, 1758-1958 
His CONTRIBUTION TO COLLECTANEA

One faith ; 
against a whole earth’s unbelief, 
One soul 
against the flesh of all mankind... 
One poor day; — 
Remember whose 
and not how short it is! 
It is God’s day, 
it is Columbus’. 
A lavish day! 
One day, with life and heart, 
Is more 
than time enough to find a world! 
—from Columbus 


With these poignant lines James 
Russell Lowell commemorated the 
dramatic day when American history 
began on October 12th, 1492, as 
Christopher Columbus stepped from 
the plunging waves to the shore that 
marked the realization of his daring 
dream and adventure, the discovery 
of the New World. 

So, this occasion made October the 
most significant month in American 
annals, and this year, its importance 
has increased. Through the passing of 
time, October 1958, has reached the 
bi-centenary of the birth of a pioneer 
American whose outstanding public 
services and a complishments 
stemmed from his deep rooted devo- 
tion and admiration for America’s 
discoverer. And‘ curiously, this in- 
fluence resulted in works that have 
become collectanea, so that the bicen- 
tenary is of interest to today’s collec- 
tors. 

Three centuries and four days af- 
ter Columbus landed, on October 16, 
1758, there was born in the New 
World, Noah -Webster. At the time, 
he was just another baby to the citi- 
zens of West Hartford, Conn., but in 
the long life that followed, he became 
a great asset to the nation as its 
foremost authority on English and as 
a skilled, accomplished lawyer, edi- 
tor, author and statesman. 

To most of us, Webster is the ar- 
chitect of that colossal dictionary of 
English words and definitions—one 
that after 180 years still continues as 
the standard work in its field both 
here and abroad. But to collectors of 
Americana and to ardent bibliophiles, 
Webster is the author of those de- 
lightful elementary school text books 
along with political and_ scientific 
books and pamphlets. Likewise, the 
magazines and newspapers edited by 
Webster have become collectanea. 


Among the most sought after Web- 
ster items are the school texts, es- 
pecially the quaint blue-back “spell- 
er,” and of which more than one mil- 
lion copies were sold by 1861. It was 
these books that started the American 
custom and pastime of “The Spelling 
Bee” in Colonial days. Equally as 
popular are the school Readers and 
their supplements. Their simple, un- 
varnished tales still have a charm and 
appeal. Even after they were no long- 
er used in schools, some teachers hap- 
pily, used to read from them as spe- 
cial “treats”—don’t you remember? 

hen we were very young, the 
first days of school were made mem- 
orable by the “treats” from Webster’s 
Readers, particularly on October 12, 
when teacher read his story of Colum- 
bus, which in part, is as follows: 

This account made its initia] ap- 
pearance in a companion volume to 
the old reader, called The Little Read- 
ers Assistant, it was published at 
Hartford in 1791. Entitled “The Story 
of Columbus,” it begins: 

“About three hundred years ago, 
this country was not known to the 
people in Europe. Indians only lived 
here, and the face of the earth was 
eovered with woods. Columbus, a 
learned and brave man, believed he 
might find land by sailing from 
Europe westward across the ocean; 
he requested several kings to let him 
have ships and men to go on a voyage 
for this purpose, some of whom re- 
fused to encourage him, because they 
thought his scheme wild and foolish. 

“But at last, the king and queen of 
Spain were persuaded to assist Co- 
lumbus, and they furnished him with 
three ships and ninety men. He sailed 
from Spain on the third day of Au- 
gust, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand four hundred and _ ninety- 
two, and proceeded westward. When 
he had been out about three weeks, 
his men began to grow uneasy, for 
fear they should not find land, and 
never be able to return egainst the 
trade winds. Columbus kept their 
spirits alive as long as he eould; but 
finally, they threatened to throw him 
overboard, if he would not return to 
Spain immediately. 

“Columbus,” the story continues, 
“then promised, if they would con- 
tinue the course three days longer, 
and they did not in that time dis- 
cover land, he would then return to 
Spain. This promise appeased the 
murmurs of his seamen, and they pro- 
ceeded on their voyage. 

“On the morning of the third day, 
a man at mast-head cried out, Land! 

“Joy seized every heart at this un- 
expected ery: every man cordially em- 
braced his fellow, and all thonked 
their brave commander for his reso- 
lution and perseverance, Columbus re- 
ceived the glad news with the calm- 
ness of a hero; he smiled and wel- 
comed his men to a new world... .” 

Then, after completing the story of 
America’s discovery, Webster con- 
cluded by emphasizing its importance 
in these words: 

“How noble and brave was the 
whole conduct of Columbus! What a 
glorious discovery did he make! A 
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continent, many thousand miles in 
length, containing millions of acres 
of rich land, and numberless rivers 
abounding with fish. This is the good- 
ly land which we inherit, and where 
we may enjoy plenty with peace and 
freedom, Let us every child in Amer- 
ica learn to speak the praises of the 
great Columbus.” 

These were not panegyrical words 
of the moment, they were born of a 
profound feeling deep in the heart 
of a real American. We treasured 
peace and freedom and fought 
for them in the Revolutionary 
War when he joined up, after grad- 
uating from Yale in 1778. Webster 
considered Columbus as another Ja- 
son, who having found a rare golden 
fleece—‘“‘the goodly land” with its vast 
potentialities—left it as a sacred trust 
to be cherished, preserved and ad- 
ministered for the benefit of man. 

And, Webster devoted his life to 
this purpose. Always, his country 
came first, and he served it meritori- 
ously, following in the footsteps of 
two Colonial ancestors, both gover- 
nors: John Webster of Hartford, 
Conn., and William Bradford of Ply- 
mouth, Mass.; and, Noah Webster, 
too, held public offices in both of these 
states. Elected to the Connecticut 
legislature, later, he became a county 
judge. After moving to Massachu- 
setts, he served in that legislature 
and in the General Court; also, he 
helped organize Amherst College, and 
became first president of its board of 
trustees. 

After studying law and being ad- 
mitted to the Hartford bar in 1781, 
Webster delayed his legal career be- 
cause he was needed as a teacher at 
a “classical school” in Goshen, N. Y. 
Curiously, this experience was to de- 
termine the course of his life and 
have a far reaching influence on the 
English speaking wor!d—one that is 
still imminent after 175 years. 

For in teaching, Webster found the 
text books of elementary English 
were appallingly inadequate; they 
didn’t provide the solid, basic foun- 
dation for children to learn the essen- 
tials with which to master the sim- 
plest forms of reading and writing. 
Determined to have better teaching 
tools, Webster searched for more suit- 
able school texts, but in vain. as they 
were non-existent, even in Georgian 
England. 

Moreover, most Americans were not 
then concerned with general elemen- 
tarv education, being too absorbed in 
settling the immediate physical and 
political problems stemming from the 
newly won independence. Paradox- 
ically, this hard fought for indepen- 
dence was being threatened by illit- 
eracy. Webster, being a sound vision- 
ary, realized this: indeed, the new 
nation “by the people and for the peo- 
ple” could not survive long if these 
people could not spell, read and write 
in order to conduct their affairs in- 
telligently, and so maintain the free- 
dom and peace offered by indepen- 
dence, 

Finally, Webster decided the only 
way to obtain the vitally needed 
books was to write them himself! 
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This was a titanic task and a great 
challenge. The reference and research 
facilities of Colonial America were 
extremely limited, and there was 
scant background upon which to 


draw; the nation was without the

There is some uncertainty as to 
how far identification of faking can 
be expanded. Where does the term 
reproduction, or replica, end, and how 
much does intent to deceive have to 
do with the label “fake”? and so on. 

There are, however, all too many 
objects that can certainly be called 
fakes. 

Leading them are “artifacts” deli- 
berately created to be palmed off or 
sold as genuine. These are what 
most persons primarily mean when 
speaking of fakes. 

In the field of commercial faking 
one of the most celebrated cases took 
place in the ’20’s. Dealers and col- 
lectors began to suspect certain “ar- 
tifacts,” and finally one collector 
gathered evidence and presented it 
to the postal authorities, who in turn 
prepared a case against three men 
involved in the making and selling of 


the fakes. The three were tried and 
convicted. But their products had 
been sold and distributed among 


many collectors and many, perhaps 
the majority, remained in collections 
as genuine articles. Some of the 
owners did not want to admit they 
had been hoodwinked, others didn’t 
hear about the case, and some simply 
didn’t care. So even today in col- 
lections these, or similar fakes some- 
times show up. 

How were they identified? Larg- 
ely by the material. Here is an ex- 
tract from a letter received by Al- 
bert H. Griffith of Fisk, Wis., in

FAKES

the course of exposing some fakes: 

“ ,.. the entire lot .. are fakes. 
They are all made of soft stone. 
The ‘quartz’ specimens are of onyx 
rather than quartz, and the ‘granite’ 
spud is of fossiliferous limestone.” 

(Analysis by Milwaukee Public 
Museum, April 24, 1928.) 

Another anlysis reported March 9, 
1928, by C. E. Brown of The Wis- 
consin State Historical Museum 
states in part: 

«... are better made but certainly 
the products of the same clever arti- 
san who produced the others. All 
are too precisely regular in outline, 
and show no marks of use or of wea- 
thering.” 

In this analysis the “quartz” was 
calcite and the “granite” porphyritic 
syenite. 

The defendants claimed they had 
sold their goods as “modern-made,” 
and the trouble came in the resale, 
according to a news account of the 
trail. 

Another well-known case was the 
determination after considerable in- 
vestigation and commotion that cer- 
tain “eccentrics” coming out of Okla- 
homa were modern made. The in- 
teresting part about much of this 
“eccentric” material was that it did 
not imitate genuine articles at all, 
but appeared in highly unusual, often 
fantastic, forms not duplicated 
among genuine Indian artifacts. 

These are but two rather well 
known examples of commercial fak- 
ing on a large scale. Numerous 
others are known, some are unknown, 
and faking on a minor scale and 
merels’ to deceive must sadly be ad- 
mitted as all to common and pre- 
valent — in times long past as well 
as in the present. 

A query to one of the oldest and 
largest scientific institutions in the 
nation regarding a familiar artifact 
that could have been made and used 
was to the effect that in a hundred 
years of activity the museums had 
never run across an authenticated ex- 
ample and had no information of 
other scientific institutions having 
run across any. Nevertheless. the 
informant said, the museum had ob- 
jects of the kind in question in cigar 
box collections well back of the turn 
of the century. 

The inquirer was, of course, invited 
to draw his own conclusions. 

In fact the conclusions of indivi- 
duals have a major role in the matter 
of faking. 

If a war bonnet. for example, has 
been made with loving care by a

uine? 

If an Indian in 1912 experimented 
with continuance of the ancestral 
chipping of artifacts by his tribe and 
his products went into collections un- 
identified and were resold, would they 
be fakes? 

How long ago must our article 
have been made to be a “genuine” In- 
dian article fully pedigreed? Indians 
still make buckskin and bead work. 

How far may a genuine article be 
restored? Collectors are familiar 
with re-chipping. Some of it can be 
seen. Does it automatically scream 
“fake”? The best museums “restore” 
artifacts, particularly pottery. The 
ancient Indians rechipped, and some- 
times it shows. Nobody could call 
that faking. 

New appearance is no guide. An 
obsidian knife may be dug from eight 
feet underground, be washed, and 
shine like cut glass. Or it may so 
shine on one side and have a hard 
“ancient” cake of alkali “patina” on 
the weathered side. 

Nevertheless there are simon pure 
fakes and no doubts and difficulties 
involved, and they are and should be 
anathema to collectors — and every- 
thing for that matter — not merely 
because they may make an owner 
discover that “a fool and his money 
are soon parted,” but because of the 
grave and vexing errors they may 
give rise to through their acceptance, 
even for awhile, as genuine. Dili- 
gent and expert faking is, for exam- 
ple, hampering conclusions about the 
occurrence of Folsom, Yuma, and 
other ancient forms, to the extent 
that scientists are pretty completely 
reduced to reliance solely on what 
they or other scientists may actually 
find “in situ.” 

Prosecution and exposure of faking 
would seem to be the obligation of all 
sincere collectors and scientists. But, 
as will many apparently rational 
theories, this doesn’t work out. It 
seems that the public and the courts 
reflecting the public, may regard fak- 
ing lightly, may even applaud the 
faker who has been sharp enough to 
fool such fair game as eccentrics and 
highbrows. It is laborious, and of 
course unpleasant, to try to bring 
fakers to account and furthermore it 
can be costly, because a hostile court 
ean not only free the faker but later 
award him outrageous damages. 

So we had best realize that the 
old warning “Caveat emptor,” (Let 
the buyer beware) _ still prevails; 
with the United States postal laws 
and inspectors about the only pro- 
tection. 

As for the scientists, who condemn 
buying and selling along with fak- 
ing, one put it: “We have to fish in 
muddy waters.” 
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PREHISTORIC VOYAGERS 


Archaeological investigations have 
shown that a prehistoric group of 
Indians descended the Amazon river 
from the Andes to the Atlantic sev- 
eral centuries before the same trip 
was made by a European, Orellana, 
in 1541. Details supporting this con- 
clusion are presented in a recently 
issued publication of the Smithsonian 
Institution entitled “Archaeological 
Investigations at the Mouth of the 
Amazon,” by Betty J. Meggers, Re- 
search Associate, and Clifford Evans, 
Associate Curator of the Division of 
Archaeology. 

The prehistoric voyagers have long 
been known from the artificial 
mounds and elaborate pottery re- 
mains they left on the Island of 
Marajo at the mouth of the Amazon. 
The presence of these advanced cul- 
tures in the tropical forest caused 
much speculation about their origin. 
Archaeological excavation has now 
shown that the history of this group 
at the mouth of the Amazon was one 
of decline from a more highly de- 
veloped state. Many unique and dis- 
tinctive features of the pottery and 
other remains made it possible to 
trace the culture back to an origin 
in the northwestern part of South 
America. Its presence on Marajo is 
a remarkable example of a prehis- 
toric migration that spanned a con- 
tinent. 

Before and after the arrival of 
these immigrants, the Island of Mar- 
ajo was inhabited by more primitive 
peoples, comparable to _ surviving 
Indians of the Brazilian forests. The 
final groups on the islands and 
adjacent mainland were encountered 
by the first Europeans who discov- 
ered and settled the Amazon. Glass 
beads and other trade materials 
found in the village and cemetery 
sites make it possible to identify 
the places the Indians lived at the 
time of European contact and to fill 
in details missing from the historic 
record. 

This publication is the first de- 
tailed study of Brazilian archaeology 
ever published, and as such con- 
stitutes a milestone in South Ameri- 
can archaeology. It presents much 
information that aids in the recon- 
struction of the origin and develop- 
ment of culture in the vast lowland 
regions of the continent.

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THE LOST 
“GOLDEN AGE” 


There probably was a lost “Golden 
Age” in aboriginal New World cul- 
ture. Art in aboriginal America may 
have reached its heights in the jade 
carvings of Mexico and Central Amer- 
ica. This was an art which, by and 
large, has remained unknown to the 
rest of the world. The creations 
achieved by the Indian carvers rival 
and surpass those found elsewhere 
in the world. 

Such is the conclusion of the late 
Dr. William F. Foshag, former Smith- 
sonian Institution curator of geology, 
in a comprehensive report on the min- 
eralogy of jade articles recovered 
from Guatemalan archaeological sites, 
just published by the Institution. 

The artistry displayed in the Guate- 
malan jade figures, says Dr. Foshag, 
“presupposes a long and ancient ar- 
tistic development during a civiliza- 
tion or culture of which we now know 
very little. When the missing chap- 
ters in the history of Central Amer- 
ican cultures are eventually revealed 
it will more than likely be found that 
the development of the art of jade 
carving will not only parallel that 
of China but be essentially contem- 
poraneous with it. It is already ap- 
parent that the artistic zenith of the 
jade carving of China is contempora- 
neous with the apogee of hard-stone 
carving attained by the Olmecs (a 
southern Mexican people), about the 
same time. This does not imply that 
the two arts are connected in origin 
and development but that, by a cu- 
rious coincidence, the two had their 
beginnings at about the same time, 
differing in design and probably in 
significance, but comparable in tech- 
nique and merit. 

“It is unfortunate that the out- 
standing examples of hard stone carv- 
ing of the early indigenous American 
culture do not have a wider represen- 
tation among the important museums 
of the world. Otherwise their very 
high artistic merits, gauged even by 
modern standards, would be widely 
recognized. The finest of early exam- 
ples have a strength and _ simplicity 
of line and form not exceeded by any 
other culture. One need only examine 
a few of the portrait heads to rec- 
ognize in them the finest elements of 
artistic expression. Their simple sty- 
lization produces an effect that is, to 
many students of this type of art, 
more exciting and exhilarating than 
the naturalistic forms developed by 
the Greeks. Like all similar arts, 
however, the period of early pure art 
was followed by a period of deca- 
dence in which intricacies and frivoli- 
ties of design were introduced and 
naturalistic tendencies became more 
evident, although some designs of 
pure line and concept persisted even 
into Aztec time.” 

This period of decadence was well 
under way when the Spaniards first 
reached Central America. Supplant- 
ing of indigenous cultures and arts 
by European forms took place. Sour- 


ces and supply of jade soon were lost. 
They probably already had been badly 
depleted. 

“With this loss of an advanced in- 
digenous art,” says Dr. Foshag, “the 
folklore associated with it also large- 
ly disappeared. So thoroughly was the 
appreciation of jade eradicated from 
the indigenous mind that knowledge 
of the material, its arts, and its folk- 
lore apparently disappeared also from 
a region where a few years previous- 
ly it had been held in high esteem— 
a jewel] appropriate to the kings and 
gods.” 

Although widely spread through 
Middle and South America, the re- 
port points out, the jade culture ap- 
parently reached its ultimate in Mex- 
ico and Guatemala. The report is 
based largely on the extensive collec- 
tions of the Instituto de Antropolo- 
gia e Historia of Guatemala. Included 
in this collection are many articles 
gathered by archaeologists of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington 
during extensive excavations of the 
long lost, jungle-buried cities of Ka- 
minaljuyu, Nebaj, Acasaguastlan, and 
Uaxactun. 





THE ACOMAS — 
A PUEBLO TRIBE 


The Acoma Indians of New Mex- 
ico, a Pueblo tribe dwelling on top 
of a 357-foot high rock in the oldest 
continuously inhabited site in the 
United States, also have their “Queen 
of the May,” although the appropri- 
ate ceremonies are held in February 
or March. 

The Acoma dance, “an invitation 
to the flowers to bloom again,” in 
which the boys who take part paint 
their nearly naked bodies pink, is de- 
scribed by the late Dr. Frances Dens- 
more, Smithsonian Institution re- 
search associate, in a publication on 
Pueblo music recently issued by the 
Institution’s Bureau of American Eth- 
nology. 

The most prominent person in this 
dance, Dr. Densmore relates, “is an 
unmarried girl who may be selected 
from any family in the village. The 
dancers are 20 unmarried boys. The 
girl wears a ceremonial blanket as 
a robe and her hair is arranged in 
“Squash blossoms.” The boys wear 
leggings and moccasins, and their 
bodies are painted pink without dec- 
orative designs. Beads and shells are 
around their necks and wrists. The 
sash commonly worn by women is 
worn by the boys at this time. Their 
headdresses are made of artificial 
flowers and eagle down. The women 
make the flowers in all colors, and ar- 
range them in alittle fillet with three 
tall tufts of eagle down, one above 
each ear and one in the middle of 
the front. If a boy has long hair it 
is tied in a bunch at the nape of 
his neck.” 

When all is ready for the dance, 
Dr. Densmore relates, “a ceremonial 
blanket is spread for the girl to kneel 
upon. She kneels on one knee and 
beats a vase drum, using a stick 
with a wide hoop at the end.” 
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“The dancers stand in a line in 
front of the drum, with their faces 
toward one end of the line. Each boy 
has a turtle-shell rattle, fastened be- 
low his right knee, its sound mark- 
ing the time as he dances. In his 
right hand he carries a gourd rattle 
and in his left he has a cane flute.” 

“The girl then sings her song alone. 
It is short and has no words. At first 
the drumbeat is slow, then it grows 
faster and comes to a sudden stop, 
which is the signal for the boys to 
join in the singing and begin to 
dance.” 





EUROPE’S INFLUENCE 
ON AMERICAN 
INDIAN TRIBES 


If you would like to know how 
Europe’s influence modified the life 
and work of American Indian tribes 
all over the country visit the Newark 
(N.J.) Museum’s exhibition entitled 
“Blankets and Beads; Bullets and 
Broncos” which opened on June 20 
and continues through 1958. 

Totem poles, wool blankets, bead 
and silver work are associated in 
the minds of most as having origin- 
ated with the so-called typical Ameri- 
can Indian, but few people realize 
that these appeared after the Euro- 
pean came on the scene. 

Totem poles had to be carved with 
knives and tools, metals for which 
were introduced by Europeans; glass 
beads were brought for barter; sil- 
ver work came from Spain through 
Mexico; and sheep, from which wool 
blankets are made, were originally 
brought from Europe. 

Sheep were not the only animals 
introduced to the American Indian— 
horses too were unknown to the In- 
dian until introduced by Europeans. 
Illustrating the varied uses of the 
animal are objects decorated with 
horse hair and teeth. 

Even the effect of European fashion 
in footwear is reflected in high-but- 
ton moccasins. Colorful birch bark 
boxes, porcupine quill weaving and 
other woven objects show the use of 
European dyes which, like firearms, 
were quickly adopted from Europe. 
Costumed figures, articles of clothing 
and dolls reveal the intricate bead 
work made by Indians, as well as 
the effect of European design. 

Examples of pottery and basketry 
illustrate Indian crafts which resist- 
ed European influence. Included 
among objects of pure Indian inven- 
tion are the game of lacrosse, snow 
shoes, and Indian cradles. 

Most of the material on exhibit is 
from the Museum’s collections. Loans 
come from the American Museum of 
Natural History, Princeton Univer- 
sity Museum of Natural History, Rut- 
gers University’s Athletic Division, 
the Bergen County Historical Society, 
and Charles D. Philhower, President 
of the Archeological Society of New 
Jersey.

Protecting Your 
Weapons Collections 


By HARRY WANDRUS 


Once having acquired an item for 
your collection, you’re naturally con- 
cerned about whether it’s all com- 
plete, that it will be safe from theft, 
that it works if it has mechanism, 
and we hope, but this is not too 
often the case, that you will be 
concerned about _ its’ protection 
against the elements. Ironically 
enough too much protection will 
sometimes ruin perfectly good fire- 
arms, viz., the overheated, drying 
atmosphere of many apartments

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stocks. Sometimes, too, weapons 
which have acquired a patina of 
rust on their iron, crud on their 
wooden parts and a nice, rich brown 
on their brass parts will, after clean- 
ing, be subject to disintegration at 
a pace much accelerated from that 
when they were left dirty. 


Metals 


In our temperate climate our great- 
est concern is with the rusting of 
iron in all types of weapons and 
defensive armour—this is influenced 
largely by the finish of the weapon, 
for example, a highly polished piece 
of steel will resist corrosion more 
than a rough, pitted surface because 
the moisture doesn’t have a foot- 
hold, so to speak, in which to cause 
corrosion. Moisture is the bane of 
iron, and while other factors such 
as chemicals, e.g. the salt from ones 
hands, temperature, etc., are influ- 
ential in the formation of corrosion 
products it seldom results without 
it. 

Finishes such as browning and 
blueing, though both of these are 
controlled oxidation, rusting if you 
wish, give only moderate protection 
especially if the parts have been 
handled a good deal and some slight 
wear may have resulted. It is dis- 
tressing to see bright red patches 
on a beautifully blued weapon, but 
it can and does happen. The patina, 
usually muddy brown, which is often 
on old weapons is often a deterrent 
to corrosion. There probably has 
never been an analysis of its com- 
position although it probably rep- 
resents a mixture of rust, oil, salt, 
dirt and sweat well rubbed in and 
around to form a tight protective 
film. Iron rust alone on a surface 
does not protect the iron beneath 
it as does, for example, an oxidized 
film of aluminum which prevents 
further oxidation of pure aluminum. 


Probably the only other problem J 


metal to be encountered is brass, 
but except in extreme cases such 
as where the weapon has been buried 
will there be extreme disintegrating 


corrosion. Brass corrosion will not § 


protect the brass beneath it if of the 
green-white — black cakey type, but 
a well-rubbed patina will offer some- 
thing of a barrier. Bronze-brasses 
might be affected by the “bronze

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disease” although this is rather un- 
likely in most weapons. 

Silver ornamentation will tarnish, 
especially that on flat surfaces such 
as stock ornamentation, rough cast- 
ings do not seem to fare so or per- 
haps not noticeably so since the 
roughness somewhat disguises the 
tarnish. The cause here is the pres- 
ence of sulfur derivatives in the air 
and nothing can be done about them 
as such; moisture is a contributing 
factor here as in the case of iron. 

Lead will corrode generally from 
the influence of sulfur derivatives 
and in conditions much like those 
affecting silver. German silver and 
similar alloys which are found as 
incidental gun ornaments will suffer 
from the same source though usual- 
ly to a lesser degree. 

Wood 

The wooden portions of firearms 
are seldom as seriously affected by 
destructive agents as the metallic. 
Nevertheless, some things can happen 
to them and while most of these 
are not of great consequence, a few 
are. 

Dry rot is a condition which re- 
quires a certain dampness, at least 
initially, and is essentially a mould 
or fungus condition in which the 
wood is gradually destroyed, drys, 
and crumbles under usage. Dry rot 
isn’t found too often in gun stocks, 
but might be. Probably as import- 
ant as dampness is excessive dryness 
in which case the wood will split, 
crack or warp. It may result from 
change of location of the weapon 
concerned, that is from one climate 
to another, or in moving from one 
type of home to another. Modern 
dry, central heating has helped in 
ruining many weapons, temporarily, 
if not permanently. Oil will ruin 
some wood especially if it is modern 
machine oil and if it does not cause 
trouble through softening of the 
wood will contribute towards making 
it unattractive by picking up all sorts 
of dirt. 

By far the most dangerous de- 
structive agents are insects, and 
among these puobably the most dan- 
gerous in this country, are the 
powder post beetles which will riddle 
a stock causing it to eventually 
crumble. They keep below the sur- 
face skin of the wood, but can be 
detected by the tell-tale entrance 
holes and the sawdust which falls 
out of them. Activity can be verified 
by holding the weapon upside down, 
with hole downward that is, and 
poundirg on it with the other fist. 
Sawdust will usually indicate that 
the beetles are still active. There 
are other wood destroying insects 
such as attack wooden panels, but 
these are not met with so often in 
gunstocks; occasional reference will 
be had to termite infestation in guns 
stored in damp, ground-floored base- 
ments, but this isn’t likely to be of 
concern to the average collector. 

Also in the not -commonly - met 
class are the depredations caused by 
rodents and small wildlife. Mice will 
on occasion attack wood for its salt 
or oil content, but more likely work 
on leather things such as slings and 
cheek pads such as one might find 
on the German hunting rifles a gen- 
eration ago. Porcupines will chew up 
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stocks for the salt contents and here 
the older the gun, the more salt. 


Protective Measures 


Besides protection, a collector is 
most concerned with appearance, 
and this can be influenced greatly 
by the way the weapon is cleaned, 
if this is to be done at all, and by 
the appearance of the protective 
coating. There are two schools of 
thought on cleaning—those who will 
tolerate no cleaning at all and those 
who insist on returning the object 
to what it looked like when it was 
first made. If a good, “natural” ap- 
pearance cannot be obtained by 
cleaning, and if the weapon has a 
nice antique patina with no hint of 
corrosion, it is sometimes better left 
that way. Too many original blue 
and brown gun finishes have been 
removed by the cleaner in the mis- 
taken notion that these represent 
corrosion. The sort of protective fin- 
ish used is influenced too by wheth- 
er the weapon is to be handled fre- 
quently, occasionally, what protec- 
tion it will have from the elements, 
e.g. unheated, heated building, damp 
areas, subject to being touched, 
whether it is to be stored for later 
reference, etc. The following mater- 
ials may be of value for protecting 
your collection: 

1. Oils and greases: These have 
found more universal usage than any 
other material and for storage grease 
is still among the best preservative 
materials. Most light oils make for 
good protection though they have 
the disadvantage of picking up dirt 
and messing up hands and clothing 
and as such will never be the ideal 
protection. Some greases are quite 
hard and the cosmolines in some 
types will form surfaces that can 
be handled with a minimum of con- 
tamination—only trouble with them 
is general appearance—a film often 
varying from transparent - translu- 
cent to an iodine brown. A number 
of grades of a fine grease-like prod- 
ucts are available from the Cities 
Service Oil Company under the name 
of “Anti-Corrode”—these are actu- 
ally nothing more than refined cos- 
molines in that they contain a grease 
and a drying oil with various addi- 
tives to make for faster evaporation, 
flowing, etc. Weapons should be 
cleaned with a solvent such as tur- 
pentine to remove salt. fingerprints. 
etc., and the weapon liberally coated 
using a brush. The nice part of 
using cosmoline for storage is that 
the wood and ali can be “slopped 
over.” allowed to dry and vacked 
away. In the museum and collection 
at Chickamauga-Chattanooga Na- 
tional Battlefield Park, the entire 
Fuller Collection of American Mar- 
tial Lone Arms, numbering some 350 
pieces, is treated with Anti-Corrode 
with some _ refinement. Here the 
weapons were coated with the srease 
and after drying for 30 minutes 
were lightly wiped with a lint free 
cloth to remove all obvious grease, 
but still maintaining a very thin 
layer. Of course, here there is no 
problem with humidity because both 
the building and cases are well pro- 
tected, and further, the collection is 
never handled except by versonnel 
wearing cloth gloves. After four 
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years no visible signs of rust have 
occurred. The advantage of using 
the anti-corrode treatment is that it 
can be used on wood as well, though 
the manufacturers have no reason 
to be recommending such usage. 

Waxes: During the past five 
years, certain waxes, such as Esquire 
Neutral or Transparent, have been 
successfully used on armour, and in 
fact the entire collection of the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art is now so 
protected. Disadvantages of its use 
on entire weapons, particularly fire- 
arms, is the build-up of chunky 
Pieces in cracks and crevices which 
are difficult to remove or to make 
look good. 

A number of hard but fluid type 
waxes have appeared and the Ander- 
oil Company of Chester, Md., is mar- 
keting a brush-on wax which re- 
quires little or no polishing, but 
which provides hard protection such 
that the object can be handled. An- 
other company has marketed a sim- 
ilar liquid-hard wax sold in spray 
cans and called “Gun-Sol.” We’ve 
seen and used this. Generally, waxes 
provide a handsomer finish than the 
greases, and once dry offer a more 
permanent protection. 

8. Lacquers: These offer fine pro- 
tection of metallic weapons, but re- 
quire that firearms be at least par- 
tially disassembled so that the metal 
parts can be brushed or sprayed 
away from the wood. A great many 
museum-type displays utilize the con- 
venience of this protection and prop- 
erly applied it can be used on items 
which are to receive a good deal of 
handling. The most important pre- 
caution to be taken in preparing 
the material for lacquering is to 
make certain that all moisture and 
grease, fingerprints included, is re- 
removed, and this is perhaps best 
done by wiping with a fairly wet 
rag soaked with acetone. Evapora- 
tion of this will usually carry away 
moisture. 

Spray cans of acrylic resins are 
available at most art supply stores 
and are most commonly found under 
the brand name, Krylon, Perhaps 
a more durable coating is obtained 
in using some of the metal brush- 
ing lacquers, but this takes practice 
and experience in order that it does 
not become too obvious. These lac- 
quers are most often cellulose ace- 
tate, but could be one of many dif- 
ferent plastic bases.

The Naval Ordnance Laboratory at 
Silver Spring, Md., recently revealed 
the development of a hyper-velocity 
cannon that fires missiles at speeds 
of 12,000 miles per hour. Not truly 
a weapon, but rather a testing de- 
vice, it utilizes two firing chambers 
which are filled with a mixture of 
helium, oxygen and hydrogen.

The Arthur H. Clark Company, 
Glendale 4, Calif., have announced 
the release of a new book of interest 
to Wild West enthusiasts and gun 
collectors alike. It is entitled “Spirit 
Gun of the West,” the story of Doc. 
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W. F. Carver, who was a plainsman, 
buffalo hunter, medicine chief, and 
most importantly to us a champion 
marksman and originator of the Wild 
West Show. Written by Raymond 
Thorp it sells for $8.50 postpaid.

We’d never thought about it be- 
fore, but recently we were told of 
one of the reasons for the apparent 
lack of Irish, Scotch and English 
armour, particularly of the earlier 
periods. Summed up in a few words 
—the damp climate which quickly 
rusts any unprotected iron, and in 
the days of inadequate means of af- 
fording proper protective coatings, 
suits were quickly rusted and cleaned 
into nothingness.

“Arms” or “armories,” so-called be- 
cause originally displayed upon de- 
fensive armour, and ‘“coats-of-arms” 
because formerly embroidered upon 
the surcoat or camise worn over the 
armour, are supposed to have been 
first used at the great German tour- 
naments, and to have reached Eng- 
land, though to a very moderate ex- 
tent, in the time of Henry II, and 
Coeuer de Lion. The shield, as the 
most obvious piece of the defensive 
armour, was that upon which arms 
were first displayed.” Pp. 683-5, The 
Encyclopedia Brittanica, 1888.

It’s still another three years be- 
fore the hundredth anniversary of 
the beginning of the Civil War, but 
the National Park Service is already 
starting work on new museums to 
commemorate historic events relat- 
ing to it. Immediate projects include 
a museum at Gettysburg, another at 
Richmond, and the restoration of the 
Peterson House, where Abraham Lin- 
coln died after his assassination. 


THE TULA SWORD FACTORY 


The foundation of the cutlery, or 
probably more correctly sword, man- 
ufactory at the arms city of Tula in 
Russia dates to the early 1730’s and 
came about through the desires of 
one ruler and the whims of another. 
When King Frederick William, who 
might perhaps be better known as 
the father of King Frederick the 
Great of Prussia, ascended the throne 
he came into the command of the 
country and more importantly to him, 
the control of the treasury. With a 
source of money King William* at- 
tempted to do publicly what he had 
been forced to do surreptitiously 
while a prince, that is to raise a regi- 
ment of men who were bigger and 
taller than any of the average sol- 
diers in his or any army. The troops 
were Grenadiers and they were re- 
ferred to unofficially as the Giant 
Grenadiers, all men to be six feet or 
greater. But such men came in lim- 
ited number and it was not very 
long before it became apparent that 
Prussia could supply but a limited 
number of men meeting such stand- 
ards. An elaborate system of recruit- 
ing officers was established and these 
men traveled the world getting men 
to enlist for bounties, rewards, etc.; 
if likely prospects did not react fa- 
vorably they were just as likely to 
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be kidnapped and the regiment soon 
contained men from practically every 
European and Asian country. It too, 
became the custom of reigning mon- 
archs to curry the favor of the Prus- 
sian King and ncthing did this bet- 
ter than the gift of several very tall 
men for the regiment, whereby hangs 
the tale of the Tula Sword Factory. 
In 1730-1 the Empress Anne of Rus- 
sia was desirous of getting European 
Craftsmen for the establishment of 
a factory and the Prussian King sug- 
gested that he might be able to help 
her. She requested for six years serv- 
ice one master swordsmith with ham- 
merer, one master hardener with la- 
bourer, one polisher with labourer 
and one scythesmith with a labourer. 
It just so happened that at the Hague 
there was a cutlery factory manned 
by English operatives of first rate 
quality and the King of Prussia, 
through his recruiters tried to per- 
suade these men to take service in 
Russia, which offer they refused. They 
were subsequently abducted and 
formed the nucleus of craftsmen at 
the Tula Sword Factory. 

What did Frederick William get out 
of it—why, a gift of several tall men 
for his Regiment.

FIREARMS BOOKS 


A Pictorial History of U. S. Single-Shot 


Martial Pistols by James M. Kalman 
and C. Meade Patterson. 112 pages. 
Sons, Dec. 


$22.50. Charles Scribner’s

An unusual work on rare Amer- 
ican martial pistols was recently pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
New York City. James M. Kalman 
and C. Meade Patterson have com- 
bined their respective talents as illus- 
trator and writer and their mutual 
interest in gun collecting to produce 
a distinguished volume entitled A 
Pictorial History of U.S. Single-Shot 
Martial Pistols. 

The book, published in a strictly 
limited edition with each copy num- 
bered and signed, is a collector’s item 
itself. Kalman, an ardent gun collec- 
tor as well as a professional artist 
and illustrator, has executed 44 wa- 
ter color paintings of rare pistols un- 
obtainable to most collectors. All were 
drawn to scale and are reproduced 
in full color in an 11x14-inch book. 
Many of the pieces illustrated are 
seldom seen by even the most en- 
thusiastic and persistent collectors. 

The text of A Pictorial History of 
U.S. Single-Shot Martial Pistols re- 
flects an equal dedication to histor- 
ical accuracy. Mr. Patterson is an 
authority on firearms collecting and 
antique firearms, Many of the pistols 
from his own collection are illus- 
trated in the book. His foreword trac- 
es the history of the single-shot pis- 
tol and points up the book’s organiza- 
tion into two major parts: 1) “Pri- 
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mary Pistols,” consisting of these ac- 
tually adopted and ordered by our 
national military services; and 2) 
“Important Secondary U. S. Martial 
Pistols,” including among others, 
those of an experimental nature. 


Strange as it may seem, the revol- 
ver has been in common use only a 
little over a century. During the Civil 
War, single shot pistols were used 
side by side with percussion revol- 
vers and in the South where there 
were never enough firearms, single 
shot pistols served throughout the 
war. 


“AMERICAN KNIVES, The First His- 
tory and Collector’s Guide” by Harold 
L. Peterson. Scribners, New York. 
178pp, illustrated. $4.95. 


Here is an extremely readable book 
with a style so flowing that one is 
disappointed to find that he has gone 
through it as if reading a good 
story — and discovers all too un- 
happily that there isn’t any more. 
This is the author’s first effort at 
a lighter type work and one which 
we feel is an eminently successful 
one both in its intent and saleability, 
and yet having much of the thor- 
oughness about it which has been so 
characteristic of his earlier books. 


“American Knives” jis the first 
work ever done on this subject, at 
any rate for knives of American 
manufacture and usage and the au- 
thor indicates that it is only a be- 
ginning and that he not only hopes 
to make more detailed and revised 
editions in the future, but hopes also 
that it will inspire much more re- 
search and study of what up to now 
has been a neglected collecting field. 
We are surprised at the variety of 
knives of all and various sorts, be- 
ing, I think, somewhat in the con- 
ditioned mind that when one thinks 
of a knife it must either be some- 
thing in the kitchen or one’s pocket. 


Much as with his other books Pe- 
terson introduces us first to what 
we’re talking about and a full chap- 
ter is devoted to names and nomen- 
clature, from here we get into knives 
of the early explorers and colonists 
with many examples illustrated from 
archaeological findings and extant 
specimens to be found in American 
and European coilections. The Bowie 
knife and related knives probablv re- 
ceives more space than any others 
and probably justly so because of the 
influence it had on American knife 
design and history surrounding it. 
The Army and its knives receive 
space along with the various and 
interesting Naval Dirks which repre- 
sent an almost endless variety and 
probably unattainable collecting field. 
Remaining chapters deal with the 
Indian knives, pocket knives and how 
knives are made (also were made) 
and how to keep and sharpen them. 
There is an appendix on American 
knife makers. 

_ With the collecting of these gain- 
ing impetus every year it’ll be the 
wise arms collector indeed who learns 
all he can of knives ana of the in- 
formation to be gleaned from this 
work.

Covered Bridge Collecting 


Having been a card collector for 
the past 25 years—since I was 12 
years old—it’s hard to pick one fa- 
vorite subject about which to write 
of the many different categories cov- 
ered in my large specialized collec- 
tion. My cards range in every thing 
from Art to Zeppelins but when any 
one asks me what my number one 
post card topic is I will have to truth- 
fully say that it’s a toss up between 
Lincoln and Covered Bridges: Since 
so much has already been written 
about “Old Abe”, especially every 
February, I will choose my other fa- 
vorite for this article. 


I think Covered Bridge Cards are a 
favorite with many, that is, if you 
are not collecting cards as a means 
to get rich quick but are collecting 
only for the mere enjoyment of col- 
lecting. I don’t know of any covered

bridge card that would be worth $100 
or $1,000 as some of the fantastic 
stories that have been circulated 
would have you believe about other 
cards. If you were to acquire a large 
collection of covered bridge cards you 
would have to include many black 
and white photo cards as well as 
many modern Kodachrome cards be- 
cause, although the oldies exist, they 
don’t seem to be as numerous as in 
other categories. Fifty years ago cov- 
ered wooden bridges were so common 
that post card manufacturers didn’t 
think a post card of a_ barn-like 
bridge would be a selling item. Trav- 
elers and vacationers were more in- 
terested in sending cards to the folks 
back home of their hotel with an “X” 
mark to locate their room, or a card 
of the railroad depot or one of the 
many corny comics that flooded the 
market, 


Now that only slightly more than 
one thousand of these horse and bug- 
gy bridges remain in the United 
States we are awakening to their val- 
ue aS an important part of Amer- 
icana. My booklet “Covered Bridge 
Timber,” which was recently pub- 
lished, shows that covered bridges of 
one type or another now remain in 
all but 15 states. Canada has more of 
them than we do, our 49th’ state, 
Alaska, has a few of them, the two 
oldest covered bridges in the world are 
in Switzerland at Luzern, one was 
built in 1833 and the other in 1408. 
Covered bridges of various types 
are also found in Norway, Russia, 
China, Bhutan, India, Dutch Indies, 
Germany and Italy. Please do not in- 
clude the Bridge of Sighs in Venice 
or the Old Shop Bridge in Florence, 
like many collectors have done, these 
are not covered bridges in the same 
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sense of the word. If you want to 
include them, you could also do like 
one collector who sent me a card of 
an old iron bridge over the Ohio 
River in Cincinnati. On the card he 
wrote this message: “This is the only 
covered bridge we have in Cincinnati, 
it’s covered with rust.” 


Most of the covered bridge cards 
come from Vermont and New Hamv- 
shire, because of this, mdst people 
take it for granted that this is where 
the majority of covered bridges are 
located. Such is not the case, Ohio 
has more of them than any other 
state, then comes Oregon, Pennsylva- 
nia and Indiana, in that order. Ver- 
mont ranks fifth and New Hampshire 
sixth. These two New England States 
also have a few interesting railroad 
covered bridges. I understand that a 
few of the western states also have 
railroad covered bridges, if any one 
knows where these are located or 
where I can get cards or photographs 
of them, please let me hear from you. 
In fact, I am alweys interested in get- 
ting anything at all pertaining to 
covered bridges. és 


A true collector is not just content 
with accumulating as many cards of 
any given subject but they try to find 
out as much as they can about that 
subject. Along with my card collec- 
tion I have a large Lincoln library 
and practically every book published 
on the subject of covered bridges, at 
least every book I know of: 


It is interesting to know why they 
were covered, how they were built, 
the stories and legends connected 


with them and the people who built 
them. 


Many reasons are advanced about 
why bridges were covered, but the 
most logical is the economic reason. 
They were built of wood because wood 
was more plentiful than any other 
material and they were covered to 
protect the floors from the elements. 


Several covered bridges have fig- 
ured in our country’s history; take 
for instance the covered bridge at 
Philippi, W. Va., which is now pre- 
served as a state shrine. On June 8, 
1861, the bridge was full of sleeping 
southern soldiers. They were awak- 
ened by the noise of Union cannon 
and the first land battle of the Civil 
War followed. 


Most of the covered bridges pic- 
tured on post cards have an interest- 
ing story connected with them, if you 
learn more about these historic old 
landmarks your collection will take 
on a new meaning. 


These symbols of a vanishing era 
are rapidly being replaced by more 
enduring, but less picturesque struc- 
tures of steel and concrete. There is, 
however, evidence of a trend toward 
preservation of these bridges, when- 
ever possible. 


Henry Ford’s Greenfield Village in 
Dearborn, Mich., contains a covered 
bridge moved there from Pennsylva- 
nia. It spans an artificial lake. 


The state of Massachusetts has re- 
built two covered bridges within the 
last eight years. Connecticut’s High- 
way Department completely rebuilt 
one of their three remaining covered 


spans in 1947, reinforcing it to pro- 
vide service for at least another half 
century. 


In Indiana at least three covered 
bridges are being preserved in state 
and city parks, one at Turkey Run, 
one at the entrance to Brown County 
State Park and one was moved intact 
from the southern part of the state 
to Fair Grounds in Crown Point. 


Even though these picturesque 
structures are rapidly disappearing 
from our country’s landscape, memo- 
ries of them will linger in the minds 
of many of us, all we have to do is 
thumb through the pages of our cov- 
ered bridge post card album. 
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James Whitcomb Riley 


From Greenfield, Ind., come price- 
less cards of the beloved Hoosier Poet, 
James Whitcomb Riley. There are two 
views of the house in Greenfield 
where Riley was born in 1853. The 
house has two stories across the front, 
with a long ell of one story. There 
are views in a black and white set 
showing the genial poet dressed in a 
Sunday suit with buttoned vest, black 
string tie, pinc-nez spectacles, and an 
umbrella; Riley’s birthplace; and the 
old swimming hole with a small vi- 
gnette of the poet in the upper cen- 
ter of the view. One card which be- 
longs to a “Riley Series No. 503,” 
Copyright 1912 by Majestic Publish- 
ing Co. is in sepia with a quotation 
and an inset of Riley. The quotation 
is surrounded by a conventional de- 
sign of flowers. 


“Ef you want somepin’, 
and jes dead-set 
A-pleadin, fer it 
with both eyes wet, 
And tears won’t bring it, 
W’y you try sweat.” 


From Greenfield comes a view of 


the Statue of James Whitcomb Riley 
erected by American schoo] children.

There are a number of Riley quo- 
tation and poem cards. One in sepia 
with picture of Cobb Shinn is evi- 
dently a part of a group or series.

In some cases, whole poems of Ri- 
ley’s are printed on embossed greet- 
ing cards. One at hand is the poem 
“Just Be Glad.” It is on two cards 
almost identical except that one is 
embossed, the other smooth. The em- 
bossed card is printed in bright gold, 
the other in dull. 

One beautifully embossed card of 
the Winsch type is a Thanksgiving 
greeting: We do not know if this card 
is part of a series of Riley quotations, 
or a series of quotations from vari- 
ous poets. 

Two very interesting cards that be- 
long to one set are in color with pic- 
tures by Cobb Shinn. They are pub- 
lished by “Import Post Card Co., In- 
dianapolis, Ind., from Riley’s ‘After- 
whiles.’ Conyrighted in 1997, by the 
Scofield-Pierson, Co.’ These two 
cards are from “Knee-deep in June” 
and “The Little Town o’ Tailholt.” 

Another beautiful quotation card 
is an Ernest Nister card printed in 
Bavaria and sold by E. P. Dutton. 





It is a birthday greeting with this 


quotation: 


“Robins in the peach tree, 
Bluebirds in the pear, 
Blossoms over each tree 
In the orchard there. 


Where’s a heart as mellow, 
Where’s a soul as free, 
Where is any fellow 

We would rather be.” 


Since we have so many Riley cards 
in types that usually come in sets, 
since Riley was at the height of his 
popularity during the early post card 
craze, We are very sure that some 
real “sleuthing” would turn up a good 
Riley collection.

Quartzite to Yuma 


As the fall is approaching and the 
weather on the desert moderating, it’s 
time we suggested some localities for 
winter rockhounding. There is some- 
thing about the western deserts that 
though indefinable, gets into your 
blood. The first time I headed over 
Tehachepi Pass and into the desert 
(going east from Bakersfield, Calif.), 
it hit me just as I saw far away in 
the valley, the lights of my first 
desert town. 

Were I to romanticize, I might say 
the ghosts of the millions of lives of 
the many eons and changing condi- 
tions of that great area, were whis- 
pering to me. Surely there is history 
here. All this region, except the high- 
est peaks, was once under water, and 
the salt water of the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, at one time stretched far 
north into southern Idaho, and reced- 
ing left sea life, and animal life. The 
section is rich in Indian tradition. The 
Indians here had culture. Witness the 
workmanship of the Navajos and oth- 
er tribes, 

Then the “west-ward-ho-ers,” their 
clashes with the natives, and their

gold fever. All this is in the air of 
the desert plus its own softness, the 
clear air and stars at night, and its 
own plant and animal life. But an 
end to romancing. 

Quartzite gets its name from the 
great amount of quartz of the region. 
There are canyons south of Quar- 
tzite where good quartz crystals can 
be found. If I seem indefinite, it’s be- 
cause it was ten years ago, since I 
was last there. 

The rockhound fraternity has a 
habit of collecting with a thorough- 
ness that is surprising. However, one 
of that fraternity last spring told me 
he had found considerable quartz 
crystals in the area indicated, so you, 
too, may be lucky. North of Quarizite 
and towards the Colorado River, I 
found large boulders of excellent du- 
mortierite. While that, too, has been 
assiduously sought, it’s a large area, 
and there should be much left to 
gather, 

Going south, the great region east 
of Signal Peak offers one of the least 
prospected areas left in this nation. 
This is mineralized country. West of 
the Peak you will find old copper mines 
with interesting minerels. But few 
prospectors have ever ventured east- 
ward. Now with good transportation 
(trucks, pick-ups and jeeps) you can 
cover much ground and get into vir- 
gin territory. 

See the Castle Dome Mine toward 
the South. There you may sit on the 
dumps and with your prospecting 
pick. make octohedrons of fluorite 
This is an interesting dump area, 
too. The fluorite on these dumps is 
pink. But when it came out of the 
mine it was green. The truth is that 
heat will drive out the green color, 
so in this case the sun has done it. 
But take the same fluorite green as 
it first comes out of the mine and 
put it on a stove and it will turn 
pink. We are told by texts that if 
this pink fluorite is placed under 
X-rays it will return to its green col-

or. Some of this fluorite is unfrac- 
tured enough to be polished. 

Use only trued wheels to grind and 
do all your work on fluorite under 
water. After you get it to a 320 
sanding, use rouge on a cotton buff 
for final polish. Tin oxide and other 
hard oxides makes it too hot and it 
will spall on you. Other minerals at 
the Castle Dome mine include spha- 
lerite and galena. Sometimes these 
occur in the fluorite, but with care 
you can cut and polish a piece of 
flourite with crystals of galena, pyrite 
or sphalerite right inside. An inter- 
esting show piece. Chalcedony, arrow 
heads and petrified wood are also 
found in this region. The rockhounds 
of Yuma will be of help in advising 
of the best to collect in the area. 
any rate you won’t go unreward- 
ed.

FOSSILS OF DAPHOENUS 


Two excellent fossils skulls of an 
animal that apparently was a close 
relative of the common ancestor of 
the dogs of today have been obtained 
by Smithsonian Institution paleonto- 
logists. 

This creature was Daphoenus, 
about the size of a collie, which 
lived in the Oligocene geological 
period, a time when the dog and cat 
lines were less widely separated, but 
taking on essentially their present 
forms. The skulls were obtained by 
Dr. C. L. Gazin, Smithsonian curator 
of vertebrate paleontology, from a 
fossil bed north of Harrison, Nebr., 
which also yielded specimens of Oli- 
gocene horses. 

The Miocene period, next follow- 
ing Oligocene, was about 25 million 
years ago. At that time there were 
several genera of doglike animals— 
some gigantic carnivores as big as 
modern grizzly bears whose remains 
sometimes have been mistaken for 
those of primitive bears. All now 
are extinct, but from one of the 
smaller forms emerged the major 
groups of extant canines — the do- 
mestic dogs, coyotes, wolves, the 
dholes or wild dogs of southeast 
Asia, foxes, fennecs, etc. 

These various modern types differ 
quite markedly, but all are included 
in the dog family. The evolution of 
this family is fairly well defined, 
and the common ancestor in the Oli- 
gocene, it is generally agreed, was 


Pseudocynodictis, an animal some- 
what like Daphoenus, but much 
smaller.

heritage of a venerable old civiliza- 
tion, ancient legends, folklore and 
scholarly works. During the next two 
years, teacher Webster used his schoo] 
classes as testing laboratories for 
the text books which he was strug- 
gling to write. Nightly, he revised 
from his classroom notes, then wrote 
a new version, often writing over 
and over again from the same idea 
according to the reactions of differ- 
ent pupils. 

In 1785, at Hartford, Webster pub- 
lished his first text, calling it, A 
Grammatical Institute of the English 
Language. This consisted of three sep- 
arate books: a grammar, a speller 
and a reader. These, compared to the 
thousands of thick, sturdy school texts 
that abound today, may seem like 
quaint, little old fashioned volumes 
offering charming collectanea, but be- 
sides their being both the pioneer and 
fundamental American educational 
work, it is their highly significant role 
in early American history that make 
them so sought after by collectors. 

For, this early work was second in 
importance only to the Declaration 
of Independence in the opinion of sev- 
eral historians, They consider Web- 
ster’s triumvirate as the Declara- 
tion’s corollaries of faith, hope and 
charity, forming the pivot of literacy 
upon which the nation’s future de- 
pended in no small way. 

Of these three, only “charity” needs 
to be interpreted here, perhaps. Web- 
ster’s books had a definite charitable 
aspect in that they made possible edu- 
cation that otherwise would have been 
non-existent. Specifically, the swift 
advance of the American frontier car- 
ried families to the wilderness and 
remote sections of the mid and south- 
west where there were no schools or 
teachers, much less text books. 

Word of Webster’s books soon 
spread as they were used in most of 
the nation’s schools, and the children 
welcomed their charming essay form 
that was a striking contrast to the 
Puritanical, dry New England Prim- 
er, a make-shift elementary text used 
in the North. Isolated from schools 
and books, frontier families sent East 
for Webster’s new books so they could 
teach their children. 

The popularity was marked by a 
phenomenal sale that continued and 
increased for years. During the twen- 
ty years that Webster worked on his 
dictionary, he was able to support 
his family in comfort just from the 
spelling book’s annual income, al- 
though the royalty he received on 
each copy was less than one cent! 

Progress on the dictionary w2s in- 
terrupted frequently while Webster 
revised his original trio of school 
books or wrote political and scientific 
books and pamphlets. In 1791 he aug- 
mented the original reader with a sec- 
ond volume, The Little Readers As- 
sistant, which included the story of 
Columbus given at the beginning of 
this account. 

In 1785, Webster published Sketch- 
es of American Policy, an argument

for a constitutional government with 
authority vested in Congress; this 
was considered the first distinct pub- 
lic proposal for a United States Con- 
stitution. Two years later, when Web- 
ster was superintendent of a private 
schoo] in Philadelphia, the commis- 
sioners appointed to draft the Consti- 
tution, met in that city, and invited 
Webster to advise with them on this 
highly significant step in government. 
So, it was no surprise to the country, 
when a few months later, Webster 
published a lengthy treatise, Exam- 
ination of the Leading Principles of 
the Federal Constitution. 

In 1788 Webster went to New York 
City and founded The American Mag- 
azine. By the end of a year it proved 
a financial failure, and Webster gave 
up editing and returned to Hartford. 
There he practiced law while continu- 
ing the occupation he loved the most, 
that of writing. As a man with an 
exceptionally fertile, active mind, 
Webster had many advanced ideas he 
felt would benefit his fellow men, and 
he kept busy putting them on paper. 

In fact, George Washington was 
so impressed by the New Englander’s 
unusual writing ability and his re- 
markable skill in presenting political 
situations and opinions that the na- 
tion’s first President persuaded Web- 
ster to support the federal adminis- 
tration by founding a daily news- 
paper in New York. 

So again, Webster became an edi- 
tor. Quietly, with his characteristic 
heart-felt enthusiasm for serving his 
beloved country, Webster organized 
his newspaper. As appropriate to its 
purpose in dispensing useful political 
knowledge and wisdom, Webster 
named it Minerva. Curiously, the Col- 
onists didn’t favor their daily news- 
paper being called after the Roman 
goddess of wisdom and was changed 
to the prosaic Commercial-Advertiser. 
As soon as it was flourishing, Web- 
ster turned his talents to founding 
another publication in behalf of gov- 
ernment interests. This was a semi- 
weekly newsvaper, The Herald; later, 
it became The New York Spectator. 

When Washington retired to pri- 
vate life, Webster returned to New 
England, dividing his time between 
the public offices mentioned earlier in 
this account and in writing. Although 
his school texts and other works had 
made him regarded as America’s fore- 
most authority on English and writ- 
ing, Webster felt he had barely 
scratched the surface 

Accordingly, in 1806, he published 
A Compendium Dictionary of the 
English Language, and this work con- 
vinced Webster of the apalling need 
for a dictionary more accurate and 
complete than the only “standard” 
one extant, and which was the work 
of the English autocrat, Dr. Samuel 
Johnson. It was marred by many im- 
perfections, especially in etymologies, 
as Dr. Johnson shared the general 
English ignorance of the Teutonic 
languages from which two-thirds of 
the words of the English language 
are derived.

ITALIAN ISSUES

Many countries issued deluxe issues 
as well as their regular issues dur- 
ing the approximately first half of 
the 20th century, but none excel the 
beautiful illuminated issues, which 
were made for whist for Italy. 

The court cards and Aces are beau- 
tiful, then they have added illumina- 
tion and bright heavy gold edges— 
not gilt but gold. Made by Ferd Piat- 
nik & Sohne in Wien. 

France has issued several unusual 
decks, but although one is more un- 
usual, it is not more beautiful. Eng- 
land has had several coronations for 
inspiration, but otherwise nothing 
outstanding. 

There has been little outstanding 
in the U.S. recently, except the bright- 
ly colored Florida View issue and the 
Pan-American scenic issue—both in 
color on the face of each card. Ex- 
pensive issues by individual comna- 
nies, rather than the card companies. 

The series of decks made in Aus- 
tria for Italy have three back de-

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signs with which the writer is fam- 
iliar. “The Monk,” “The Bambino,” 
and “Marguerite.” The Monk wears 
a red and gray habit- The Bambino 
is wrapped in swaddling clothes with 
the Dellia Robia ropes of fruit around 
him and in the background. Marguer- 
ite is a golden haired blonde with a 
blue costume and a mesh headdress 
of pearls on her hair. The Aces and 
court cards are the same for the 
three decks. The aces have a different 
view at each end. The court cards 
have the head at each end but the 
costumes are beautifully and delicate- 
ly illuminated. They are all the 
French style as in France. 

The Monk is rarely found, but even 
more rarely is the Bambino found. 
The writer has known of only the 
one deck of Marguerite, so it is the 
scarcest of all the issues. 

The edges are finished in heavy 
bright gold as was the custom in 
France and England, but rarely in 
Italy at any time, and even more rare 
in the U.S., after the issue for the 
Paris Exhibition in the 19th century. 
The more recent method in the for- 
eign countries is to gilt the corners 
only. 

The regular cards of Italy are like 
our cards—the general run of the 
same thing with slight changes for 
each city. Florence, Naples, Milan, 
Rome, and the other larger cities all 
have their own style of cards. In some 
they use the French style, in some 
the Italian style. Some are large, 
some are very small in each Style, 
while some are langer and more nar- 
row. The Italian Kings on these mod- 
ern cards are standing, although in 
the 17th to 19th century cards the 
Italian Kings are always seated and 
only the Spanish Kings stand. So the 
modern Italian borrows the custom of 
the Kings from Spain. 

We find the French suit without 
the numerals or suit marks in the 
corners and a larger card used in 
Florence (Firenze), while the modern 
Italian version is used in Napoli (Na- 
ples) in a very small size. Also for 
Milano, although not quite so petite 
in size- This variation is, of course, 
dependent on the games most pop- 
ular in that particular city, as there 
has always been a great variance. 
Some of the issues have French suit 
marks, but Italian court characters. 

The modern Italian cards discussed 
here have designs or buildings on the 
back in black and white only, al- 
though the faces are the regular col- 
ors. One look at some of the pictures 
and they look like multiple units of 
our granary tanks or silos. There is 
much variance in the groups of those 
buildings on the backs of the cards 
and one wonders their use. There are 
many plain designs and some elab- 
orate ones, all in the black and white. 

Some of the small cards shown are 
dated 1928, some are approximately 
1948. The three large decks are 1920 
circa. 

Although Italy issues common, 

“everyday” cards for practical use, 
they also have credit for some of the

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HISTORY 
IN MINIATURE 


The New Jersey State Museum, De- 
partment of Education of New Jer- 
sey, Trenton, in cooperation with the 
New Jersey, Pennsylvanie and New 
York members of the Miniature Fig- 
ure Collectors of America, recently 
held a special exhibition, “History in 
Miniature” 

By means of miniature figures, the 
exhibition showed personages and 
events in the history of England, 
France and the United States of 
America, the development of military 
uniforms of Europe and America, and 
described the art of collecting min- 
iature figures. This is a new way of 
presenting the subject of history in 
a vital and intriguing way. 

A brief explanatory section gave 
the exhibition visitor a background of 
techniques and terminology which are 
especially pertinent to this hobby, 
which dates from the late 19th centu- 
ry although miniature figures were 
made even in prehistoric times. Fig- 
ures, which are generally 54mm in 
height (about 2% inches) also range 
from 25mm to 60mm. They appear in 
several different forms—flats, semi- 
flats and fully round. With these fig- 
ures a collector through casting, re- 
painting, his own painting or conver- 
sion, well mixed with his own imagi- 
nation and ingenuity, can create fig- 
ures to suit his particular needs—spe- 
cialized subject collection, use in a 
diorama or in war games.

PRINCE 
MAXIMILLIAN 
VISITS THE 
VANISHING 


PUNCAS 
As Related by Old Periodicals 


By BISSELL BROOKE 


Americans visiting European mu- 
seums occasionally are surprised to 
see cases of crude colorful weapons, 
ornaments and apparel labeled “Rel- 
ics of the Early North American In- 
dian.” 

Frequently, the answer to how 
these objects crossed the Ocean is ex- 
plained by a small card attached to 
each item that states it was present- 
ed by an Indian chief or tribe to a 
local nobleman or other citizen when 
visiting the United States. 


For following the American Rev- 
olution and between succeeding wars, 
the “New World” became a popular 
tourist mecca for affluent Europeans. 
Not only was it an adventure to cross 
the Atlantic, but generally European 
imagination was fired by the color- 
ful—and often exaggerated—accounts 
of America’s first known native, the 
unique red man, who had been sole 
lord of rock, river, forest and rolling 
prairie for countless years. 

However, arniving over here, the 
foreign tourist was disappointed to 
find the original inhabitants no long-

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er dominated American life. He didn’t 
roam the streets and roads bedecked 
in war paint, feathers and scalps, but 
lived hundreds of miles inland on 
special reservations in the mid- and 
far-west. After learning this, one 
distinguished visitor, Prince Maximil- 
lian of Weida, Germany, arranged 
with the U.S. Government Office for 
Indian Affairs to accompany its 
agents on some of their annual trips 
to reservations in 1833. 

The Prince joined a group consist- 
ing of two Government agents, Major 
Bean and Mr. McKenzie, and an ar- 
tist, Mr. Bodner, who went to sketch 
the Indians and their homes. They 
were accompanied by a corps of men 
servants and handlers to drive the 
wagon train, manage boats and make 
camp as it was a long and tedious 
trek from Washington to the West 
Coast. 

As he traveled from one Indian set- 
tlement to another, the Prince made 
notes so he could write accounts about 
the American red man for German 
newspapers and magazines Thirteen 
years after his trip, one of these ac- 
counts came to the attention of an 
American editor, George R. Graham, 
whose publication, “Graham’s Amer- 
ican Monthly Magazine” was widely 
read and today ranks among collec- 
tanea because of its numerous presen- 
tations of American places and per- 
sonalities. And the Prince’s account 
described what then, in 1846, was 
rapidly becoming a vanishing Indian 
tribe, the Punca. 

Today, it is called “Ponca,” and 
for which is named a river in South 
Dakota, and the community of Ponca 
City in Oklahoma, which was the lo- 
cation of the last official] Punca Reser- 
vation. The Prince’s account, found 
recently in an original copy of Gra- 
ham’s Magazine, is an important con- 
tribution to American Indian history 
which contains only scant data about 
this “fine and peaceable tribe” that 
by 1910 had diminished to only 570 
full blooded members. Today, the 
tribe is generally considered extinct 
although there are Indians in other 
tribes whose ancestry has been traced 
to the Puncas. 

Possibly because they were of a 
peaceful nature, the Puncas were 
pushed around by more aggressive 
tribes. Driven westward by the Dako- 
tas, they had settled in South Dakota 
when visited by the Prince. 

A keen student of history, Prince 
Maximillian opens his account with 
the tribe’s background, saying, “The 
Puncas, as they are now universally 
called, or as some travelers formerly 
called them, Ponearas, or Poncars, the 
Pons of the French, were originally 
a branch of the Omahas, and speak 
nearly the same language. 

“They have, however, been long 
separated from them, and dwell on 
both sides of Running-water River, 
and on Punca Creek, which Lewis 
and Clark call Poneara and others 
call Basil Creek. They formerly lived, 
like the Omahas, in clay huts at the 
mouth of the river, but their power- 
ful enemies, the Sioux and the Paw- 
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nees, destroyed their villages, and 
they have since adopted the mode 
of life of the former, living more gen- 
erally in tents made of skins, and 
changing their place from time to 
time . 

“Their external appearance and 
dress do not much differ from those 
of the Omahas. They are said to 
have been brave warriors, but have 
been greatly reduced by war and the 
smallpox. According to Dr. Morse’s 
report in 1822, they numbered 1,750 
in all; at present, the total amount 
of their warriors is estimated at 
about 300. They plant maize, which 
they sell to the Sioux, but they had 
neglected to cultivate this grain for 
about three years, and obtained it 
from the Omahas; they, however, in- 
tend to grow it again themselves.” 

On former visits, the Government 
agent had constructed a cabin near 
the main Punca headquarters, which 
consisted of nine hide tents on Basil 
Creek at the cdge of a thick, prime- 
val forest. Here, years before, the en- 
tire Punca tribe had lived, and the 
Prince remarks that the surrounding 
hills contain numerous graves and 
mounds of the original flourishing 
Puncas. 

Having learned that “the son” of 
the Great White Father in Washing- 
ton was coming to see them, a small 
group of Punea warriors was waiting 
near the cabin. Among them was a 
French Canadian, ‘“Primeau,” who 
served as interpreter and taught the 
Prince several words of the Punca 
language.

When this dictionary was published 
in 1755—three years before Webster’s 
birth— Dr. Johnson, with a rueful 
smile, excused his errors by saying, 
“Dictionaries are like watches; the 
worst is better than none, and the best 
cannot be expected to go quite true.” 

Realizing this, Webster decided his 
own scholarship was inadequate, and 
abandoned his genera] writing to de- 
vote the next ten years to studying 
English and other languages. But 
first, he wrote and published, a more 
advanced text book, which also, en- 
joyed an unprecedented sale; it was 
called A Philosophical and practical 
oo of the English Language, 
1807. 

After a decade of continuous study 
into the depths of etymology and 
semasiology, Webster began writing 
his monumental dictionary. Still, he 
was not completely satisfied with his 
material, and he spent the year 1824- 
1825 abroad, rechecking at libraries 
in Paris and at Cambridge Univer- 
sity. England. 

Then at long last, in 1828, the dic- 
tionary was published. This valuable 
contribution to the English speaking 
world consisted of two volumes con- 
taining twelve thousand words, and 
included from 30,000 to 40,000 defini- 
tions that heretofore had not ap- 
peared in any earlier dictionary in 
our language. 

The seventy-year-old Webster was 
highly gratified to learn his dictio- 
nary was so heartily received by the 
English that a special British edition 
was necessary soon after its Amer- 
ican publication. The English were 
not in the habit of welcoming books 
written by that renegade cousin, Jona- 
than in the New World, and Eng- 
land was not in a scholarly mood, 
it was still dancing frivolously as the 
pleasure loving sons of George IIT 
reigned.

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The Circus Train 


To countless generations of Am- 
ericans one of the most vivid me- 
mories of Circus Day, U. S. A., will 
always be the one associated with the 
pre dawn arrival of the circus train. 


Picture, if you will, circus day at 
the turn of the century when it was 
one of the most important days of 
the years — like Christmas or the 
Fourth of July, when everyone turn- 
ed out to celebrate the occasion. Even 
school was dismissed for the day. 


All of the major circuses travelled 
by rail then and circus day officially 
began for thousands of circus fans 
long before the break of dawn, when 
they gathered in and along the rail- 
road yards, waiting to catch that 
first glimpse of mysterious looking 
canvas-covered cage wagons, and to 
see the first elephant gingerly feel 
her way down the runs, and to marvel 
at the speed and dexterity of the 
great percheron pull-over and pull- 
away teams and their drivers. 


Unfortuately, the opportunity ever 
to experience again the pre dawn 
thrills of a circus train’s unloading 
has become a moment of history. The 
circus hobbyist today must be con- 
tent with his own personal memor- 
ies, or the memories of other circus 
enthusiasts. 


The Ringling Bros. Circus, because 
it was so big for so long, offers the 
most fascinating avenue for explor- 
ing a railroad show. It had no equal 
on rails. 


At one time this show traveled on 
four separate trains of one hundred 
cars over some fifty railroads. It 
first turned railroad in the spring 
of 1872, and became the first circus 
to travel from town to town by train. 


Usually, the “Big One” traveled 
in three sections consisting of a total 
of 69 railroad cars. Section one was 
THE FLYING SQUADRON,.so call- 
ed because it was the first section 
to arrive in each new city and the 
first to leave. It had 22 cars. There 


were four coaches for workers and 
three stock cars carrying 96 horses. 
The rest of this section was made up 
of 72-foot flatcars carrying the men-

agerie in cages; floats for all the 
spectacles; the kitchen, cookhouse 
tent, and all other necessary equip- 
ment for feeding a city of 1400; the 


bandwagon, stake drivers, calliope, 
sanitation truck, and_ blacksmith 
shop. 


The second section had 28 cars. 
Eight of these were coaches for ush- 
ers, sideshow workers, canvasmen, 
sailmakers, and electricians. Two 
large stock cars carried 27 elephants. 
The rest of the train consisted of 
flat-cars transporting big top gear 
and lights and props of all kinds; 
seat wagons, big top pole wagons, 
stakes, and 20 tons of canvas; side 
show canvas, generators and lights, 
and tractors and unloading trucks. 
Seven 65-foot poles of Oregon fir 
were carried on the pole wagon. The 
big top used six; the seventh was 
the spare. 


The third section of the circus 
train had 19 cars. Most of this sec- 
tion was given over to sleeping cars 
for performers, agents, and the exe- 
cutive staff. Some flatcars were in 
this section carrying more seat wa- 
gons. The coaches carrying perform- 
ers were usually named after cities 
and states and were usually painted 
red. Separate cars were maintained 
for unmarried personnel. 

Because of being loaded so heavily, 
the Ringling trains moved at restric- 
ted speeds of 35 miles an hour. Other 
than the railroad engines which pull- 
ed the sections, the circus owned all 
of the train equipment. The engines 
were contracted for with the various 
railroad lines over which the show 
traveled. 


Most of the rolling stock carried on 
the flats had rubber tires. Some of 
the older tableau wagons did not. 
Each wagon was blocked and chained 
in place on the flat cars for travel 
en route. Loading and unloading was 
accomplished by moving the equip- 
ment from car to ear lengthwise. 
Whatever equipment was marked for 
the first car would be rolled straight 
through from the end of each sec- 
tion. Everything else would follow 
in order. It is reputed that this me- 


thod of equipment-handling was a- 
dopted by the Kaiser’s army in World 
War I, and thus made their progress 
in Belgium so swift and efficient 
during the early part of the war. 


Barnum & Bailey Circus played 
Germany in 1901 with their railroad 
show. Kaiser Wilhelm, upon learn- 
ing of the great speed with which 
the train was loaded and unloaded, 
asked permission to have some of his 
officers travel with the show as ob- 
servers. They adopted the method of 
loading equipment from the end of 
the train by putting connecting iron 
treads from car to car. The Ringling 
show kept to this system as long as 
it rolled on rails. 


“Razorbacks” is the name given 
the men who do the loading and un- 
loading. To facilitate this job even 
more, it was customary to split THE 
FLYING SQUADRON into two sec- 
tions when unloading. Section two 
was handled in the same manner. 
At key points the split was made and 
special steel ramps were shoved off 
the run cars and the circus equip- 
— was started on its way to the 
ot. 


Loading the sections of the circus 
train was just as efficient and just 
as colorful to watch. This activity 
began as soon as possible after the 
evening meal, usually around 5:30. 
And from this moment on, as soon as 
animals and floats and equipment 
completed their part in the show, 
they were moved out to be towed in 
place on a section of the train. 


By the time the evening perform- 
ance was over the only thing stand- 
ing was the big top itself. Minutes 
later it was down and being pre- 
pared for transportation to the runs. 


One floodlighted generator stands 
at the rail siding. Suddenly its big 
eye dims out in the midnight air. A 
small tractor backs up to it and tows 
it in place on its section. The mourn- 
ful sound of a train whistle splits the 
night. Slowly the circus train thumps 
and creaks into motion. Tomorrow’s 
town lies at the end of the night.
